IT IS impoffible, dear Sir, but tliere muft be ibm* 
fountain or brook hereabouts to water and moifleit 
tkefe herbs, as their freflinefi plainly proves, and 
therefore we fhouki go a little farther on : for w« 
ihall meet with fomething to quench this terrible thhrft 
that afiiifts us, aad is doubtleu more painful than hun* 
per itfelf. Don ^ixou approved die advice^ and tak<* 
jng Roxinanit}3^ ^t bridle, and Sanchtfioa^ afs byth^ 
haker, after he had placed upon him the relicks 6t 
the fupper, they be^ to march forward dirough the 
meadow^ feeUag their way ; for the night was & dark 
they could fi» nothing: but they had not gone two 
hundred paces, when ^a great noife of water readied 
their ear9» like that of Mne mighty caArade pouring 
dow9ftfMnan& aoiAe^rodu The found rejoiced

them exceedingly, and, topping to Hften from whence 
it came, they heard on a fudden another dreadful 
noife, which abated their pleafure occafioned by that 
of the water, efpecially Sancho^s^ who was natural^ 
fearful and pofillanimous.

the PJatin, the Tahiantes, Oli'vant^s^ and 7ir antes, 
Hxt knights of the fun, and the Be/iani/es, with the 
whole tribe dfthe famous knkhtserrant of tiihes paf^ 
p^iibrming in this age, in which I live, fuch flupen- 
flo«»'deeds sunid feats of arms, as are fufficient to ob- 
fcute the brighteft they 'ever atchieved. Trufly and 
loyal iq^ire. you obfove the darknefs of this ^i^ht,' 
its ftrange fiknce, the confuted and deaf iband of 
tfaefe treos, the fearful noife of that water we come to 
feek* which, oite would think, precipitated itfelf head- 
ing from the high mountains of the moon ; that in- 
ieSuit foiking^imd ckUhing ihit wooiidt our cart r

all which together, and each by itfelf, are fufficient to 
infufe terror^ fear» and amazement into the breait of 
Mars himfelf ; how much more into that which is not 
accuflomed to the like adventures and accidents. Now 
all I have defcribed to you ferves to ronze and awaken 
my courage, and my heart already beats in my breaft 
with eager defire of encountering this adventure, how* 
ever difficult it may appear. Wherefore ftraiten Ro't 
%inante\ girths a little, and god be with you ; and ftay 
for me here three days, and no more : if I do not re* 
turn in that time, you may go back to our town ; and 
thence, to do me a favour and good fervicc, you (hall 
go to Tobo/Of where you fhall fay to my incomparable 
lady DuUineay that her inthralled knight died in the at- 
tempting things that OMght have made him worthy to 
be ftylea her's, . 

When Sancbo heard theie words of his mafler, he 
began to weep with the greateft tendemefs in the world, 
and to fay : Sir, I do not underftand why your wor- 
ihip fhould encounter this Co fearful an adventure : It 
IS now night, and no body fees us ; we may eafily.

Want what it will, anfwered 
jOoh ^ixPtfi it (hall never be faid of me, neither now 
»6r at any other time, that tears or intrcaticA ro»iH 
difiuade me from doing the duty of a knight : there- 
fore pr'ythee, Sancho, hold thy tongue ; for God, 
who has put it in my heart to attempt this unparallelled 
and feartul adventure, will take care to watch over 
my fafety, and to comfort thee in thy fadnefs. What 
you have to do is, to let Rozmante be well girted, 
and ftay you here j for I will quickly return alive or 
dead. 

Sancbo then feeing his mafter^s final refolution, and 
how little his tears, prayers, and counfels prevailed 
with him, determined to have recourfe to ftratagem, 
and oblige him to wait *till day, if he could : and (o^ 
while he was buckling the horfe's girths ftraiter, foft-

and prayers, has ordained that RafstnanU cannot |o i 
and if voa will obftinately perfift to beat and fpor hmi» 
yoa wiU but provoke fortune^ and^ as they (ay, but 
kid againfi the tricks^ This made Ihm StB^x9tt quite 
defjperate, and tne more he {jfMirred his horfe, the left 
he could move him r and without fufpeding the Ika- 
ture, he thought it beft to be quiet, and either Sxf 
^titl day app^ired, or 'till Rozinnnte could ftir> b^ 
Beving certainly that it proceeded from fome othe? 
amfe, and not from Saftcho*^ -cunning, to whom h^ 
thus i^poke t Since it is fo, Samcba^ that R$fanaHte can- 
not fhr, I am contented to flay 'till die dawning fmilet, 
though I weep idl the time (he delays her coming. 
You need not weep^ aniwered Sancbo ; for I will, en- 
tertain you ^dU day widt telling you ftories, if yon had 
not rather alight, and comp(% your felf to deep a 
Ikde upon the green grafs> as knights-ftrraat ar^ wont 
tcf do^ and ib be tbe lefi weary when the day and hour 
comes for attcmpdng that unparalleHed adventure yoa 
wait for. What odl yon aV^hting or fleepine ? ^oA. 
Von ^tx9te. Am I one of thofe knights, who take 
lepofo in time of danger F Sleep ydu, who were bom 
to fleep, or do what you will : I will do what I fee 
beft befits my profeffion. Pray, good Sir, be not an- 
wy, ariwered Sancho ; I do not fay it with that de- 
^gn : and coming clofe to him, he put one hand on the 
pommel of the faddle before, and the other on th^ 
pique behind, and there he flood embracing his mafler's 
faft thigh, M^thout daring to flir from him a finger's 
breadth, fo touch was he afraid of the blows, which 
fBll founded sdternately in his ears. Don ^ixott bad 
jbkn tell fome ftory to entertain him, as he had pro- 
mifed : to v/YacYi Santbo replied, he would, if the 
dread of what he heard would permit him : notwith- 
flanding, faid he, I will force myfelf to tell a floiy, 
which, ^ I can hit upon it, and it flips not through my 
A 4 fiugen. 
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fagers, 18 Che beft of all ftories ; and pray, beatlentive^ 
for now I begin. 

. What hathbeeot hath been ; the good that fhaU be« 
fal be for lu all, and evil to him that evil feeks. And 
prajr. Sir, uke notice, that the beginning, which the 
Imtients gave to their tales, was not jSft what they 
pkafed, bat rather fome fentence of Cato Zonxfirinus * 
the Roman, who fays, Andimlto him that evil fahi 
which is as apt to the prefent purpofe as a ring to youir 
£nser, fignifying, that your worfhip fhould oe quiet, 
and not go about fearching after evil, but rather 
that we turn afide into fome other road ; for we are 
under no obligation to OMitinue in this, wherein fo ma* 
ny fears overwhelm us. Go on with your ftory, Sam^ 
€boy iaid Dm ^ixot4, and leave me to take care of 
the road we are to follow. I &y then, continued Som^ 
gboy that in a place of Eftnmadura there was a fhep* 
lierd, I mean a goatherd ; which fhepherd or goatheni, 
fts my &ory fays, was called Lopg Ruijti and thif 
JLopi Ruiz was in love with a ihepherdefs called Tor* 
ralva ; which ihepherdefs called forrahnt was dangh* 
ter to a rich hermman, and this rich faerdfinan- ■■ 
If you tell your ftory after this £dhion, Samtbo, faid 
Don Siuixoti, repeating every thing you fay twice, yoa 
will not have done thefe two d^s» Tell it conciiely, 
and like a man of 'fenfe, or elfe fay no more. In the 
very fame manner that I tell it, anfwered Sancho, they 
Cell all (lories in my country ; and I can tell it no o- 
therwife, nor is it fit your wohhip fhould require me 
40 make new cufloms. Tell it as you will then, anfwer- 
ed Don Quixote I fince fate will have it that I muft 
Jie^thee, gp on. 

And fp, dear fir of my foul, continued Sancbo, as I 
faid before, this fhepherd was in love with the (hep- 
herdeis Torralva, who was a jolly flrapping wench, a 
little fcornful, and fomewhat msuculine : for fhe had 
certain fmall whiikers ; and methinks I fee her yoSt 
now. What, did you know her ? iaid Don ^ixoto. 
I did not know her, anfwered Sancho ; but he, who

Quantity of little jeaJoufies ihe gave him above mea* 
ire, md within the prohibit^ degrees * : and fo 
machc did he abhor her from thenceforward, that, to 
avoid the %ht of her, he choie to abfent h imfelf from 
that country^ and go where his eyes (hould never be- 
hold her more. Torraha^ who found herielf difdam- 
cd by Lope, prefently began to love him better than 
ever ihe had loved him Mfore. It is a natural quaH- 

. ty of women, faid Don ^x^te, to flight thofe who 
love them, and love thofe who flight them : go oil^ 
Sancbo. 

It fell out, proceeded Sanch, that the fhepherd put 
his defign in execution, and, coUeding together hb 
goats, went oi^ towards the plains of Eflremadura, in 
Ofder to pais over into the kingdom of Portugal.

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fo finall, that it could only hold one perfoo and ooe 
goat : however he fpdce to him, and agreed with him 
to carry over him, and his three hundred goats. Tiie 
fiiherman got into the boat and carried over a goat : 
lie returned and carried over another : he came bade 
^ligain, and again carried over another. Pray, Sir, 
keep an account of the goats that the fiiherman is car- 
lying- oyer ; for if one flips out of your memory, ^e 
tUory will be at an end, and it will be impofl^le to 
txSIl z^ word more of it. I go <m then, and fay, that 
the landing-place on the qppoiite fide was covered widi 
. anud, and flippery, and the £iherman was a great whMe 
in coming . suid going. However he returned fox ano- 
ther goat, and for others, and for another. Makeac- 
^•count he carri^ them all over, £ud Don ^ix$ti^ and 
do not be g<Mng and coming in this manner; for, at 
this rate, you. will not have done carrying them over 
in a twelvemonth. How many tre pafled already ? (aid 
^ancbo. How the devil Ihould I know? anfwered 
Dom Sluixoti, See there now ; did I not tell you to 
keep an exa£^ account ? Before God there is an end 
of die ^ly ; I can go no farther. How can this be ? 
anfwo'ed Don S^uixott. Is it fo eflential to the Utorf^ 
to know the exa£^ number of goats that ptiTed over, 
that, if one be miilaken, the dory can proceed no £itr- 
^er? No, Sir, in iiowife, aniwered Sancbo : for 
^ when I defired your wprihip to tell me how many goats 
had paifed, and you anfweredy you did dot know, in that 
very inflant aU that I had left to fay fled out of tsef 
memory ; 9SoA. m faitl^ it was very edifying and fatif- 
fe^orv.

.dtfiurbedyourunderfUnding* AU thatinay be, an- 
iwered Mancho r but, as to tky Mrji (l bmm tiiere't 
fio fflorf to be faid I for il ends juft where the endr in 
oi / th^ 
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th9 account o£ canying over the goats begins. Let it 
(Cnd where it will, in god's name, £ud D^iv ^tUuttp^ 
jsmdrlet us kc whether Rosdnanu can fthr hnnfeK A- 
gain he ckpt fi)ara to him, and again he jumped, and 
then 0ood flock Ibll, foeffeaxialljwashefotmd. 

Now, ; whether the cold of the momingr which was 

at bandy or whether fome lenitive diet on which he ha& 

fupped, or whether the motion was pardy natural 

(.which is rath^ to be believed) it fo befel, tlutt S^ncht 

had a defire to do what no body could do for him. 

,Bat fo great was the fear that had poffisffisd his hearty 

,that Jie durft not ilir the breadth of a finger bbm hig 

jQS&Gi ;. aod^. to think to leave that bufinds undone, 

^fm aUb impoflible l and (a whi|t iie did for peace 

iak^ was,, to let go his right hand, which held the 

Jundier put of the iaddle, with which, fofBy,. and 

without any noife, he loo^ the runnii^point, that 

kept up his breoclues ; whereupon down they fell, and 

hmig about his legs like fliackles : then he lifted up 

his mirt the beft he could, and expofed to the op0i 

^ thofe b4ttocks.which vrbcc noat ot the finalleft : this 

being done, whkh he thought th^ beft expedient 

towards getting out of that terrible anguiih and di- 

.^efs, ano^r and a greater difficulty attended him, 

which was, that he tl^ght he could hot eafe himfelf 

without.making. fome noife : fo he fet his teeth dofe, 

and fqueezed up hi^ ihoulders, and held in his breadi 

as much^as pofiibly he could. But nohvithftanding 

all thefe precautions, he . was fo unlucky after aC 

as to mluke a little noife, very different from that 

which had put him into fo great a fright. , Don ^iic 

#/# heard: it^ andfaid : What noife is this ?. SancJho. I 

do not know. Sir, anfwered he : it muft be fome new

, lime, and it fucceeded fo well with him, that without

9neme&. . But. as Don^ixtu had the fenfe of find- 

liq|^ no left, jnfrfed than, that of hearing, and Saiuh9 

flood fp Jclf»u^: aod. » it .were fewed . to hhn^ foaae 

: ^ the vapoorsy afcending in a diredi line, could not 

faS 
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HjI to reach his nc^rib : which thcf had no Coomt 
dont, bat he relieved his nofe by taking it between 
his fingers, and with a tone fomewhat (hiding (aid : 
Jufethinksy Sancho, yoa are in great bodily fear. I 
am Co, faid. Sancbo i bat wherein does your wcnrihip 
perceive, it. now more than ever F In that you jfmeu 
fironger than ever, and not of ambeigreafe, anTwered^ 
J>M ^ixoti. That may very well be, ihid Sanebo ; 
but your worihip alone is in fault for carrying me 
about at thefe anfeafonaUe hours, and into thele un* 
^eqaented jdaces. Get yoa three or four fteps o^ 
ineai, (aid Dmi ^uixsu (all this withool taking his 
Angers from his nofirils) and henceforward hmt moi^ 
xare of your own perfbn^ and more regard to- whlft 

Cu owe to mine ; my over-much fiuniliarity with yoa 
I bred tiiis contempt,. I wiH lay a wager, replied 
Sancbo, yon think I have been doing ibmething witk 
jny perfon that I ought not. The more you ftir it» 
frienid Samcbo, the worfe it will favour, anfwered D^m 

In thefeand the bke dialogttes die mafter and maa 

jMflSsd the mght* But Sancbo, perceiving that at 
length the morning was comihs on, with much cacf- 
doii untied RotsinMnte, and tied up his breeches. R^ 

.«/«inr/f finding himfelf at liberty, though naturally he 
was not over-metdefome, feemed to feel himfelf alive 
and began to paw the eround ; but as for curvetting 

.(begging his pardon) he knew not what it wa». 

,/>»« Sluixtte^ perceiving that Rwinanu began to 
beftir himfelf took it for a good omen> and believed 
it fi^ufied, he fhould finrdiwith attempt that fearfkl 
adventure. ' By this time the dawn appeared, and eve- 
ry thing being diftinfUy feen, D§n Sluixtt perceived 
he was got among fome tall chefiMtt-trees, which affbr-^ 
ded a gloomy fhaide : he perceived alio that dieftrik« 
ing didnot ceafe ; but he could not fee what caufediC;

It was (kind reader, take it not in dudgeon) £x ful- 
ling mill-hammersy whofe alternate ftrokes formed that 
hideous found. Uon ^ixoUy feeing what it was, was 
firuck dumb, and in the utmoft confufiqn. ^omc!^ 
ftared at him, and iaw he hung down his head, upqn^ 
his breail, with manifeft indications of being qui^ 
abafhed. Don ^xoti flared alfo at Sancf^r ^Qd h^ 
his cheeks fwollen, and his mouth full of laughter, wi^ 
evident iigns of being ready to burft ; and notwithf- 
landing his vexation, he could not forbear laughing, 
himfelf at fight of ^^ivr^^^ ; who, feeing his mailer 

' had led the way, burft^ oat in fo violent a n^annery 

. that he was forced to hold his fides with his hands to 
fave himfelf from fplitting with laMghter.^ Four. tiniest 
he ceafed, and four times he returned to his laughter 
with the fame impetuofity as at firft. Whereat D^ 

'^ixqtig2LVt him to the devil, efpecially when he 
heard him fay, by way of irony ; • Yqu muft know, 

* friend Sancboy that I was bori) by the will of heaven 
' in this our age of iron, to revive in it the gold«i» 

* or that of gold. I am he for whom are zeierved 
!' dangers, great exploits, and valorous atchievements.* 

And to he went on repeating moil or all of the expref- 
fions, which Don ^ixoti had ufed at the firft hearii^ 
thofe dreadful ftrokes. Don ^ixoUf perceiving that 
Sancbo played upon him, grew fo afhamed, and en- 
raged to that degree, that he lifted up his launce> and 
diUjiarged two fuch blows on hin^ that had he. receiv- 
ed them on his head, as he did on his ihooldeis, die 
knight had acquitted himfelf of the payipent dt his 
wages, unle& it ivere to his heirs. Sancbo^ finding, jie 
paid fo dearly for his jokes, ai^ fearing 1^ his raafter 
fliould proceed farther,. crie4 Qut with much humility : 
iVay, Sir, be pacified : by tht BviAg god, I did l^t 
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jeft. Though yon jeft/I da not, anfweved Dnt i^ifijf 
cti. Come hither, merry Sir ; whMt think 700 ? fup- 
pofe thefe aiill'-haniinerthad beta ibme periloiu adven- 
ture, have I not fhewed the courage requifite to un- 
dertake and atchieve it ? Am I, do you thinks obliged, 
being a knight as I am^ to diftingnifh founds, and 
know which are, or are not, of a fulling-mill I be* 
fides, it mtkj be, (as it really is) that I never (aw any 
fulling milb in my Kfe, as yon have, like a pitiful 
ruftic as you are, havine beoi bom and bred amongft 
them. But let thefe fix niUii^-hammen be transform- 
ed into £x giants, and letthem beard me one hy one, 
or all toge&r, and if I do not fist them all on their 
heads, dien make what jeft you will of me. It it 
enough, good Sir, replied Sattcbt ; I confiefs I have 
been a l&e too jocofe : but, pray, tell me, Su*, now 
.that it is peace between us, as god fhall bring you out 
of all the adventures that ihall happen to you, iafe and 
fiKUid, as he has brought you out of thb, was it not 
a thkig to be laughed at, ajod worth tellmg, what great 
fear we were in, at leaftwhat I wasin ; for, as to your 
worihip, I know you are unacquainted with it, nor do 
yon know what fear or terror are. I do not deny, an- 
Smextd Den ^ixote, but that what has befallen us is 
fit to be laughed at, but not fit to be told; for all 
peribns are not dificreet enough to know how to take 
tim^ by the right haiidle. But, anfwered Svnclwp 
your worfliip knew how to handle your launce aright, 
when you pomtei it at my head, and hit me on the 
fiuralders ; thanks be to god, and to my own agili^ in 
fiipjnng afide. But let that pafs ; it will go out in the 
bttckmg : fiar I have heard fay ; he loves thee weU, 
who imikes thee weep : and befides, your people of 
condition, when they have given a fervant a haid 
wojrd, prefen^ give him fome old hofe and iMreechet ; 
though what is mually given after a beating, I cannot 
td^ ualefi k be that your knights^errant, after* bafti- 
jiados, beflow iilands or kin^bms on the continent, 
.nedje fluymnfo, quoth V$a Strnxoti^ that all you 
have fiwlmay come to pais ; and forgive what is pj^ 
infie yoii.are. confideratc 1 and know that the fitft 

motions 
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motions are not in a man's power ; and henceforwanl 
be apprized of one thii^ (that yon may abftain andftn-* 
bear talking too much with me) diatin all the books of 
chivalry lever read, infinite as they are, I never fbuid 
that any iqaire converfed fo much with his mafter, as 
you do with yours. And really I account it a great 
fault both in you and in me : in you, becaufe yon re- 
iped me fo little ; in me, that I do not make my Mf 
DC refpeded more. Was not Gandalin^ ibuire to 
Amaiis dg Gaul, earl of the firm iihtnd? and 
we read of him» that he always fpoke to his 
.qiailar cap in hand, his head inclined, and his boc^ 
htat after the furkijh fafhion. What fhall we fay of 
Gafahalj fquire to Don Gdiaor, who wasfo filen^ that 
to illu&ate the excellencv of Ids marvellous tadtami- 
ty, his name is menticmed but once in all that great and 
faithful hifiory. From wiiat I have faid you may infer, 
Sancba, that there ought to be a difference between 
mafter and man, between lord and lacquey, and be- 
tween knight and (quire. So that from this day iot- 
■ ward, we mufl be treated with more reipe^ ; for 
which way foever I am angry with you, it wiU ga £11 
. with the pitcher. The favours and benefits I promifed 
you, will come in due time ; and if they do not come^ 
the wages, at lead,, as I have told you, will not be 
loft. . Your worfhip fays very well, quoth Sancbo- : 
but I would fain know (if perchance the time of the 
favours fhould not come, and it fhould be expedient to 
have recourfe to the article of the wages) how much 
might the fquire of a knicht-errant get in thofe times ? 
and whether they agreed by the month, or by the 
day, like labourers ? I do not believe, anfwered Dom 
Sluixote, that thole fquires. were at fiated wages, but 
, raied on courtefy. And if I have appointed you uBf 
In the will I left fealed at home, it was for fear of 
. what might happen ; for I camiot yet tell how chivaliy 
.may fucceed in thefe calamitous times o£ ours, and i 
.would not have my foul fuffer in the otl^r world fior 
a trifle : for I would have you to know, Sancko, 
.that there is no ftate more penlous than that <^ ad- 
^Ycntttrers. Itisfbintntth^ iaid«^Ai«iv^fiBCCi]^eiwlfi» 
^ «f 
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ef the hammers of sLfuIliiig mill were fiifficient todi« 
fbirb and difcompofe the heart of fo valofipus a knight 
as your worihip. But you may depend upon it, that 
From henceforward I fhall not open my hps to make 
merry with your worihip's matters, but ihiall henoor 
yovL as my mafter and natural lord. By fo doing re- 
plied Don ^Htxou, your days fhall be long in the ^id ; 
ror, next to our parents, we are bound to teCjpeSt our 
mafiers^ as if they were pur fathers. 

CHAP. VII. 

^ Which t reals of ^he high advtntun and rich priti tf 
Mambrino*i hilmet, with other things which iefii 
aur tH'vincibU knight* 

ABOUT this time it began to rain a b'ttle, and 
Sancho had a mind they fhould betake themfelvet 
to the fulling-mills. But Don fixate had conceived 
fuch an abhorrence of them for the late jeft, that he 
would by no means go in : and fo turning to the right 
hand, they (buck into another road like that they had 
lighted upon the day before. Soon afler Don Stifixot$ 
difcovered a man on horfeback, who had on his head 
fomething which glittered, as if it had been of gold ; 
and fcarce had he feen it, but, turning to Sancho, he 
iaid : I am of opinion, Sancho, diere is no proverb bat 
what is true ; becaufe they are all fentences drawn 
from experience itfelf, the mother of all the fdences ; 
ei^cially that which fays ; li^here one door isjhttt^ ano* 
/her is ofenod. I fay this, becaufe, if laft m^ for- 
tune ihut the door againd what we looked for, deceiv- 
ing us with the fulling-mills, it now fets another wide 
open for a better and more certain adventure, which 
if I fail to enter right into, the fault will be mi)^ 
without imputing it to my little knowledge of fullii^- 
mills, or to the darkneis of the night. This, I &y^ 
becaufe, if I miilake not, there comes one toward us* 
who carries on his head ilfi7iSB^*Mro's helmet *, about

which 
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which I iwore the oath you knoye. Take care. Sir, 
what yoa fity, and more what yoa do^ iaid Saneho ;. 
for I would not wiih for other fulling-millsy to finifli. 
the milling and mafliingof oor fenfes. The devil take 
700 f reined Don ^ixote : what has a helmet to dO' 
with fiilling-milb ? I know not, anfwered Sancbo ; 
;bat in faith, if I might t^ as much at I ufed to do* 
.perhaps I could give fuch reafons, that your worihip 
would fee you are miftaken in what you fay. How 
can I be miftaken in what I fay, fcrupulous traitor ^ 
£ud Pom Quixote. Tell me, fee you not yon knight 
combg toward us on a dapple-grey fteed, widi a hel- 
met of gold on his head? What I fee and perceive^ 
anfwered Saneho, is only a man on a grey afs like mine,, 
with fomethingon his head that glitters* Why that is 
MambrMs helmet, faid Don ^ixote : get you afide,. 
«nd leave me alone to deal with him ; you ihall fee 
me conclude this adventure (to fave time) without 
fpeaking a word ; and the helmet I have fo muck 
longed for, fhall be my own. I {hall t^e care to get 
<mt of the way, tt^^^- Samiho < but 1 pray god, I- 
fey agam» it may not prove another fttlhng-miU adr 
venture. I have already told yon, brotter, not to- 
snentk>n thofe fulling mills, nor fo much as to think of 
them, any mott, faid Dan ^ixoto : if you do^ I (ay 
no mi»re, but I vow to mill your foul for you. San- 
-tbo held his peace, fearing left his mailer fhould per- 
form his vow, which had flruck him all of a heap. 

Now the truth of the matter, concerning the 
helmet, the fleed, and the knight, which Dm ^xott^ 
"few, was this. There were two villages in that neigh- 
bourhood, one of them fo &iall, that it had neither 
ihop nor barber, but the other adjoining to it had one ;, 
^and the barber of the bigger ferved aflo the leffer ; ia 
«which a perfon indifpoS^ wanted to be let blood,, 
and another to be trimmed ; and for this puipofe was 
4S^ barber coming, and brought with him his brafs 
bafon. And fortune fo ordered it;^ that as he was 
upon the road, it began to rain, and that his hat might 
not ht fpoiied (for bdike it was a new one) he cla]>t 
the IMon on his head^ and bemg new ^cowered k 

gjitttrefi 
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glittered half a les^ne off. He lode on a my afi> 
as SMncbo* faid ; and this was die reaiba wl^ Don 
^tx6ti took the barber for a knight, his ais for a 
da|]|>le-grey fleed, and his bafon for a golden helmet : 
for he very readily ad:^>ted whatever he (aw to hk 
knightly extrav^ancies and wild conceits. And when 
he law the poor cavalier approach^ without ftaying t» 
reafon the cafe with hint, he advanced at Rdsanajtn^ 
beft fpeed, and couched his launce low, defigning t» 
run him through and through. But when he came 
np to him, without ftopping the fury of his career, 
he cried out : Defend yourfelf, caitif, or furrender 
willingly what is fo juftly my due. The barber, who, 
not fufpeding or apprehoiding any fuch thing, (aw 
this phantom coming upon him, had no other way to 
avoid the thruft of the launce, but to let himfelf &11 
down from the afs : and no fooner had he touched 
the ground, when leaping up nimbler than a roe-buck, 
he began to fcower over the plain, with fuch fpeed, 
that the wind could not overtake him. He left the 
bafbn on the ground, with which Dm !^xoti was £|* 
tbScd, asd ^; The nufcreanthad aded difcree^ 
in imitating the beaver, who, finding itfelf dofety 
purfued by the hunters, tean off, with its teeth, that 
for which it knows, by a natural inftin^, it is hunted. 
He ordered Sancbo to take up the helmet, who, hold- 
ing it in his hand, faid ; Before god, the bafon is a 
fecial one, and is as well worth a piece of eight as a 
farthing. Then he gave it to his matter, who imme- 
diately clapped it on his head, twirling it about, to 
£nd the vizor ; and not finding it he faid ; Doubtlefi 
the pagan, for whom this famous helmet was firft 
fbrg^, muft have had a prodigious large head i and 
the worft of it is, that one ludf is wanting. When 
Sancbo heard the bafon called a helmet, he could not 
forbear laughter ; but recolle^dns his mafler^s late 
choler, he checked it in the midcUe. What do yon 
laugh at ? Sanchot faid Don ^fxoti. He anfwemi ; 
I l^gh to think what a huge head the pagan had, 
who owned this helmet, which is, for all the woiid, 
jofi like a barber's bafon. Do you kaoYTt^Sancbo, what I 

take 
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take to be the cafe ? this famous piece, this inchanted 
hehnet, by feme drange accident, muft have fallen in* 
to the hands of fome one, who, being ignorant of its 
true value, and not confidering what ne did, feeing it 
tol>e of the pureil gold, has melted down the one half 
for lucre's fake, and of the other half made this, which, 
lu you fay, does look like a barber's bafon : but be it 
what it will, to me, who know it, its transformation 
fignifies nothing ; for I will get it put to rights in the 
£rft town where there is a fmith, and in fuch fort^ that 
even that, .which the god of fmiths made and forged for 
the god of battles, fhall not furpafs, nor equal it : ia 
the mean time, I will wear it as I can, for fomething 
is better than nothing ; and the rather, fmce it will be 
more than fufiicient to defend me from ftones. It will 
fo, faid Sancho, if they do not throw them with flings^ 
as they did in the battle of the two armies, when they 
crofTed your woHhip's chops, and broke the cruze^ in 
which was contained that mod bleiTed drench, which 
made me vomit up my guts. I am in no great pain 
. for haying IcrfLit *, for you know, Sanchc, faid Dom 
Sluix*ii9 I have the receipt by heart. So hare i tooy 
anfwered Sanebo i but if ever I make or try it again 
while I live> may I never ilir from this place. Befides, I 
do not intend to expofe my felf to the haa^rd of ftanding 
in need of it ; for I intend to keep myfelf, with ail my 
five fenfes, from being woundea, or from wounding 
any body. As to being tofled again in a blanket, I fay 
nothing ; for it is difficult to prevent fuch milhap : 
and if they do come, there is nothing to be done, but 
to fhrug up one's fhoulders, hold one's breath, fhut one's 
eyes, and let one's felf go whither fortune and the blan- 
ket pleafe to tois us. You are no good chriftian, SaH' 
thof faid Don ^txote, at hearing this ; for you never 
forget an injury once done you : but know, it is inhe* 
rent in generous and noble breafts to lay no (befs upon 
trifles. What leg have you lamed, what rib or what 
head have you broken, that you cannot yet foreet that 
jeft ? for, to take the thing right, it was mere jeH and 
paflime ; and had I not unde^ood it fo, I had long 
ago returned thither, and done more mifchief in re- 

vciJgiog 
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Ycngmg your quarrel, than the Greeks did for the rape 
of Heiett ; who, if ihe had lived in thefe times, or my 
Dulcinea in thofe, would never, you may be fure, have 
been fo famous for beauty as fhe is : and here he uttered 
a iigh, and fent it to the clouds. Let it then pafs for a 
jeft, faid Sanchoy fince it is not likely to be revenged 
in eameft ; but I know of what kinds the jefts and the 
eamefts were, and I know alio, they will no more flip 
out of my memory thian off my fhoalders. But fetting 
this afide, tell me. Sir, what we fhall do with this 
dapple-grey fteed, which looks fo like a grey afi, and 
which that caitif, whom your worfhip overthrew, hat 
left behind here to fhift for iffelf ; for, to judge by his 
fcowering oflF fo haftily, and flying for it, he does not 
think of ever returning for him ; and, by my beard^ 
dapple is a fpecial one. It is not my cuflom, faid Don 
Quixote ^ to plunder thofe I overcome, nor is it the u- 
(agc of chivalry to take from them their horfes, and 
leave them on foot, unlefs the vidor hath lofl his own 
in the confUd ; for, in fuch a cafe, it is lawful to take 
that of the vanquifhed, as fairly won in battle. There- 
fore, Sanchoy leave this horfe or afs, or what you will 
have it to be ; for when his owner fees us gone a pret- 
ty way off, he will come again for himJ God knows 
whether it were beft for me to take him, replied San- 
tbo, or at kafl to truck mine for him, which methinks 
is not fo good : verily the laws of chivalry are very 
ftria, fince they do not extend to the fwapping one 
afs for another ; and I would fain know whether I 
might exchai^e furniture, if I had a mind. I am not 
very dear as to that point, anfwered Dan ^ixote; and 
in cafe of doubt, *tiH better information can be had, I 
fey you may truck, if you are in extreme want of them. 
80 extreme, replied SanSo, that I could not want them 
more, if they were for my own proper perfon : and 
fo faying, he proceeded with that licenfe to a change 
of caparifons, and made his own bead three parts m 
four the better * for his new furniture. This done, they

Their choler and hunger being thus allayed, they 
mounted/ andyWithout taking any determinate route (for 
knights-errant are peculiarly in their element, when out 
of the road) they put on whilherfoever Rozhante^s will 
led him, which drew after it that of his mailer, and alfo 
that of the afs, which followed in love and good fel« 
lowfhip, where-ever he led the way. Notwithftanding 
which, they foon came back again into the great road, 
which they followed at aventure, without any defig^ 
at all. 

As they thus fauntered on, Sancho faid to his 
matter : Sir, will your worfhip be pleafed to indulee 
me the liberty of a word or two ; for iince you impofed 
on me that harih command of £lence, fundry things 
have rotted in my bread, and I have one jufk now at 
my tongue^s end, that I would not for any thing &0ttld 
vinifcarry. Out with it, faid Den ^x*te, and be brief 
in thy difcourfe ; for hone that is long can be pleafing. 
I iky then. Sir, anfwered SancJhd, that, for fome days 
pail, I have been considering how little has been gained

jon there fail of meeting with fome body to put your

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farance x>( them. I tay nothing of my own, becaufe 
they muft not exceed the ^uirely limits ; though I dare

*yoa are not much out, Sancbo, anfwered Don ^ix§tt : 
but before It come« to that, it it neceflary for a knight- 
errant to wander about the world, feeking adventures^ 
by way of probation ; that by atchieving iome, he may 
acquire (kch £une and renown, that when he comes 
to the court of foo^e great monarch, he (hall be known 
br his works beforehand ; and fcarcely fball the boys 
&e him enter the gates df the city, but they (hall all 
follow and fMnroond hi^i, crymg aloud ; this is the 
jiniiii o/ihe/u$h or of theftrfint, or of any other de- 
Tice, under which he may have atchieved great exploits* 
This is he, will they iay, who overthrew the huge gi- 
ant BroceArutn of mighty ibrce, in finde combat; 
he who difenchanted the great MamiJuc9 (nPirfia from 
the long enchantment, vmich held him confined alrooft 
tune hundred years.r Thus, from hand to hand, they 
Ihall go on blazoning his deeds ; and prefently, at the 
IlufUe of the boy8,ai3 of the reft of the people, the kine 
of that country (hall appear at the windows of his ro^u 
palace ; and, as foon as he efpies the knight, knowmg 
him by his armour, or by the device on his (hield, he 
muft neceflanly fay ; ho, up. Sirs, go forth,, my 
knights, all th^ are at court, to receive the flower of 
chivalry, who is coming vonder : at whofe command 
they all go forth, and the king himfelf, defcendine half 
way 4iown the ilairs, ihall receive him with a dote em- 
brac^ (aluting and kifling him i and then, taking him 
by the band, mall conduS him to the apartment of the 
queen, who'e the knight ihall find her accompanied by 
her daughter the infanta, who is fo beautiful and ac- 
compliihed a damfel, that her eaual cannot eafily be 
found in any part ofthe known world. After this, it muft

immvdiately 
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immediately fall oat, that (he fixes her eyes on the 
knight, and he his eyes upon hers, and each (hall ap* 
pear to the other fomething rather divine than human ; 
and, without knowing how, or which way, they ihall 
be taken and entangled in the inextricable netof love^ 
and be in great perplexity of mind, through not know- 
ing how to converfe, and difcover their amorous an- 
gui(h to each other. From thence, without doubt, 
they will conduct him to fome quarter of the palace 
richly fumifhed, where> having taken oS his armour, 
diey will bring him a rich faucet mantle to put on ; 
and, if he looked well in armour, he muft needs make 
a much more graceful figure in ermine. The night be- 
ihg come, he (hall fup with the king, queen, and in- 
fanta, where he (hall never take his eyes off the prin- 
ce(s, viewing her by Health, and (he doing the fame by 
him with the (ame warinefs : for, as I have faid, (he is 
a very difcreet damfel. The tables being removed, 
Aere (hall enter, unexpeftedly, at the ^1-door, a 
little ill-favoured dwarf, followed by a beautiful matron 
between two giants, with the offer of a certain adven- 
ture, fo contnved by a moft antxent fage, that he, who 
ihall accomplKh it, (hall be efteemed the beft knight in 
the world. The king (hall immediately command all 
who are prefent to try it, and none (hall be able to fi- 
Bi(h it, but the (banger knight, to the great advantage 
of his fame ; at which the infanta will be highly de- 
liehted, and reckon herfelf overpaid for her having 
pkced her thoughts on fo exalted an objed. And the 
Deft of it is, that this kin^, or prince, or whal^er he 
be, is carrying on a bloody war with another monarch 
as powerful as himfelf ; and the ftranger knight, after 
having been a few days at his court, a&s leave to (erve 
his majefty in the aforefaid war. The king (hall rea- 
dily grant his requef^, and the knight (haH moft cour- 
teoufly kifs his royal hands for die ravour he does him. 
And that night he (hall take his leave of his lady the in- 
fanta at the iron rails of a garden, adjoining to her a- - 
partment, through which he had akeady converfed with 
her feveral times, by the mediation of a certain fe- 
male confidante, in whoa the infonta greatly trufted.

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He {igh3» fbe fwoons ; thi$ damfel runs for cold waters, 
he is very uneafy at the approach of the morning-light, 
and would by no means they ihould be difcoverd^^ for 
the fake of his lady*s honour. The infanta at length 
comes to herfelf, and gives her (howy hands to the knight 
tokifs through the rails» who kifies them a thoufand and 
a thoufand times over» and bedews them with his tears. 
They agree how to let one another know their sood or 
ill fortune ; and the princefs defires him to be abfent as 
little awhile as pofliUe ; which he promifes with many, 
oaths : he kiflb her hands again, and takes leave with

js for grief at his departure ; his heart is pierced, and he 
is very near giving manifeft indications of his paffion : 
the damfel confidante is all this while prefent, and ob- 
ferves what pafles ; ihe goes and tells it her lady, who 
receives the account with tears^ and tells her that her 
chief concern is, that (he does not know who her knight 
is, and whether he be of royal defcent, or not : the 
damfel aiTures her he b, £nce fo much courtefy, polite^ 
ne{s, a|id valour, as her knight is endowed with, can- 
not exift but in a royal and grave fubjeft. The afflided 
princefs is comforted hereby, and endeavours to com- 
pofe beriel^ that (he may not give her parents caufe to 
uifpe^l any thing amifs,' and two days after (he appears 
in public. The knight is now gone to the war ; he 
fights, and overcomes the king*s enemy -, takes -ma- 
ny towns ; wins fevecal battles ; returns to court ; fee) 
his lady at the ufual place of interview ; it is agreed he 
ihall demand her in marriage of her father, in recom* 
penie for his fervices : the king does not confent to 
give her to him, not knowing who he is. Notwith» 
Handing which, either by carrying her off, or by what- 
ever oUier means it is^ the inranta becomes his ipbufe *, 

and

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and her father comes to tike it for a piece of the great- > 
eft good-fortune, being afiiired that the knight \% fon to 
a valoroas king, of I kn6w not what kingdom, for I - 
believe it is not in the map. The father dies, the in- 
fanta inherits, and, intwo wordfi, die knight becomes^ 
a king. Here prefently comes in the rewarding bis (quire 
and 2X tbofe who affiled him in mounting to A> exalted 
a fhite. lie marries his fqaire to one oi the in&nta's 
maids of honour, who is doubtlefs the very confidame 
of this amour, and danghter to one of the chief dokes. 
This is what I would be at, and a clear flage, 
quoth Saucbo : this I fHck to ; for every titde of this 
muft happen precifely to your woHhip, being called ihg 
kni^t of tbi firronufmlfgure. Doubt it not, Sanch§^ 
rej^ed Don ^xou ; u>r by thefe veiy means, and 
thofe very fteps I have recounted, the knights>errant do 
rife and have rifen« to be kings and emperors. All that 
remains now to be done, is, to lode out and find what 
king of the Chriftians, or of the pagans, is at war, and 
has a beautiful daughter f : but there is time enough to 
chink of this ; for, as I have told yoo, we muft pro- 
cure renown elfewhere, before we repair to court. Be* 
fides, there is ftill another thing wanting ; for fuppo- 
fiog a king were found, who is at war, and has a hand- 
fome daughter, and that I have gotten incredible fame 
diroughout the whole univerfe, I do not fee how it can 
be made appear that I am of the lineage of kings, or 
even fecond couiin to an emperor : for the kine > will 
not give me his daughter to wife, till he is firft very 
well aflured that I amfucht though my renowned adlions 
ihottld deferve it ever fo wdl.

And Sancho Pan fa cfpying them, faid y This 
is a chain of gatley-flaves,' perfons forced by the king 
to the galleySi How f perfons forced, quoth Chn ^ix-

and relieve the miferable. Coniider, Sir, quoth Sancbo^ 
that jufUce, that is the king himfelf, does no violence 
nor injury to fuch perfons, but only pnnifliet theni for 
their crimes. By this the cham of ^Uey-flaves were 
come up, and Don ^ixote^ in moft courteous terms, 
defired of the guard that they would be pkafed to in- 
form and tell him the caufe or caufes why they condad-' 
ed thofe perfons in that manner.

How can it 
be finifh^ ? anfwered he, iince my life is not yet fi- 
niihed ? what is written, is from my cradle to the mo- 
ment of my being fent this laft time to the galleys. 
'Then belike you have been there before, faid Don 
'^ixote. Only JFour years, the other time, replied 
Gines ^ to ferve God and the king ; and I know alrea- 
dy the reliih of the bifcuit and buU^s-pizzle : nor does 
it grieve me much to go to them again, iince I Audi 
there have the opportunity of finifliing my book : for 
I have a great many things to fay, and in the galleys 
of Spain there is leifure more than enough, though I 
fhall not want much for what I have to write, becaufe 
I have it by heart. You feem to be a witty fellow, faid 
Don ^ixote. And an unfortunate one, anfwered Gr- 
nes ; but misfortunes always purfue the ingenious^ 
Purfue the villainous, faid the commiflary. 1 have at* 
ready deiired you, Signor commiflary, smfwered Paf- 
famonte^ to' go on fiiir and foftly ; for your fupcriors 
did not give you that ftaff to mifufe us poor wretches 
here, but to condud and carry us whither his majefty 

commands : now by the life of I fay no more ; 

but the fpots, which were contracted in the inn, may 
perhaps one day come out in the buck-wafliing ; and ' 
let every one hold his tongue, and live well, and fpeak 
better ; and let us march on, for this has held us long 
enough. The commiflary lifted up his ftaff, to fbike 
Fttffamonte^ in return for his threats : but Don Sluixoti 
interpofed, and defired he would not abufe him> fince 
It was but fair, that he, who had his hands fo tied up, 
(hould have his tongue a little at liberty. Then, 
turning about to the whole firing, he faid : From al) 
you have told me, deareft brethren, I clearly gather, 
that, though it be only to punifli you for your crimes, 
yoa do not much relifh the pains you are going to fuf- 
ter, and that you go to them much againft the grata 
and againft your good*liking : and perhaps the pufil- 
hminuty of him who was put to the torture, this man*8 
want of money, and the other*8 wmt of friends, and 

ID 
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in ihort the judgc*s wrefting of the law, may bave 
been the c^afe of your ruin, and that you did not 
come off, as in juilice you ought to have done. And 
I have fo ftrong a perluafion that this is the truth of 
the caie, that my mind prompts, and even forces me, 
to fbew in you the efFeft for which heaven threw me 
into the world, and ordained me to profefs the order 
of chivalry, which I do profefs, and the vow I made 
in it to fuccour the needy, and thofe opprefled by the 
mighty. But knowing that it is one part of prudence, 
not to do that by foul means, which may be done by 
£ur, I will entreat thefe gendemen, your guard, and 
the commiirary, that they wUl be pleaied to loofe you, 
and let you go in peace, there being people enough 
to fcrvc Ae king for better reafons : for it feems to me 
a hard cafe to make flaves of thofe, whom god and 
nature made fi-ee. Befides, gentlemen guards, added 
DoM ^I'xofe, thefe poor men have committed no of^ 
fence againftyou : let every one anfwer for hb ilns in the 
other world ; there is a god in heaven, who does not 
ne|;le6l to chaftife the wicked, nor to reward the good j 
neither is it fitting that honeft men (liould be the exe- 
cutioners of others, they having no interefl in the mat- 
ter. I requcft this of you in this calm and gentle 
manner, that I may have fome ground to thank you 
for your comj^iance : but if you do it not willingly, 
this launce and this fword, with the vigour of my arm, 
ihall compel you to do it. This is pleafant fooling, 
anfwered the commiflary ; an admirable conceit he has 
broke out with at the long run : he would have ui 
let the king*s prifoners go, as if we had authority to 
fet them free, or he to command us to do it. Go on 
your way, Signor, and adjuft that bafon on your noddle, 
and do not go feeling for three legs in a cat. You 
are a cat, and a rat, and a rafcal to boot, anfwered 
Dffm Quixote ; and (o with a word and a blow, he at* 
tacked him fo fnddenly, that, before he could fbmd 
opon his defence, he threw him to the ground, much 
wounded with a thruft of the laonce. And it happen* 
cd luckily for Dqh ^ixete^ that this was one xji the 
two who. carridd firelock. The reft of the guafdi 

went 
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y§/ttt adoniihecl and confounded at the finexpeded en* ' 
punter; but recovering themfelves, thofe on hoHe* 
t)ack drew their fw^ds, and thofe on foot laid hold on 
.their javelins^ and &!! upon Don ^ixote, who waited 
jfor them with much caUnnefs ; and^doubtlefe it had 
gone ill with hini» if the gaUey-flavesy perceiving thf 
pppoftunity^, which offered itfdf to them» of recover- 
ing their liberty, had not procured it» by breaking thf 
cbai!i» wi(h which they were linked together,. Tte 
Jhurry was fuch, that the guards, now endeavouring to 
prevent the (laves from getting lof^e, and now enga- 
ging with Ihn ^wit, who attacked them, did nothing 
fo. any purpofe. Sancko, for his part, affifted in loOr •/' 
ling of Oines de Paffim^ntf^ who was the hdt that leap-' 
^d free and difembsurafTed upon the plain ; -and fetting ^ 
Ixpon the &llen commiilary, he took away his fwozi \ 
and his gun, with which, levelling it, firft at one, s^i 
thenat another, without difcharging it, he cleared th^ \ 
£eld of all the guard, who fled no lefs from P^ff^'l 
pwniis gun, than from the fhower of ftones, which ^>i 
(laves, now at liberty, poured upon them. i ' 

SaMcba was much grieved at what had happen^) { 
for he ims^ned that the fugitives would give nodcfof 
ihe fa^ to the holy brotherhood, which, upon ring^ 
ing a bdU would f^dly out in queft of the delinqnenti^ 
^dfo he told his mailer, .and begged of Jumto.bj^^ 
gone from thence immediately, and take fhefteraih<S9||^^S 
the trees and rocks of the leighbouring mottnt»9l^.[ 
It is well, faid Dott ^xotei but I know what i$iu^< 
expedient to be done. Then having called dlthl.. 
(laves t(^ether, who were in a fright, and had ftr^ 
ped the commiflary to his buff, they gathered in a ti9&\ 
gbodt him, to know his pleafure ; when he thus ad^i 
drefTedthem. To be thankful for benefits receive4» il^j 
the px)per^ <^ perfonis well bom ; and one of the &«) ^^ 
at which, god is inoft oflTended, is ingratitude. ThU.J 
fcy» gentlemen, becaufe you have already founds f 
jbame^ experience, the benefit you have neceiyed 
my hands ; in recompente whereof my will and pie 
fiire 18, that» loadoi with thi^ chain, which I have 
takra off.from your ni^cks,. yon i(M<di«t«lx fet out^ 
' . and 
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and f o to the Chy of Tbbofi^ and there prefent your- 
ielTes bcf<Mre the lady Dulcima tiil Tok^Jb, and teO 
her, that hfr Mjifft of tht firrruaful figurt fends yott 
txtprefent bis fervice to her ; and recount to her every 
tittle and circumftance of this memorable adventure to 
die point of fetting you at your wifhed-for liberty : 
this done, you may go in god's name, whither yott 
M. Gints d€ PuJamoHtt anfwered for them alU and 
£ud s What your worihip commands as, noble Sir» 
and our deliverer, is of all impoffibilities the moft im* 
poflible to be complipdjMfith : for we dare not be feea 
together on the road, but muft go feparate and alone^ 
e^h man by himfelf, and endeavour to hide ourfelves 
in the very powels of the earth from the holy brother- 
hood, who, doubtlefs, will be out in queft of us. What 
your woHhip n^ay, and ought to do, is, to change this 
fimrice and duty * to the" lady Dutcima dtl Toif^o into 
a certam number of A*u€ Maries and Crtdos, which we 
mil fay for the fucc^s of your defign ; and this it 
what we may do by day or by night, flying or repo- 
fing, in peace or in war: but to think that we will now 
return to the brick-kilns of Egjpt, I fay, to take our 
chains, and put ourfelves on to tlie way to Tobtfo, is to 
think it is now night abready, whereas it is not yet ten 
a-dock in the morning ; and to exped this from us, 
is to expedl pears from an elm-tree. I vow then^ 
quoth Don ^ixoit^ alrea^ enraged, Don fon of a 
whore, Don Ginefilh d€ fafafilla^ or however yoa 
call yourfelf, you alone fhall go with your tail be- 
tween your legs, and the whole chain upon your back. 
Pajfamonte, who was not over paffive, and had already 
perceiv^l that Don ^xote was not wHer than hefhonld 
be, iince he committed fuch an extravagance as the 
fetting them at liberty, ieeing himfelf treated in this 
manner, winked upon his comrades ; and they all, 
ftepping afide, began to rain fuch a fhower of ftones 
upon Son ^ixoa, that he could not contrive to co- 
yer himfelf with his buckler; and poor Rnunanti 
aitadeno more of the fpur than if he had been made

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of brafs. Sancbo got behind his afs, and thereby let- 
tered himfelf from the ftorm and hail that pouied up- 
on them both. Djh ^ixote could not icreen hira^ 
fclf fo well, but that he received I loiow not how ma- 
ny thumps on the body with fuch force, that they 
. brought him ta the ground ; and fcarce was he fallen, 
when the fludent fet upon him, and, taking the bafon 
from off his head, gave him three or four blows with 
k on the (houlders, and then ftruck it as often againfl 
the ground, whereby he almoft broke it to pieces^ 
They ftripped' him of a jacket he wore over his ar- 
mour, and would have ftrippe<Miim of his trowzers toor 
if the greaves had not hindered them» They took from 
Sancho his cloak, leaving him in his doublet * ; and 
fharing among themfelves the fpoils of the battle, they 
made the beft of their way off, each a feveral way^ 
with more care how to efcape die holy brotherhood 
they were in fear of, than to load themfelves with the 
chain, and to go and preient themselves before the lady 
DuUinea del fohofo. The afs and Rq/Khtartti^ Sancb9 
and D$n I^txcte, remained by themfelves.; the ais 
hanging his head and peniive, and now and then fhak-r^ 
ing his ears, thinking that the dorm of ftones was not 
yet over, but flill whizzing about his head ; Ro%inanit 
ibetched along clofe by his mafteri he aUb being 
tcnocked down with another done ; Sancbo in his doub^ 
kt, and afraid of the holy brotherhood ; and Dom 
fixate vtty much out of humour, to find himfelf fo 
in treated by thofe very perfons to whom he had done 
fo much good^

Of wbitt befel ib* renowned Don Quixote in tbe^fybU 
mountain^ being ine of ibe moft curious and uneommom 
mdventwes of mnf reimtul in tbi$ faitbful bifiory* 

DO N ^xotf^ finding bimfelf fo ill treated, (aid 
to his fquire ; Santho^ I have always heard it 
(aid, tb?t to do good to low fellows is to dirow water 
into the fea. Had I believed what yoa faid to me, I 
might have prevaited this^ trouble ; but it is done, I 
muft have patience, and take warning, from hencef(^« 
wurd. Your worHiip will as oERich take warning, anfwer- 
ed Ssttcbo, as I am a Turi ; but £nce you fay, that if yoa 
had believed me, you had avoided this mifchief, be- 
lieve me now, and you will avoid a grjeater ; for, 1^ 
me tell you, ih&re is no putting off the holy brother- 
hood with chivalries : they do not care two farthings 
for all the knightsrerrant in the world ; and know Chat 
I Boicy I alre^y hear their arrows *, whizzing abo^t 
my ears. You are naturally a coward, Sambo^ b^ 
Don ^ixote: but that you may not fay I am obftinat^ 
and that I never do whstt yoo advife, I will (ox once 
take your counfel, and get out of the reach of that 
fury you fear fo much ^ but upon this ohe condition* 
thkt, neither living nor dying, you ihall ever tell an^ 
body, that I retired, and withdrew myfelf from this 
peri], out of fear, but that I did it out of mere com- 
pliance with your intreaties : for if ^ou fay otherwif^ 
you will lye in fo doing ; and from this time to tha^ 
and from that time to 4hi5, I tell you, yon^ lye, an4 
will lye, tycry time you fay or think it : and reply no 
more ; for the bare thought of withdrawing and re- 
treating from any danger, and efpedally from this, 
which feems to carry feme or no appearance of fear 
with it, makes me, that I now ftand prepared to abide 
here, and expedl alone, not oidy that holy brother- 
hood you talk of and fear, but the brothers of the 
twelve tribes of I/rael, and the (even Mmceaiees, and

therhoods that are in th^ w«HrM. SSr, anfwered Santh,

' when the danger over-balancaK the hope : arid it is tlie 
^partof wife men to fecnre thexnfelres to*day for to mor- 
row^ and not to venture all upon one thrown And ktiow, 
, though I am but a clown and a peaTant, I have yet 
f&iac fmattering of what is called good condu^ : there* 
fore repent not of having taken my advice, bat get 
upon Roviindnte if you can, and if not,- I will t&SL 
you ; and follow me ; for my noddle tells me, that 
-for the prefent we have more need of h^ds than hands. 
'Den ^ixoie mounted, without replying a word more; 
ind^ Sancho leading the wav upon his ais, they enter- 
^.on one iide of the fable mountain^, whick was 
hard- by, it being Sancho*% intention topafsjiuite acrofs 
it, and tb get out at Vijb^ or at Almodovar ilel Camfo^ 
and tb hide themfelves, for fbme davs, amiongthofe 
'-craggy rocks, that th«y might- not be found, if the 
- holy brotherhood ihould come in queft of them . He 
^was encouraged to this- by feeing that the provifioAs 
^carried by his afs f Imd escaped fafe ^m the fkirmKh 
<with the galley, (laves, which lie looked upon as a mi- 
racle, considering what the Haves took awsiy, and how 
^narrowly tliey fearched. 

That night they got into the heart of the faUe moon- 
taih, where Sancho thought it convenient to pafs that 
Btgbt, and alfo fome days, at leaft as long as the provi- 
"fions he had with him lafted : fo they took up their lodg- 
ing between two great^rocks-, and amidft abundance of 
«ork-trees. But deftiny, which, according to the opinion 
of thofe who have not the light of the true faith, 
guides, fafhions, and difpbfes all things its own way, fo

Ordered 
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ordered it, that Gines de Paffam^N, the fkinoas cheat 
and jrobber, whoa the vsSoar and madneft of Dit 
Siutx^u had deliyered from the chain, btmg juftl^ 
■afraid of the iioly brotherhood, took it into his head 
to hide himfelf in thoTe very mountains ; and his for- 
tune and his fear c^ed him to the fame place where 
/>/»« Sluixote^i and Sancbo F4i«f«*s had carried thqn^ 
joft at the time he could diftingoifli who they were» 
and at the infiant they were fallen afleep. And as the 
.wkked are always ungrateful, and neceflity puts peo« 
ple^pon applying to fhifb, and the prefent convM- 
<cncy overcomes &e cooMeratioD of the future, Gina^ 
who had neither gratitude nor good-nature, bethou^ 
jHOifeif <^ ftealing Sancho Panja\ afs, making no ac- 
coviiit of Ra%i«anu* as a thing neither pawimble nor 
iaieable. Samcko Panfa flept ; the varlet ftole hit all j 
«i4 before it was day» he was too far ofiT to be found. 
* jiurora ilTued forth rejoicing the earth, and fitdden* 
iog Sancif Pan^a^ who voiSkd, his Dappkf and findij^ 
^inifi^ deprived of him, beean the diolefulleft lamen- 
-tation in die world ; nd to loud it was, that Dm 
^^Mixme awakened at his cries» and heard him (ay 1 <> 
•dear child of my bowels, bom in my own houie, the 
joy of my chikireh, the entertainment of my wift, 
-the envy of my neighbours, the relief of my burdeni^ 
«nd, laftly, the half of my maintenance I for wich fix 
and tweoity M^ra^gdh he earn*^ every day> I hatf 
€iKpp6nci my family. Don ^uixoti, hearing the la- 
-mentation, and learning the cauie« comforted Saneho 
M^ith the beft j:fi»rons he could ^ and defired him to have 
.patience, promiiin^ to give him a bill of exchange 
^r three young afies out of five he had left at home. 
Sancbo was comforted herewith, wiped away his tears, 
moderated' his fighs, and thanked his matter for the 
kindnefs he (hewed him. Don ^ixoti^ heart leaped 
for joy at entring into the mountains, futh kind of 
places Teeming to him the moft likely to fumi(h him 
with thofe aoyentures he was in queft of They re- 
called to his memory the marveOous events, which 
had befallen knights-errant in fuch folitudes and defarts. 
He went on memtating on thefe things, and fo wrap- 
ped 
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ped and transported in them^ that he remembered no- 
thing elfe. Nor had Sancbo any other concern .(nov 
that he thoug^ he was out of danger) than to appeal 
his hunger with what remained of the clerical fpoils^ 
and thus, fitting fideling, as women do, upon his bead*, 
he jogged after his mafter, emptying the bag, and 
fiuffing his paunch : and« while he was thus em|^oyed, 
he would not have given a £urthing to have met with 
any new adventure whatever. Being thus bufied, he 
lift^ up his eyes, and faw his mafter had topped, and 
was endeavouring, with the point of his laonce to 
.raife up feme heavy bundle that lay up<m the ground i 
rwherefore he nude hafte to affift him,, if need w^e, 
and came up to him jufl as he had turned over widi 
^his Igunce a faddle cufhion, and a portmanteau fafteni- 
•ed to it, half, or rather quite, rottoi and torn ; but 
fo heavy, that Sancho was forced to alight and help to 
take it up ; and his mailer ordered him to fee what 
wa^ in it. Bancbo very readily obeyed ;. and, though 
the portmanteau was iecured with its chain and pad- 
lock, you might fee through the breaches what it coil- 
.tailed ; which was, four fike hoUaid ihirts, and other 
UQen» no leis curious than clean ; and, in an hand-^ 
kerchief, he found a good heap of gold crowns ; and,, 
as foon as he efpied them^^ he cried ; Blefled be hea<- 
ven, which has prefented us with one beneficial adveni- 
ture f . And, feaEfiung further, Jie found a litde 
pocket-book, rich^ bound. Don ^ixote defircd to 
have it, and bid. him take the money and keep it for 
himfalf. Sancbo kified his hands for the £avour i and, 
emptying the portmanteau of the linen, he put it in 
the provender- bag. All which Don ^ixote perceivings 
faid ; I am of opinion, Sancbo^ (nor can it poffibly be 
otherwife) that fome traveller muft have loH his way 
in thefe mountains, and have fallen into the hands of

robbers,. 
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robbersy who have killed him, and brought him to 
^this remote and fecret part to bury him. ft cannot be 
lb, anfwered Sancho; for, had they been robbers, 
they would not have left this money here. You fay 
light, iaid Dn ^ixotgy and I cannot guefs, nor think, 
what it fhould be : but flay, let us lee whether this 
pocket-book has any thing written in it, whereby we 
may trace and difcover what we want to know. He 
opened it, and the firft thing he found was a kind of 
rough draught, but very legible, t)f a fonnet which he 
xead aloud, that Sancbo might hear it, to this purpofe. 

Or lo've doth nothing knoiv^ or cruel if. 
Or my affiiStion equals not the caufe 
^hat doth condemn me to fe'vereji pains^ 
But if love he a god^ fwe mufi fufpofe 
His kno'wledge houndlefs, nor can cruelty 
With reafon he imputed to a god, 
' Whence then the grief ^ the cruel pains, i feel? 
Chloe, art thou the caufe ? impojjibie ! 
Such ill can ne*er fuhfift ivith fo much good ; 
Nor does high heaven's behefi ordain my fall. 
J foon Jhall die ; my fate's inevitahle : 
For twhere nue knono not the difeafe^s caufe, 
A miracle alone can bit the cure. 

From this parcel of verfes, qu^bth Sancho, nothing 
can be colleded, unlefs by the due here given you can' 
come at the whole bottom. What clue is here ? faid 
Don ^ixote. I thought, faid Sancho, your worihip, 
tiamed a clue. No, I faid Cblo'e, anfwered Don ^ixote; 
and doubtkfs that is the name of the lady whom the 
author of this fonnet complains of; and, in faith, either 
he ♦ is a tolerable poet, or I know but little of the 
art. Why then, iaid Sancho, your worihip, belike, 
underflands rhyming. Yes, and better than you think, 
anfwered Don ^iscotei and you fhall fee I do, when 
you carry a letter to my lady Dulcinta del Tobofo, 
written in verfe' from top to bottom : for kao w> Sancho,

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that all or moft of the knights-errant of times pad 
were great poets, and great muficians, thefc two ac- 
•complifhments, or rather graces, being annexed to 
Lovers-errant. . True it is, that the couplets of former 
knights have more of pafBon than elegance in them., 
Pray, Sir, read on ^rther, faid Sancho : perhaps you 
tnay find fomething to fatisfy us. Don fixate turned 
over the leaf, and faid ; This is in profe, and feems to* 
be a letter. A letter of bufineis. Sir ? demanded Sancho* 
By the beginning, it feems rather one of love, anfwer- 
ed Don ^xoti. Then pray. Sir, read it aloud, faid. 
Sancho ; lor I miehtily relifii thefe love- matters. With 
all my heart, (sddDam ^ixote, and reading alood^ as 
Sancifo defired, he found it to this tStOi. 

Tour fromifii and my certain hard fate^ hmrry me 
to a flace^ Jrom luhence you njoill fooner hear the nenus 
of my deathy than the caufe of my complaint. Ton hmve 
undone wf, ungrateful maid, for the fahe of one n»ho 
has larger poffejjionsy hut not more merits than I. Were 
virtue a trtafure noiv in ejieem, 1 Jhould ha*ve had nu 
reafon to envy any man*s ^oodfortune^ nor to henjoail my 
enjon nvretchedue/s : nvhatyour beauty huilt upy your he^ 
haviour has throtun do<uon ; by that I took you for an 
mngeU and by this I find you are a nuoman. Farewell O 
muthorefs of my difauiet ; and may heavin grants that 
your hi/band's perfidy may ne*ver eome to your' hsowledgey 
to, make you repent of nvhat you have done, and afford 
me that revenge nuhicb I do not defire. 

The letter being read, faid Don Quixote ; vire can 
gather little more from this, than from the veriesi 
only that he who wrote it is fome flighted lover. And, 
turning over moft of the book, he found other vcrfcs 
and letters, fome of which were legible, and fome not; 
but the purport of them all was, complaints, lamen- 
tations, fuipicions, defires, diilikings, favours, and 
fliehtSy f6me extolled with rapture, and odiers as monni' 
fuily deplored. While Don Quixote was, examining, 
&e bool^ Sancho examined the portmanteau, without 
leaving a comer m it, or in the faddle-cofhioiiy which 

he 
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lie did not fearch, fcnitiiuze, and look into ; norfeanit. 
which he did not rip ; nor lock of wool, which h« 
did not carefully pick, that nothing might be lofl 
for want of <£iljgence, or through carele(h«s ; fuch a 
greedinefs the finding the gold crowns, which were 
more than a hundred, had excited in him. And though 
he found no more of them, he thought himfelf not 
ill paid for the tofiing^ in the blanket, the vomitings 
of the baUam, the benedidtions of the pack-fiaves, the 
cd& of the carrier, the forgetting the wallet, and the 
hA of his cloak; together with 2U the hunger, thirft, 
and weanneis he had undergone in hit good maAer*s 
fervice. 

- The knhbi 9f tbi farrmnful Jigur§ was extremely 
defiroos to know who was the owner of the portman- 
teaa, cosjeduring, by the fonnet and the letter, by the 
money in gdd*, and by the finenefs of the fhirts, that 
It moft donbtlefs beloxur to fome lover of condition^ 
whom the flights and ifi-treatment of his miifareis had 
reduced to terms of defpair. But, there beine no one 
in that uninhabitable and cn^gy place to give him aav 
iaforination, he thought of nothing but going forward, 
which way foever Romnante pleafed, and that was, 
wherever he found the way eafieft ; Itill pofTefled with . 
the imagination that he ccAild not fail of meeting with 
fame ftiange adventure among thofe briars and rocks. 

As he thus w^t on mufin^ he efpied on the top of 
a fmall rifing, juft before lum, a man flipping ifrom 
cnu; to crag, ai^d from tuft to tuft, with extraordinary 
aginty. iSt feemed to be naked, his beard black and 
bufliy, his hair long and tangled, his legs and feet bare : 
on his thighs he wore a pair of breeches of fad-colour- 
ed velvet, but fo ragged, that his fkin appeared through 
feveral parts. His head was likewife bare ; and, tho4igh^ 
Jie paffed with the fwiftneis already mentioned, ' the 
bn^bi •/ tbi firfowful figure faw and obfenred all 
^thefe particulars : but, though he ^deavoured to fol- 
low him, he could not ; for Roztnant^s feeblenefs had 
not the gift of making way through thofe craggy 

* Gold was not currsQt io tho6 days among the cofflinon people 
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places; and befides he Was naturally ilow-footed and 
flegmatic. Don ^ixote nnmedktely fancied this mud 
be the owner of the faddle-cufhion and portmanteaa, 
and refolved to go in fcarch of him, though he were 
fure to wander a whole year among thofe mountains, 
before he fhould find him : wherefore he commanded 
Uancho to cat fliort over one fide of the mountain, 
while he coafted oa the other, in hopes, that by this 
diligence they might light on the man, who had fo 
fuddenly vanifhed out of their fight. I cannot do it, 
anfwercd Sancbo; fox the moment I bffer to ftir ftom 
your worfhip, fear is upon. me, aflauldng me with a 
thoufand kinds of terrors and apparitions : and let this 
ferve to' adverdfe you, that, from henceforward, I 
have not the power to ftir a finger's breadth from your 
prefence; Be it fo, faid he of the fortowful figm^^ 
and I am very well pleafcd that yo^ rely upon my cou- 
rage, which fhall never be wanting to you, though - 
your very foul in your body (hould fail you : and now 
follow me ftep by ftep, or as you can, and sdake 
fpying-glaffes of your eyes ; we will go round this 
craggy hill, and perhaps we may meet with the man 
wc faw, who doubtlefs is the owner of our portman- 
teau. To which Sanch replied ; it would be much 
more prudent not to look after him ; for, if we fhould 
. £nd him, and he perchance proves to be the owner of 
the mon^, it is plain I muft refund it : and therefore 
it would be better, without this unnecefiary diligence, 
to keep pofTeflion of it, Sona fiit^ 'till, by fomc way 
lefs curious and officious, its true owner fhall be fopndi 
and perhaps that may be at a time when I fhall havefpent 
it all, and then I am free by law. You deceive your- 
ielf in this, Sancbo^ anfwered Doh ^ixote ; for, fince 
we have a fufpicion who is the right owner, we are 
oblieed to feek him, and return it : and if we fhould 
not look for him, the vehement fufpicion we have that 
this may be he, makes us already as guilty as if he 
really were. So that, friend ^anch^ you fhould be ia 
no pain at fearching aftiec him, confidering the unea- 
£nefs I fhall be freed from in finding him. Then he 
|>ricked Rminantg on, and Sancbo followed at the ufual 

rate: 
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rate : and kiving gone round part of the moantalnt 
they foond a dead mole lyuig in a brook, (addled and 
bridled, and half devoured by dog^ and crows. All 
which confirmed them the more in the fufpicion that he, 
who fled from them, was owner of themule and of the 
bundle. 

While they flood lookbg at the mule, they heard 
a whiftle like that of a mepherd tending his flock ; 
and prefently on their left hand, appeared a good 
number of goats, and behind them, on the top of the 
mountain, the goatherd that kept them, who was an 
old man. Don Quixote called aloud to him, and 
defired him to come down to them. He anfwered 
as loudly, and demanded, who had brought them to 
that deiblate place, fddom or never trodden, unlefs 
b^ the feet of goats, wolves, or other wild beafls, 
which frequented thofe mountains ? Sancho replied, 
if he would come down, they^ would iatisfy his curio • 
£ty in every thing. The goatherd dcfcended, and, 
coming to the place where Don fixate was, he iaid : 
I will lay a wager you are viewing the hackaey-mule, 
which lies 4ead.in this bottom : in good fiaitl^ it has 
Iain there thefe fix months already. Pray, tell me, 
have yon lighted on his mailer hereabouts ? We have 
lighted on nothing, anfwered Don ^ixou, but a fad- 
dje-cufhion and a finall port-manteau, which we found 
not far from hence. I found it too, anfwered the goat- 
herd, but would by no means take it up, nor come 
near it, fpr fear of feme mifchicf, and left I fhould 
be chai^ged with having flolen it ; for the devil is fub- 
tie, and lays ftumbling-blocks and occafions of falling 
in our way, without our knowing how or how not. 
J fay fo too, anfwered Sancho : for I alfo found it, 
and would not go within a ilone's-throw of it : there 
I left it, and there it lies as it was, for me ; for I will 
not have a,dog with a belL Tell me, honeft man, faid 
Don fixate ^ do you know who is the owner of thefe 
goods ? What J know, faid the goatherd, is, 
that fix months ago, more or lefs, there arrived 
at the huts of certain ihepherds, about three leagues 
from this place, ja genteel and copnely youth, mounted

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on this very male, wiiich lies dead here, and with the 
fame faddle-cuihion and portmanteau^you fay you found 
and touched not. He enquired of us, which part of 
this hill was the moft craggy, and leaft acceflible.- 
We told him, ir was this where we now are : and fo 
it is, truly ; for if you were to go on about half a 
league farther, perhaps you would not eafily find the 
way out : and I admire how you coul(^get even hi- 
ther, fince there is no road nor path that leads to thi» 
pkce. The youth then, I lay, hearing our anfwer, 
turned about his mule, and made toward the place we 
fliewed him, leaving us dl pl^ed with his goodly 
appearance, and in admiration at his queftion, and 
the haile he made to reach the mountain : and, fh>m 
that time, we faw him not again, 'till fome days after 
he ifTued out upon one of our fhepherds, and without 
Ikying a word, came up to him, and gave him feve- 
ral cuffs and kicks, and immediately went to our 
fumpter-afs, which he plundered of all th^ bread and 
cheefe flie carried ; and, this done, he fied again to 
the rocks with wonderful fwiftnefs. Some of us goat- 
herds, knowing this, went almoft two days in queft 
<^ him, through the mofl intricate part of this craggy 
hiH ; and at lail we found him lying in the hollow of 
a large cork tree. He came out to us with much gei^ 
tlenefs, his garment torn, and his face fo disfigured 
and fcorched by the fun, that we fhould fcarcely 
have known him, but that his doaths, ragged as they 
were, with the defcription given us of them, afiured 
us he was the peribn we were in iearch after. He fa- 
luted us courteoufly, and in few but complaifant terms, 
bid us not wonder to fee him in that copditicHi, ta 
which he was neceilltated in (H'der to perform a certain 
penance enjoined him for his manifold fins. We en- 
treated him to tell us who he was, but we could get 
no more out of him. We defired him likewife, that, 
when he flood in need of food, without which he 
could not fubiift, he would let us know where we 
might find him, and we would very freely and willing- 
ly bring him fome ; and, if this was not to his liking, 
that, at leaftf he woidd come out and aik for it, and 

not 
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not take !t away from the fhepherds by force. He * . 
thanked us for our offers, begged pardon for the vio- 
lences paifediv and promifed from thenceforth to afk it 
for god's fake, without giving difturbance to any body. 
As to the place of his abode, he faid^ he had no other 
than what chance prefented to him, wherever the 
night overtook him ; and he ended his difcourfe with 
fach melting tears, that we, who heard him, mult 
have been very ftones not to h^ve borne him compa- 
ny in them, considering what he was the firft time wef ' 
&W him, and what we faw him now to be : for, as 
I before faid, he was a very comely and graceful 
youth, and by his courteous behaviour and civil dif-^ 
courfe, fhewed himfelf to be well-born, and a court- 
like perfon : for, though we, who. heard him, were 
country-people, his genteel carriage was fufficient to 
difcover itfefr even to rufticity.' In the height of hia 
diicotirie he ftopped fhort, and flood filent, nailing his 
eyes to the ground for a confiderable time, whilfl we 
all ftood fHll in fufpence, waiting to fee what that fit 
of diftraftion would end in, with no fmall compafTion 
at the fight : for by hia demeanour, his flaring, and 
fixing his eyes unmoved for a long while on the ground, 
and then fhutting them again 'r by his biting his lips, 
and arching his brows ; we eafily judged that fome fit 
of madnefs was come upon him : and he quickly con- 
finned us in our fufpicions ; for he ftarted up, with 
great fery, from the ground, on which he had juft be- 
fore thrown himieif, and fell upon the firfl that ftood 
n«rt him with fuch refolution and rage, that, if we had 
not taken him off, he would have bit and cuffed him 
to death. And all this while he cried out ; Ah traitor 
Fernando / here, here you fhall pay for the wrong yoil 
havfe done me 5 thefe hands fhall tear out that heart, 
in which all kinds of wickednefs, and efpecially deceit 
and treachery, do lurk and are harboured : and to thefe 
he added other exprefTions, all tending to revile the 
laid Fernando, and charging him with falfhood and 
treachery. We difengaged him from our companioA 
at laft, with no fmall difficulty ; and he, without faying 
a wordi 4^t 11s, and running away plunged amidfl the 
C t thickeft 
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tkickeft of the buflies and briars 5 fo that we could not 
poffibly follow him. By thk we guef8> that hismad- 
oefs returns by fits, and that fome perfon* whofe name 
U Fir Man Jo, muft have done him fome injury of as 
grievous a nature, as the condition, to which it has 
reduced him, fu$ciently declares. And this has been 
often confirmed to us, fince that time, by his ifTuing out 
one while to beg of the fhepherds Dart of what they 
had to «at, and at other times to take it from them by 
£)rce: for, when the mad fit is upon him, tho' the 
.{hepberds freely offer it him, he will not take it with- 
out <»>ming to blows for it; but, when he is in his 
ienfes, he aiks it for god*s fake, with xonrtefy and ci- 
vility, and is very thSikful for it, not without fliedding 
tears. And truly, gendemen, I muft tell you, purfued 
the goatherd, that yeAerday I, and four young fwains, 
two of them my fervants, and two my friends, rcfolv- 
ed to go in fearch of him, and, having found him^ ei- 
ther by force, or by fkir means, to cany him to the 
town of Alwtodovar^ which is.jpight leagues off, and 
there to get himxured. if his diftemper be curable.; 
or at leail inform ourfelves who he is, when be is in 
his fenfes, and whether he has any relations, to whom 
we may give notice of his misfortune. This, gentle- 
men, is all I can tell you in anfwer to your enquiry, by 
which you may underHand, that the owner of the goods 
you found is the fame« whom you (aw pafs by you fo 
fwiftly and fo nakedly : for Don ^ixote had already 
told him, how he lud feen that man pafs ikipping 
over the craggy rocks, Don fixate was in admiration 
at what he heard from the goathc^rd ; and, having jiow 
a greater defire to learn who the unfortunate madman 
9i2s, he refolved, as he had before purpofed, to ftck 
him all over the mountain, without leaving a corner or 
<ave in it unfearched, ^till he fhould find him. But for- 
tune managed better for him than he thought or ex* 
jpefted : for in that very infbmt the youth they fought 
,9ippeared from between fome clefts of a rock, coming 
toward the place where they flood, and muttering to 
himfelf fomething, which could not be under^bod^ 
tjiough one were near him, much lefs at a diflancje.

His drcfs was fuch as has been drfcribed : but, as he 
drew near, Don ^ixote perceived, that a bufF doublet 
Ke had on, though torn to pieces, ftill retained the per- 
fume of ambergreece ; whence he pofitively conclud- 
ed, that the penon, who wore fuch apparel, could not 
be of the loweft quality. When the youth came up to 
them, he ialuted them with an harfh unmulical accent, 
but with much civility. Don fixate returned him the 
ialate with no leis complaifance, and alighting from 
MoKtnante^ with a genteel air and addrefs, advanced to 
embrace him, and held him a good fpace very clofe 
between his arms, as if he had been acquainted with 
him a long time. The other, whom we may call the 
Tagged knight of the far ry figure (as Don ^ixote of the 
Jorrowful) after he had fuffcred himfelf to be em- 
braced,, drew back a little, and laying both his hands 
on Don ^ixote^s ihoulders, flood -beholding him, as .if 
to fee whether he knew him ; in no lefs admiration, 
perhaps, at the figure, mien, and armour of Don Siuix^ 
cte, than Don ^ixote was at the fight of him. lo 
ihort, the firft, whafpoke after the embracing, was the 
ra^e/Hnight, and h» faid what Ihall be tpld in the ne^ 
chapter. 

CHA^P. X. 
A eontinuatton of thi adventur§ of thefahle mountain! 

THE hiibry relates, that great was the attentioii 
wherewith Don ^ixote liftened to the raggid 
Jhight of the mountain, who began his difcourfe thus : 
AfTuredly, Signor, whoever you are (for I do not know 
you) I am obliged to you for your expreffions of dvility* 
to me J and I wi(h it were in my power to fcrve you 
with more than my bare good-will, for the kind recep- 
tion yon have given me : bat my fortune allows me 
nothing but good wiihes to return you, for your kind 
intentions towards me. Mine, anfwerpd Don ^ixote, 
are to ferve yoa, infomuch that I determined not to quit 
thefe mountains 'till I had found you, and learned from 
ypar own month, whether the affliAion, which, by your 
C 3 leading 
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leading this ftrange life, feems to poflefs you» may id- 
mit of any remedy, and, if need were, to ufe all pof- 
fible diligence to compais fuch a remedy ; and though 
your misfortune were of that fort; which keep the door 
locked againft all kind of comfort, I intended to 
ailid you in bewailing and bemoaning it the beft I 
could ; for it is fome relief in misfortunes to find thofe 
•who pity them. And if you think my intention dcferves 
to be taken kindly, and with any degree of acknowledg- 
ment, Ibefeech you. Sir, by the abundance of civility I 
fee you are pofieiTed of, I conjure you alfo by whatever 
in this life you have loved or do love moil, to tell me 
who you are, ^d what has brought you hitherto live 
.and die, like ^ brute beaft, amicUl thefe folitudes; as 
you feem to intend, by frequenting them in a manner 
fo unbecoming of yourielf, if I may judge by your 
perfon, and what remains of your attire. And I fwear, 
added Don ^ixpu, by the order of knighthood I have 
received, though unworthy and a finner, and by the 
profeflion of a knight-errant, if you gratify me in this, 
to ferve you to the utmoft of what my profeffion obliges 
roe to, either in remedying your misfortune, if a rcmc* 
dy may be found, or in amfting you to bewail it, as I 
have already promifed. The kni^bi of the 'wotdy hear- 
ing him o{ the forronjofulfi^rtt^ in this manner, did 
nothing but view him and review him, and view him 
.again from head to foot ; and when he had furveyed 
him thoroughly, he faid to him ; If you have any thing 
to give me to eat, give it me, fcur god's fake, and, 
when I have eaten, I will do all you command me, in 
requital for the good wifhes you have expreifed toward 
me. Sanchg inmiediately drew out of his wallet, and 
the goatherd out of his fcrip, fome meat, wherewith 
. the ragged knight fatisfied his hunger, eating what they 
gave him, like a diihadled perfon, fo faft, that he took 
no time between one mouthful and another ; for he ra- 
. ther devoured than eat : and, ^hile he was eating, nei- 
ther he nor the by-ftanders fpoke a word. When he had 
done, he made figns to them to follow him, which they 
did'; and he led them to a little green meadow not 
iaroiF, at.the turning of a rock» a lutle out of the way.

.Where being arrived, he ftretched himfcif along upon 
the grafsy and the refl did the fame : and all this with- 
out a word fpoken, tilltht ragged km'sibt, having fettled 
himfelf in his place, faid ; ff you defire, gentlemen, 
that I {bould tell you, in few words, the immeniity of 
my misfortunes, you muft promife me not to interrupt, 
by aiking queftions, or otherwife, the thread of my 
doleful hiftory ; for, in the inftant you do fo, I fhall 
break off, and tell no more. Thefe words brought to 
Don fixate* s memory the tale his fquire had told him, 
which, by his mill^king the number of the- goats that 
had paiTed the river » remained Hill unfinifhed. But, to 
xeturn to xmr .ragged knight, he went on, faying ; I give 
this caudon, becaufe I would pafs briefly over the ac- 
count of my misfortunes ; for the bringing them back to 
my ren>embrance ferves only to add new ones : and 
though the fewer queilions I am afked, the fooner I 
fhall have finifhed my ftory, yet will I not omit any ma- 
terial circumftance, defigning entirely to fatisfy your 
defire, . Don ^ixote promifed, in the name of'^all the 
reft, it (hould be fo ; and, upon this aflfurance, he be- 
gan in the following manner. 

My name is Cardinio ; the place of my birth one of 
the befl cities of all Andalu%ia ; my family noble ; my 
pi^ents rich ; my wretchednefs fo great, that my pa- 
I'ents muft have lamented it. and my relations felt it^ 
without being able to remedy it by all their wealth ; 
for the goods of fortune feldom avail any thing towards 
the relief of misfortunes fent from heaven. In this coun* 
try there lived a heaven, wherein love had placed all 
the glory I could wifh for. Such is the beauty of Im» 

. cinda^ a damfel of as good a family and as rich as my- 
felf, but of more good fortune, and lefscondancy, than 
were due to my honourable intentions. This Lucinda 
I loved, courted, and adored from my childhood and 
tender years ; and ihe, on her part, loved me with that 
innocent affection, proper to her age. Our parents 

. were not unacquainted with our inclinations, and were 
not difpleafed at them ; forefeeing, that if they went 
on.they could end in nothing but our marriage : a thing 
pointed oat« as it w^c^ by the equa^ty of our birth and 
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circumftances. Our love increafed with our years, m-- 
fomuch that Lucindas father thought proper, for rea- 
fons of decency, to deny me acteS to his hoofe ; imi- 
tating, as it were, the parents of that Thifii^ fo celc- 
bratod by the poets. This reftraint was only adding 
ilame to flame, and defire to defire : for, though it was 
in their power to impofe iilence on our tongues, they 
could not on our pens, which difcover to the perfon be- 
loved the moft hidden fecrets of the foul, ind that with 
more freedom than the tongue ; for (Centimes the pre- 
fence of the beloved objedt didurbs and ftrikes mute the 
mod determined intention, and the mofl refolute tongoe. 

heavens ? how many biHeis-dcux did I write to her ? 
what charming, what modefl anfwers did I receive ! 
how many fonnets did I pen ! how many love-verfct 
indite I in which my foul unfolded all its paffioiv 
defcribed its enflamed defires, cherifhed its remem- 
brances, and gave a loofe to its wiihes. In ihort, hid- 
ing myfelf at my wit's end, and my foul langaifhing 
with defire of feeing her, I rcfolved at once to put ia 
execution what feemed to me the moft likely means to 
obtain my deiired and deferved reward : and that was^ 
to demand her of her father for my lawful wife ; which 

1 accordingly did. He anfwered me, that he thanked 
me for the inclination I fhewed to do him honour in 
my propofed aHiance with his family; but that my fi^- 
ther being alive, it belonged more projperty to him to 
make this demand : for, without his full confent and 
approbation, Lucinia was not a woman to be taken or 
given by ftealth. I returned him thanks ioft his kind 
intention, thmking there was reafon in what he faid, 
and that my father would come into it, as foon as I 
ihould break it to him. In that very inftant I went to 
acquaint my father with my defires ; and, upon enter* 
ing the room where he was, I found him with a letter 
open in his hand, which he gave me before I fpoke a 
word, fa^n^ to me ; By this letter you will fee, Carde- 
ftio, the mclination duke Ricardo has to do you ferviee. 
This duke Rtcarda, gentlemen, as you caimot but know, 
is a grandee of Spain, whofe eftate lies in the beft part 
fd Ar.iaUwa. I took> and read the letter^ which w:as 

ib 
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ia extremely kind, that I myfelf jodged, it woald be 
wrong in my father not to comply with what he requeft* 
ed in it; wluch was, that he would fend me prefenuy to 
Jiim, for he was defirons to place oie (not as afennuit, 
but) as a companion to his eldeft fon» and that he en* 
gaged to put me into a poft anfwerabk to the opinion 
he had of me. I was confounded at reading the letter, 
and efpecially when I heard my father (ay : Two days 
hence, Carienio, you ihall depart, to ful£l the duke's 
pleafure ; and give thanks to god, who is opening yoa 
a way to that preferment I know you delerve. To 
thefe he added (everal other exprefiions, by way of fa- 
therly admonition. The time faced for my departure 
came ; I talked the night before to Lucinda^ and told 
her all that had pafled ; and I did the fame to her fo« 
ther, begeing of him to wait a few days, and not to 
difpofe ofiier, till I knew what di^ke RUardo^s pleafure 
was with me. He promifed me all I defired, and flie, 
•n her part, confirmed it with a thoufand vow& and a 
thoufand faintings. I arrived at length where duke Ri^ 
ear do reiided» who received and treated me with fo 
much kindnefs, that envy prefently began to do her of* 
£ce, by poileffing hb old fervants with an opinion, that 
every favour the duke conferred upon me was prejudi- 
cial to their intereft. But the perfon the moft pleafed 
with my being there was a fecond Ton of the duke's, 
called Fernando, a fprightly young gentleman, of a gen* 
teel, generous, and amorous cBfpofition, who, in a £ort 
time, contraded fo intimate. a firiendihip with me, that 
it became the fubjed of every body's difcourfe ; and 
though I had a great (hare likewife in the favour and a£^ 
fe^on of the elder brother, yet they did not come up 
to that diilinguiihing manner in which Dvi fit nanda 
loved and treated me. Now, as there is no fecret, 
which is not communicated between friends, and as the 
intimacy I held with Don Terrando ceafed to be hardly 
fuch by being converted into an abfolute friend(hip, 
he revealed to me all his thoughts, and efpecially one 
relating to his being in love, which gave him no fmall 
difquiet. He loved a country girl, a vaiTal of his fa- 
ther's : her parents were very rich, and (he hexfclf was 
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fo beautiful, referved, difcreet, and modei!, tkat no one 
who knew her could determine in which of thefe qua- 
lifications (he mod excelled, or was moil acconipltlhed. 
Thefe perfedUons of the country ms^id raifed Don Fer- 
mando'^ deiires to fuch a pitch, that he refolf ed, in or- 
der to carry his point, and fubdue the chaftity of the 
maiden, to give her his promife to marry her ; for, o- 
therwife, it would have been to attempt an impoffi- 
bility. The obligation I was under to his friendfhip 
)ut me upon ufing the befl reafons, and the moft live- 
ly examples I could think of, to divert and diiTuade 
him from fuch a purpofe. Bat finding it was all in 
vain, I refolved to acquaint his father, duke Ricardoy 
.with the affaiv. But Den Fernando^ being (harp-iighted 
and artful, fufpeded and feared no lefs, knowing that 
I was obliged, as a faithful fervant, not to conceal from 
sny lord and mafter ^ duke a matter fo prejudicial to 
his honour ; and therefore, to amufe and deceive me, 
he faid, that he knew no better remedy for effacing the 
remembrance of the beauty that had fo captivated him, 
than to abfent himfelf for fome months ; and his ab- 
fence he faid, fhould be effected by our going together 
to my father's houfe, under pretence, as he would tell 
the duke, of feeing and cheapening fome very fine horfes 
in our town, which produces the befl in the workU 
Scarcely had I heard him fay this, when, prompted by 
my own love, I approved of his propofal, as one of the 
befl concerted imaginable, and fhould have done fo» 
had it not been fo plaufible a one, fince it afforded me 
fo good an opportunity of returning to fee my dearZjr- 
cinda* Upon this motive, I came into, his opinion, and 
feconded his defign, defiring him to put it in execution 
as foon as poiTible \ fmce, probably, abfence might have 
its effeft, in fpight of the flrongeft inclinations. At the 
very time he made this propofal to me, he had already, 
as appeared afterwards, . enjoyed the maklen, under the 
title of a hufband, and only waited for a convenient 
feafon to divulge it with fafety to himfelf, 'being a^d 
of what the diSce his father might do, when he fhould 
hear of his folly. Now, as love in young men is, for

ks ultimate end, it is terminated by enjoyment ; and 
what feemed to be love vaniihes, becaufe it cannot pais 
the bounds afllgned by nature; whereas true love 
admits of no limits. I would fay, that when Don Ftr- 
nando had enjoyed the country girl, his defires grew 
faint, and his fondnefs abated ; fo that, in reality, that 
abfence, which he propofed as a remedy for his paffion, 
he only chofe, in order to avoid what was now no longer 
agreeable to him. The duke gave him his leave, and or- 
dered me to bear him company. We came to our town ; 
ray. father received him according to his quality ; I im- 
mediately vifited Lucinda ; my paffion revived, though, 
in truth it had neither been dead nor afleep : unfortu- 
nately for me, I revealed it to Don t er nando y thinking 
^at, by the laws of friendfhip,' I ought to conceal 
nothing from him. I expatiated to him, in fo lively a 
manner, on the beauty, good humour, and difcretion of 
Lucinda, that my praifes excited in him a defire of feeing 
a damfel adorned with fuch fine accompliflunents. I com- 
plied with it, to my misfortune, and (hewed her to hini 
one night by the light of a taper at a window, where 
we two ufed to converfe together.

Sir, to come with me to our town ; where 1 can fur- 
niih you with more than three hundred books, that are 
the delight of my foul, and the entertainment of my 
life : though, upon fecond thoughts, I have not one of 
them left, thanks to the malice of wicked and en- 
vious enchanters. Pardon me. Sir, the having given 
ou this interruption, contrary to what I promifed j 
at, when I hear of matters of chivalry and knights- 
errant, I can as well forbear talking of them, as the 
fan beams can ceafe to give heat, or die moot;! to moifl- 

cn. 
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en. So that, pray excofe me, and goon; for thatk 
of moft importance to us at prefent. 

While Don ^ix§tt Was faying all this, CarJtnU 
hang down his head upon his breail, with ail the figns ~ 
of a man' profoundly thoughtful ; and though Dom 
fixate twice deiired him to continue his ftory. He nei- 
ther lifted up his head, nor anfwered a word. But, af- . 
ter fome time, he raifed it, and faid ; I cannot get it 
out of my mind, nor can any one perfuade me to the 
contrary, and he muft be a blockhead who nnderfUndt 
or believes otherwife, but that that great villain mailer 
Elifahat lay with que^n Madafima *. It is falfe, I 
fwear, anfwered Don ^ixote, in great wrath ; it is ex- 
treme malice, or rather villainy, to fay fo: queen AWa- 
Js/na was a very noble lady, and it is not to be prefumec^ 
that fo high a princefs fhould lie with a quack ; and 
t^oevcr pretends fhe did, lies like a veiy great rafcal ,. 
and I will make him know it on foot or on horfe-back,. 
armed or unarmed, by night or by day, or how he 
pleafes. Catdenio fat lookmg at him very attentively, 
and, the mad fit being already come upon him, he was 
, in no condition to profecute his (lory ; neither would 
Don ^ixote have heard biro, & difgufled was he at 
what he had heard of Madafima : and ilrange it was to 
fee him take her part with as much earneftneis, as if fhe 
• had really been his true and natural princefe j fo far 
had his curfed books turned hi$ head. 

I fay then, that Cardenio^ being now mad, and hear- 
ing himfelf called lyar and villain, with other fiich op- 
probrious words, did not like the jefl ; .and catching up 
•a ftone that lay clofe by him, he %2iVtJ>oH fixate iMOi 
a thum|> with it. oh the breaft, that it tumbled Him down 
backward. Sancbo Pan^a feeing his mafter handled in 
this manner, attacked the madman with his clenched £11 ; 
and the ragged knight received him in fuch fort, that 
with one blow he laid him along at his feet ; and pre-

feitly getting Upon him, he pounded his ribs, much to 
Jiis own heart's . content. The goatherd, who endea- 
voured to defend him, fared little better ; and whem 
^h^ had beaten and threfhed them all, he left them,^ahd 
very quietly marched off to his haunts amidft the rocks^ 
Sancho got up, ahd in a rage to find himfelf fo rough- 
ly handled, and fo undefervedly withal, was for taking

'pieces. Sancho, ftill keeping faft hold of the goat- 
*herd, faid ; Let me alone. Sir kmg^t of the firronxjful 
figure ; for this fellow being a bumpkin, like myfelf, 
and not dubbed a knight, I may very fafely revenge 
•myfelf on him for the injury heh^s done me, by fight- 
ing with him hand to hand, like a man of honour. True, 
faid Don fixate ; but I know that he is not to blame 
for what has happened. Herewith he pacified them j and 
Don fixate enquired again of the goatherd, whether 
it were poffible to find out Cardenio y for he had a 
mighty defire to learn the end of his flory. The goat- 
ierd told him, u at firft, that he did not certainly knovy

DO N ^ixt^e took his leave of the goatherd, and, 
mounting again oa Rozinante^ commsaided^aw 
cho to follow him ; which he did with a very ill will. 
They jogged on foftly, entering into the moft craggy 
part of the mountain ; and Sancho was ready to burft 
for want of fomc talk with his mafter, but would faia 
have had him begin the difcourfe, that he might not 
break through what he had enjoined him : but not be- 
ing able to endure (o lone a filence, he faid to him :

Any 
kniglit -errant, anfwered Don Sluixote^ is obliged to de- 
fend the honour of women, be they what they will, 
as welt againft men in their lenfes, as againfl thofe out 
of them \ how much more then ought they to fbnd up 
for queens, of fuch high degree and worth, as was 
queen Madafima y for whom 1 have a particular affec-

Axui the counTels and company of mailer Eli/abat 
ivcre of great ufe and comfort to her, in helping her 
to bear her fufFerings with prudence and patience, 
Hence the ignorant and evil-minded vulgar took oc- 
cafioa to thii^ and talk," that fhe was his paramour : 
and I fay again, they lye, and will lye two hundred 
times more, all who fay, or think her fo. I neither 
fay, nor think fo, anfwered Sanehoi^ let t)^ofe who 
iay it eat the lye, and fwallow it with their bread t 
urhetljer they were guilty, or no, they have given an 
account to god before now : I come from xsiy vine- 
yard ; I know nothing ; I am no friend to enquinne 
into other men's lives ; for he that buys and lyes, fhaS 
find the lye left in his purfe behind : beiides, naked* 
was I bom, naked I remain ; I neither win, nor lofe f. 
if they were guilty, what is that to me ? Many think 
to find bacon, where there is not fo much as a pin to 
Lang it on : but who can hedge in the cuckow ? Ef- 
pecially, do they fpareGod himfelf ? Blefs me I quoth 
2>tfxr ^mxotey what a parcel of impertinences are ypa 
ficinging ! how wide is the fubjed we are handling 
from the proverbs you are threading like beads ! Pr'y- 
thee, Sancbo, hold your tongue, and henceforward 
mind fpurring your afs, and forbear medling with what 
does not concern you. And underftand, with all your 
five fenfes, that whatever I have done, do, or fhall dp, 
is highly reafonable, and exadUy conformable to the 
rules or chivalry, which I am better acquaint&l with 
than all the knights,, who have profefled that fcience in 
die world. Sir, replied Sancho, is it a good rule of 
chivalry, that we go wandering thro' thefe^ mountains, 
without path or road, in queil of a madman, who 
perhaps, when he is found, will have a mind to £nifh 
what he begun, not bis ftory, but the breaking of your 
head, and my ribs.

plete knights-errant : I (hould not hiave {aid one 0/ ; he 
was the iole, the principal, the only one, in fhort the 

• prmce of all that were in his time in the world. A. 
ng for Don Be/ianis, and for all thofe who fay he 
equalled him in any thing f for, I fwear, they are 
mifloken. I alio tell you^ that, if a painter would be 
fkmoos in his art, he muft endeavour to copy after- 
tiie originals <^. the mof): excellent matters he knows. 
And ^ ^ame rule holds good for all other arts and. 
fciehces that /erve as ornaments of the commonwealth. 
In like manner, whoever afpires to the charader of 
prudent and patient, muit inntate Uiyjis, in whofC: 
perfon and toils Homer draws a lively pidure of pru- 
dence and patience ; as Firgii 3K0 does of a piotrs fon, 
and a vaHant and expert captain, in the perfon of 
jBneas; not delineating^ nor defcriblng theni as they 
really were, but as they ought to be, in order to fenre 

■ as patterns of vhtue to . facceeding generations. In 

• this very manner vi'as Amadis the p5)lar, , the morning 
flar, and die fm of all valiant and enamoured knights, 

•'and he, whom all we, who militate under the banners 
of love and chivalry, ou^ to follow. This being fot 

•friend Sancho, die knight-errant vjho imitates him the 
moft nearly, will, I take it, ftand the faireft to arrive 
at the perfeftion of chivalry. And one circuroftatice,, 

^ih which ^his knight moft eminently difcoveted his pm- 

;aence, worth, courage, patience, ^cbnftancy and'&vc, 

was. 
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-'W^as, hiy retiring, whtn di^ained by the lady Qriama, 

.to do penance in the poor rock, changing his name to 

that of B^ltentbros * ; a name mod ceruinly fignifi- 
cant, and proper for the life he had voluntarily chofen. 
I^o^v, it is eafier for me to copy after him in this, than 

: in cleaving giants, beheading ferpents, flaying dragons, 
rcniting armks, fhattering fleets, and difTolving en- 
chantments. And fince this j^ace is fo well adapted 
for that purpofe, there is no reafen why I fhould let 
flip the opportunity, which now io conmiodioafly of- 

' fers me its forelock. In effed, quoth Sancho^ what is 
it your worfhip intends to do in fo remote a place 
as this ? Have 1 not told you, anfwered Don ^ix9tt^ 
that I defign to imitate Amadisy ading here the defpe- 
rado, the fenfelefs, and the madman ; at the fame 

' time copying the valemt Bon Orlando^ whoi he found, 
by the nde of a fountain, fome indications that Ange- 
Hca the fair had difhonoured herfelf with Medoro : at 
grief whereof he ran mad, tore up trees by the roots, 
diftuibed the waters of the cryftal fprings, flew fhep- 
herds,deftroyed flocks, fired cottages, demolifhed houfes, 
^f^g^d mares on the ground, ajsd did an hundred 
thou&id other extravagancies worthy to be recorded, 
and had in eternal remmbrance. And fuppofe that I do 
not intend to imkate Roldany mOrimtdoy or Rot&iamlo 
(for he had all thefe three names) in every point, and 
in all the mad things he adted, faid, and thought^ I 
will make a flc«ch of them the beft I can, in what I 
judge the moft ef&ntial. And perhaps I may fatisfy 

. iny(ti£ with only copying Amadisy who, withcrdt play- 
ing any mifcluevous pranks, by weepings and tender- 
nefles, arrived to as great &me as die beS of th^m all. 
It feems to me, <|noth Sancho^ that the knights, who 
aded in fuch manner, were provoked to it, and had a 
reaibn for domg thefe foUies and penances : but, pray, 
what caufe has your worfhip to run mad ?

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There lies the point, afifwered, * D^ik J^/jtv//, and id 
this coniifb the finefe of my ^(air : to run mad upon 
a juft occafion deferves no thanks ; but to do fa with^ 
out reafon is the bufinefs ; giving my lady to under- 
hand what I ihould perform wet, if I do fo much 
iiy *. How much rather, fince I have caufe enough 
given me« by being fo long abfent from my ever ho- 
noured lady Dulcinea del Toho/b i for, as you may have 
heard from that whileome fhepherd, Ambrofio^ 7he 
nbfent fee! and fear every ill. So that, friend Sancho, 
do not wafte time in counfelling me to quit fo rare>- 
fo happy, and So unheard-^f an imitation. Mad I 
am, and mad I muft be, Hill your return with an an- 
fwer to a letter I intend to fend by you to my hu^. 
Dulcinea; and, if it proves fuch as my fidelity d«-' 
ferveSf my madnefs and my penance will be at an end; :

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what can one thinks but that he, vwho fim and affinna 
fuch a thing, maft be addle-brained ? I have the ba- 
fon in my wallet, all battered, and I carnr it to get it 
mended at home, for the ufe of my bearcl, if goid he 
fo gracious tt> me, as to reftore me one time or other 
to my wife^md children. Behold, Smt^he, (aid Dom 
^ixoUt I fwear likewife, that you have the ihalloweft 
brain that any fi^uire has, or ever had, in the worlds 
Is it pofiible, t^at, in all the time you have gone 
about with me, you do not perceive, that all matters 
relating to kni^ts-errant appear chimeras, follies, 
and extravagancies, and feem all done by the rule, of 
contraries? not that they are in reality fo, but becauie 
there is a crew of enchanters* always bufy amone us, 
who alter and,difguife all our matters, and turn tktm 
according to their own pleafure, and as they .are in«» 
dined to favour or difb-efs us : hence it is that this, 
which appears to you a barber^s bafon, appears to me 
Mambrino'B helmet, and to another will perhaps ap- 
pear fomething elfe : And it was a fingular fbrefight 
of the fage my friend, to make that appear to evtrj 
body to be a bafon, which, really and truly, is Mam-^ 
brind*s helmet : becaufe, hemg of fo great value all

tall> ftreight, and vigorous, and can make her part 
^ood with any knight-ecrant that fhall have her for4i 
^ni^eis : odds my life, what a pair of lungs and a 
^ii^oice (he has ! 1 remember ihe got one day upon the 
•church-fteeple, to call ibme young ploughmen, who 
were in a field of her father^s ; and, though tl*ey were 
^If a league off, they heard her as plainly as if they 
had (lood at the foot of the tower : and the beft of her is, 
that fhe is not at all coy ; for fhe has much of the cour- 
tier in her, and makes a jcfl and a may-game of evtry 
|)ody. I fay then. Sir knight of the forronuful fi^jMre^ 
that/ you not only may, and ought to run mad for her, 
tut aifo you may jufUy defpair and hang yourfelf, and 
jK) body thfeit hears it but will fey you did extremely 
ivell, though the devil fhould carry you away.

tainly, but they arc for the moft part feigned, on 
jpurpofe to be the fubjeds of their verfe. and to make 
the -authors jpais for-men of gallant and amorous diS- 
|>ofittons. And therefore it is fufiicient that I think and 
'^lieve, that the good Aldon%a LorenKo is beautiful and 
-cbafte; and as to her lineage, it matters not i for there 
needs no enquiry about it, as if flie were to receive 
!fome order of knighthood * i and, for my part, I 
snake account thatfhe is the greateft princds in the 
world. - For you muft know, Sancboy if you do net 
4cnow it already, that two things, above all others, in- 
cite to love, namely, great beau^ and a good name : 
now both thefe are to oe found in perfection in l^ulci- 
mta ; for, in beau^, none can be <:ompared with her, 
^ and, for a good name, few can come near her. lb 
conclude, I imagine that t^^iy thing is exadly as I 
'Ay, without addition or^minution ; and I reprefent

^beauty and quality. Helen is not comparable to her, nor 
-is (he excelled by Lucretia^ or any of the other famous 
women of antiquity, whether Grecian, Latin, or Bar* 
harian. And let every one fay what he pleafes ; for 
-if, upon this account, I am blamed by the ignorant, 
I (hall not be cenfured hy the moH fevere judges. 
Your woHhip, replied Sanche, is always m the right, 
and I am an ais : but why do I mention an afs, when 
one ought not totadk of an halter in his houfe who was 
Ranged i l>ut give me the letter, and god be with you ;

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as you go on, from fpacc to fpace, till you are got

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CHAP. XII. 

A Continuatie^ of the refinements praBtfei ly Don Qoix-^ 
ote» as a lover, in the Jahle mount ain, 

TH E Hiilory, turning to recount what the htifhi 
of the /orro<wful figure djd when he found him- 
felf alone, informs us, that Don ^ixote, having finifh- 
ed his tumbles and gambols, naked from the nuddle 
downward, and cloathed from the middle upward, and 
perceiving that Sancbo was gone, without caring to fee 
any more of his fooliih pranks, eot upon the top of an 
high rock, and there began to think again of what he 
had often thought before, without ever coming to any 
refolution : and that was, which of the two was befl^ 
and would fland him in moft ftead, to imitate Orlando

locks, and page to A^ramante, And if he knew this 
to be true, and that his lady had playe^ him falie, he 
did no great matter in running mad. But how can I imi- 
tate him in his madnefles, if I cannot imitate him in the 
occaiion of them ? for, I dare fwear, my Dulcinea del

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life, and that ihe is thb day as the mother that bore 

her ; and I ihould do her a manifeft wrong, if, fofped- 

ing her, I fhould run mad of the fame kind of uiad- 

lidfi With that of Orlando FurUfi. On the Whcr fide, 

I fee that Amadis de Qauly without lofing his Wits, and 

%vithoat a^ng the madman, acquired the reputation ^ 

a lover, as much as the beft of them. For, as the hi- 

ftory has it, finding himfelf difdained by his lady Orm- 

naj who commanded him not to appear ih her preience, 

tBl it was her pleafure, he only retired to the poor rod, 

Accompanied by an hermit, and there wept his belly 

#ull, till heaven came to his relief, in the midfl of his 

trouble and greateft anguifh. And if this be true as 

it really is, why fhonld I take the pains to ftrip my- 

i^f ftark-naked, or grieve thefe trees, that never did 

ihe any harm ? neither have I any reafon to difturb the 

water of thefe cryftal ftreams, which are to furnifh me 

with drink when I want it. Let the memory of Ama^ 

dii live, and let hiln be imitated, as far as may be, by 

bstt ^ixote de lu Muncha^ of whom fhall be faid, 

what was faid of the other, that if he did not atchieve 

great things, he died in attempting them *. And, if I 

am not rejeded nor difdained by my Dulcinea, it is fuf- 

ficient, as I have already faid, that I am abfent from 

ier. Well then j hands, to your work : come to my 

memoi^, ye deeds di Jmadis^ and teach me where \ am 

to begin to imitate you : but I know, that the moft he 

did was to pray ; and fo will I do. Whereupon he 

firung fome large galls of a cork-tree, which ferved 

bim tor a rofary. But what troubled him very much,

add fohfi^ the couplet coald not be nnderftood ; aad 
it was really fo, as he afterwards conftfied. He wrote 
many others; but, as it is iaid, they could tnoifcribe 
no more than thefe three ftanzas fair and entire. In 
this amufement, and in fighing, and invoking the fauns 
and fylvan deities of thofe woods, the nymphs of the 
brooks, and the mournful and humid echo, to anfwer, 
to confole, and liilen to his moan, he paifed the time, 
and in gathering herbs to fuftain himfelf till Sancbo^t 
return ; who, if he had tarried three weeks as he did 
three days, the knight of the forronvful figure would have 
been fo disfigured, that the very mother, who bore him, 
could not have known him. And here it will be pro- 
per to leave him, wrapped up indiis fighs and verfes, to 
relate what heUtl S0»cho in his embaiTy. 

Which was, that, when he got into the high-road, 
he fleered towards Tohofo^ and the next day he came 
within fight of the inn, where the mifhap of the blan- 
ket had be^Uen him : and fcarce had he difcovered it . 
at a diftance^ when he fancied himfelf again flying in 
the air ; and therefore would not go in, though it was 
the hour that he might and ought to have flopped, that 
is, about noon : befides, he had a mind to eat fomething 
warm, all having been cold-treat with him for roanjf 
days pafl.

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^mx9Uy they went up to him, and the prieft, calling 
him by his njune, faid ; Friend Sancbo Pan fa, where 
have yoa left your mader ? Sancbo Panqa immediately 
knew them, and refolved to conceal the place, and cir- 
cmnftaacesy in which he had left his mafCer : fo he an- 
fWered, that his mafler was very bofy in a certain place» 
and s^at a certain afiair of the greatefl importance to 
him, which hedurft not discover for the eyes he had in 
his head. No, no, qaoth the barber, Saucbo Panfa^ 
if you do not tell us where he is, we ihall conclude, 
as we do already, that you have murdered and robbed 
him, fince you come thus upon his horfe ; and fee that 
you produce the horfe^s owner, or woe be to you.

Hiey both were not a Iktle jrfeafed, to fee how good 
a memory S&ncho had, and commended it mmch, and 
deiired him to repeat the letter twice more, that they 
alfb might get it by heart, in order -to write it down 
tti due time. Thrice Sane ho repeated it again, and 
thrice he added three Ithoufand other extravagandes. 
, After this, he recounted alfo many other things concern* 
ing his mafter, but faid not a word of the toiling in the 
blanket, whi:h had happened to himfelf in that inn, in- 
to which he rcfufed to enter.

To which Sancln 
anfwered; Gentlemen, if fortune ihould fo ocder i^ 
that my mailer fhould take it into his head not to be an 
emperor, but an archbiihop,. I would fain know what 
archbilkops errant ufually give to their fquires ? Thej 
ufually give them, anfwered the prieft, iome benefice, 
or core, or vergerihip, which brings them in a good 
penny-rent, befides the perquiiites of the altar,^ ufuaDy 
valued at as much more. Ay, but then it will be ne- 
ceffary, replied Sane ho, that the fquire be not married, 
and that he knows, at leafl, the refponfes to the mais i 
and, if fo, woe is me ; for I am married, and do 
not know the firft lettejp of A, B, C, What will becoAio 
of me, if my mailer fhould have a mind to be an arch* 
bilhop and not an emperor, as is the fafhion and cuQom 
of knights- errant? Be not uneafy, friend ^^ja^i^^^ faid 
the barber ; for >^ e will intreat your mailer, and ad- 
vife him, and even make it a cafe of cenfcience, that 
he be an emperor, and not an archbifhop ; for it will 
be better for himfelf alio, by reafon he is more a fol- 
dier than a fcholar.

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Then they two having laid their heads together, how 
to bring about their deugn, the prieft bethought him of 
a device exadly fitted ta Don ^7>0rA humour, and 
likely to cfFcft what they defircd.

TH E barber did not diflike the priefl's contrjvancei 
on the contrary, he approved fo well of it, that 
it was iinmediately put in execution. They borrowed 
of the landlady a petticoat and head-drefs, leaving a 
new caffock of the prieft's in pawn for them. The iSr- 
ber made himfelf a huge beard of the forrel tail of a 
pyed or, in which the inn- keeper nfed to hang his 
comb.

Thty took leavoT 
of ally and of good Maritomes, who promifed, though, 
a &mec« to pray over an entire Ka^ary, that god might 
give them good fuccefs in fo arduous and chriftian a 
bufinefs as that they had undertaken. 

But fcarcely had they got out of the inn, when the 
Brieftbe^ntothii^he had done amiis in equipping 
Kioifeif aftor that mann^, it being an indecent thine 
foe a prieft to be fo accoutred, though much depended 
upon k : and acquainting the barber with his Kruple;

The 

barber, in Ihort, confented to what the prieft defired ; 

and» the fcheme being thus altered, the prieU began to 

infh-ud the barber how to ad his part, and what ex- 

preilions to ufe to Don ^ixote^ to prevail upon him 

CO go with them, and to make him out of conceit 

with the place he had chofen for his fruitleis penance. 

The barber anfwered, that, without his inftruftions, be 

would undertake to manage that point to a titde. 

He would not put on the drefs, 'till they came near 

to the place where Doti fixate was ; and fo he folded 

up his habity and the priefi adjufled his beard, and 

on they went, Sancbo Pan^a being their guide : who, 

on the way, recounted to them what had happened 

in relation to the madman they met in the mountain $ 

but iaid not a word of finding the portmanteau, and 

what was in it ; iar, with all his folly and iimplicity» 

the fpar k was fomewhat covetous.

While they repofed themfelves in the inade, a 
voice reached their cars, which, though unaccompa- 
nied by any inftrument, founded fweedy and delight^ 
fully : at which they were not a little furprized, thaf 
being no place where they might cxped to find a per- 
fon who could fing fo well. For though it is ufually 
fkid, there are in the woods and fields fhepherds with 
excellent voices, it is rather an exaggeration of the 
poets, ^ than what is really true : and efpecially when 
they obferved, that the verfes, they heard fung, were 
not like the compofitions of ruftic fhepherds, but like 
thofe of witty and courtlike perfons. And the verfes, 
which confirmed them in: their opinion, were thefe 
following.

fang fo agreeably. And jull as they were about to do 
fo, the fame voice hindered them from ftirring, and 
again reached their ears with this fonnet,

The fong ended with a deep figh, and they again 
liftened very attentively in hopes of more .; but, hnd- 
ing that the mufic was changed into groans and la- 
ments, they agreed to go and find out the Unhappy 
perfon, whofe voice was as'cxcellcnt, as his complaints 
were mournful.

ieeing them both in a drefs not worn by any that 
frequented thofe folttudes, he could not forbear won- 
dering at them for Tome time ; and efpecially when he 
heard them fpeak t)f his aifair as a thinj; known to 
them 5. for, by -what the prieft had faid to him, ho 
underftood as m\ich': wherefore he arifwered in th?s 
maimer. I am fenfible, gentlemen, whoever you ht, 
that heayen, which takes care to relieve the good^ 
Tand very often even the bad, fometimes, without any- 
•defert of mine, fends into thefe places, fo remote and 
^iiiant from the commerce of human kind, perfons, 
who fetting before my eyes, with variety of lively 
arguments, how far the life I lead is from being rea- 
-fonable, have endeavoured to draw me from hence to 
fome better place : but, not knowing, as I do, that I 
"fliall no foonar get out of this inifchief, but I Ihatl 
fall jnto a greater, they, doubtlefs, take me for a very 
weak man, and perhaps, what is worfe,, a fool or a 
madman. And no wonder ; for I have fome appre- 
henlion, that the fenfe of my misfortunes is fo forci- 
ble and intenfe, and fo prevalent to my deftruftion, 
that without my being able to prevent it, I fometimes 
ijccome like a ftone, void of all knowledge and fenfa- 
tion : and 1 find this to be true, by people's telling 
and fhewing me tlie marks of what I have done, whiJe 
the terrible fit has had the maftery of me : And albl 
can do, is to bewail myfelf in vain, to load my for- , 
tune with unavailing curfes, and to excufe my follies, 
by telling the occafion of them to as many as wi}l 
hear me ; for men of fenfe, feeing the caufe, will not 
wondef at the efFeds : and, if they adminifter no re- 
medy, at leaft they will not throw the blame upon me, 
but convert their difpleaiure at my behaviour into 
compaflion for my misfortune. And, gentlemen, if 
you come with the fame intentipn that others have 
done, before you proceed any farther in your prudent 
perfuafions, I befeech you to hear the account of ii^y 
numberlefs misfortunes : for perhaps when you have 
keard it, you may fave yourfelves the trouble of ei^- 
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deavouring to care a malady that admits of no co&- 
folation. The two, who defired nothing more than to 
learn, from his own mouth, the caafe of his mifenr, 
-Intreated him to relate it, affuring him they would do 
nothing but what he defired, either by way of reme- 
dy or advice : and, upon this, the poor gentleman 
htgzxk his melancholy ilory, almoil in the fame wofds 
and method he had ufed in relating it to Don ^ix§u 
a^ the goatherd, fome few days before, when, en 
the mention of mafter EUfahaU ^u^d Z>#« ^ix§tit 
punftuality in obferving^he decorum of knight-errantiy, 
the tale was cut ihort, as the hiftory left it aboire. 
Eut now, as good-fortune would have it, Canleniit 
xuad fit was fufpended, and afforded him leifure to le- 
hearfe it to the end : and fo, coming to the paflage of 
the love letter, which Don Fernandoioxxn^ between the 
leaves of the book of JimadU de Gaul^ he faid he re- 
membered it perfedy well, and that it was as follows.

This letter made me refolve to demand Lucindu in roar- 
riaee, as I have already related, and was one of thofe, 
which gave Don Fernando fuch an opinion of Lucinda, 
that he looked upon her as one of the moft feniible and 
prudent women of her time. And it was this letter, which 
put him upon the defign of undoing me, before mine 
could be effeded. I told Dm Fernando what Lucinda\ 
father expeded; which was, that my father fhould 
propofe the match ; but that I durfl not mention it to 
him, left he fliould not come into it ; not becaufe he 
"Vi^as imacquainted with the circumRances, goodnefs, 
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virtue, and beauty of Lucimfa^ and that ihe had qua- 
lities fufiicient to adorn any other family of Spain what- 
ever ; but becaufe I anderftood by him, that he was 
defirous I ihould not marry foon, but wait 'till we 
fliould fee what duke Ricardo would do for me.

To all this Don Fernando anfwered, that he 
took it upon himfelf to fpeak to my father, and to 
prevsul upon him to ipeak to Luctnda^s. O ambitioui 
MariujJ O cruel Catiline! O wicked Syi/a / O craf- 
ty Galalon ! O perfidious VelUdo ! O vindidlive Ju- 
Han! O covetows Judas * f Traitor! ciiiel, vindic- 
tive, and crafty ! what diflervice had this poor wretch 
done yoo, who fo frankly difcovered to you the fecrets 
and the joys of his heart ? wherein had I offended you ? 
what word did I ever utter, or advice did I ever give, 
that were not all diredted to the aicreafe of your ho- 
nour and your intereft ? But why do I complain ? mi- 
serable wretch that I am! iince it is certain, that» 
when the ftrong influences of the ftars pour down mif* 
fortunes upon us, they. fall from on high with fuch 
violence and fury, that no huinan force can flop them, 
nor human addrefs prevent them. Who couki have 
thought that Don Fernando, an illuftrious cavalier, of 
|ood fcnfe, obliged by my fervices, and fecure of 
uiccefs wherever his amorous inclinations led bin?, 
ihonld be fb pefHlendally enflamed, as to deprive me 
of n^ fingle ewe-lamb, which yet I had not poifeiTed ? 
But, fetting afide thefe reflexions as vain and unprofi- 
table, let us refume the broken thread of my unhap- 
py ftoiy.

brother for money to pay for fix horfes^^which, meer- 
ly for the purpofe of getting roe out of the way, 
that he might the better fucceed in his hellilh intent, 
he had bought that very day^ on which he offered to 
fpeak to my father, and on which he diipatched mc 
for the money. Could I prevent this treachery? 
could I fo much as fufped it ? No certainly ; on the 
contrary, with great pleafure I offered to depart in- 
fiantly, well fatisfied with the good bargain he had 
made. That night I fpoke with Lucinda^ and told 
her all that had paiTed between Don Femande'aitid me. 
Bidding her not doubt the fuccefs of our jufl and ho- 
]K>urable defires. She, as little fdpeding [>on FemuM'

/poken to her's. I know not whenca it was, but (he 
bad no fooner faid this, than her eyes ftood full of 
tears, and fome fudden obfb-afiion in her throat would 
not fufFer her to utter one word of a great many flie 
feemed endeavouring to fay to me. I was afionilhed 
at this flrange accidait, having never fecn the like in 
^ her before ; for whenever good fortune, or my ai^ ui- 
ty, gave us an opportunity, we always converfed wkh 
the greatefl pleafure andf fatisfadUon, nor ever inter- 
inixed with our difcourfe tears, iighs, jealoufies, firf- 
picions, or fears. I did nothing but applaud my good 
Jor^une in having her given me by heaven icff a rniftre^. 
J magnified her beauty, and admired her merit and 
underftanding. She returned the compliment, by com- 
Blending in me what, as a lover, fhe tKought worthy 
of commendation. We told one another an hundred 
thoufand little childifh (lories eonceming our neigh- 
bours and acquaintance : and the greateit length my 
prefumption ever ran, was to feize, as it were by 
ibrce, one of her fair and feowy hands, and prefs k 
to my lips, as well as the narrownefe of the iron-grate, 
which was between us, would permit But, the night 
that preceded the doleful day of my departure, Ibe 
wept and fighed, «nd withdrew abruptly, leaving me 
full of confufion and trepidation, and aftoniflied at 
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feeing fach new and fad tokens of grief and tender 
concern in Luanda, But, not to deftroy my hopes, 1 
afcribed ic all to the violence of the love fhe bore me, 
and to the forrow, which parting occafions in thofe, 
who love one another tenderly.

the letter and the handkerchief; and I afiured her, l^ 
figns, that I. would do what fhe commanded. And 
now, feeing myfelf fo well paid for the pains I was tto 
take in bringing the letter, and knowing, by the fu- 
perfcription, it was for you (for. Sir, I know you 
very well) and obliged befides by the tears of that 
beautiful lady, I refolved not to truft any other perfon, 
but to deliver it to you with my own hands. And, in 
lixteen hours (for io long it is fmce I had it) I have 

{>erformed the journey, which you know is eighteen 
eagues. While the kind meiTenger was fpeaking thus 
to me, I hung upon his words, my legs, trembling fo, 
that I could fcarce (land. At length I opened the 
letter, and faw it contained thefe words. 

nt promt fe Don VemzrAo gavg you, that he nxf^uld 
defirejour father to JPeak to mine, he has fulfilled more 
for bis own gratification than your intereft, Knoqja, 
Sir, he has demanded me to nuife ; and my father, aU 
Jured hy 'the adivantage he thinks Don Fernando has 
»oer you, has accepted this^ropofal ivith Jo much ear- 
neftnefs, that the marriage is to be folemnixed two dap 
hence, and that nvith fo much fecrecy and privacy, that 
the hea*vcns alone, and a few of our otvn family, are 
to be nuitntffes of it. Imagine ivhat a condition I am 
in, and eonfider nnhtther it he cojt^enient for you to 
return home. H^hether I love you or not, the event of 
this bufinefs will Jbew you. God grant this may come 
to your hand^ before mine be reduced to the extremity of 
being joined with his, nvho keeps bis promifed faith 
foill. 

Thefe, in fine, were the contents of the letter, and 
:^ch as made me fet out immediately, without waiting 
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for any other anfwer, or the money : for now I plain* 
ly fawy it was not the buying of the horfes, but the 
indulging, his own pleafure. that had moved Don Ftr* 
Manila to fend me to his brother. The rage I concei- 
ved againft Dom Fernando^ joined with the fear of 
lofing the prize I had acquired by the fervices and 
wiflies of fo many years, added wings to my fpced % 
ib that the next day I reached our town, at the hour 
and moment moil convenient for me to go and talk 
with Lucinda. I went privately, having left the mule 
I rode on at the houfe of the honeft man who brought 
me the letter. And fortune, which I then found pro- 
pitious, fo ordered it, that Lucinda was (landing at 
the grate *, the witnefs of our loves.

I fay then, that, as foon as Lu'^ 
dmda faw me, ihe laid : tardeni^^ I am in my bridal 
habit : there are now ftaying for me in the hall the 
treacherous Dm Fernando and my covetous father, 
with fome others, who ihall fooner be witneiTes of 
my death than of my nuptials. Be not troubled, my 
friend ; but procure the means to be prefent at this 
iacrifice, which if my arguments cannot prevent, I 
carry a dagger about me, which can prevent a more 
determined force, by putting an end to my life, and 
giving you a convincing proof of the affeiUon I have 
borne, and ftill do bear you. I replied to her, with 
confuiion and precipitation, fearing I ihould want time 
to anfwer her : Let your anions. Madam, make good 
your words; if you carry a dageer to fecure your ho- 
nour, I carry a fword to defend you, or kill myfelf, 
if fortune proves adverfe to us., I do not believe ihe 
heard all diefe words, beine, as I perceived, called 
away haftily; for the bridegroom waited for her. 

* In Spain. lovers cany on their courtihip at a low window with 
a grate bejfbre it, being ^Idom admitted into the houfe till the pa« 
reoU on both (idei arc agreed. 
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Herewith the night of my forrow was fallen ; the fuii 
of my joy was fet : I remained without light in my 
eyes, and without Judgment in my intejledb. X 
was irrefolute as to going into her honfe, nor did I 
know which way to turn me ; but when I refleded on 
die confequence of my being prefent at what might hap* 
pen in that cafe, I animated myfelf the beft I could, 
and at laiV got into her houfe. And as I was perfe^- 
ly acquainted with all the avenuesy and the whole fa-

jealorrfy. They were all affrighted at Luanda % fwoon^ 
ing 5* and her mother unlacing her bofom to give her 
air, fhe difcovered in it a paper folded up, ^ich Don. 
Fernando preiently feized, and read it by the light 
of one of the flambeaux , and, having done reading it^ 
he fat himfelf down in a chair, leaning his cheek on his 
hand, with all the frgns of a man full of thought, and 
without attending to the* means that were ufing to re- 
cover h's bride from her fifiinting fit^ Perceiving the 
whole houfe in a conftemation, I ventured out, not 
caring whether I was feen or not ; and with a deter- 
mined refolution, if feen, to ad fo defperate a part, 
that all the worid-fhould have known the juft indigna- 
tion of my brcaft, by the chalHfement of the faMe Oon 
Fernando J and of the fickle, though fwooi^ing traitrefs. 
But my fate, which has deubdefs referved me for greater 
evils, if greater can polHbly be, ordained, that at that 
jundure, I had the ufe of my underflanding, which has 
ever fince failed me; and fo, without thinking td 
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take revenge on my greateft enemies (which might 
very eafily have been done when they thought io 
little of me) I refolved to take it on myfelf, and to ex- 
ecute on my- own perfon that puniihment which they 
deicrved ; and perhaps with greater rigour than I 
ihould have done on them, even in taking away their 
lives : for a fudden death foon nuts one out of pin ;

of charity, l^ing vidaals on the rocks, and in the 

places where they think I may chance to pafs and find 

it : and though, at ftich times, I happen to be out 

oF iny ienfes, natural necefiity makes me know my 

nouridm[ient, and awakes in me an appetite to defire it» 

and the will to take it. At other times, as they tell me^ 

4vhen they meet me in my fenfes, I come into the road, 

andy though the fhephercB, who are bringing food from 

the village to their huts, willingly offer me a part of it, 

I rather chufe to take, it from them by force. Thus I 

pais my fad and miferable life, waiting till it fhall plea{<i 

heaven to bring it to a final period, or, by fixing the 

thoughts of that day in my mind, to erafe out of it all 

memory of the beauty and treachery of Luanda^ and 

the wrongs done me by Don Fernando : for, if it vouch- 

iafes me this mercy before I die, my thoughts will take

While the prieft was faying this, the difguifed maid- 
en flood like on^ ftupified, her eyes fixed on them all, 
without moving her lips, or fpeaking a word : jufl like 
a country clown,^ when he is fhewn of a fiidden fome.- 
thing carious, or never feen before^ But the priefl

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beaatiful a woman, fpoke without hcfitating, fo rcadi- 
ly, and with fo much eafe^ and fweetnefs bodi of tongue 
and voice, that her good foife furprifed them no Tefs 
than her beauty, and they again repeating their kind 
offers, and entreaties to her, that fhe would perform 
her promiie ; fhe, without more alking, having firft 
modeillv put on her fhoes and flockings, and gathered 
up her hair, ieated herfelf upon a flat ftone ; and the 
three being placed round her, after fhe had done fome 
violence to herfelf in refbaining the tears that came in- 
to her eyes, fhe began the hiilory of her life, with a 
clear and fedate Toice, in this manner.

It is true, indeed, they are not fo low, that they need 
to be afliamed of their condition, nor fo high, as to 
hinder me from thinking, that their meannefs is the 
caufe of my unhappinefs. In a word, they are far- . 
mers, plain people, without mixture of bad blood, 
and, as they ufually fay, old rufty chriftians § ; but f<> 
rufhr, that their wealth, and handfome way of living, 
is, by degrees, acquiring them the name of gendemen, 
and even of cavaliers; though the riches and nobility 
they vaked themfelves moft upon, was, their having me 
for their daughter : and, as they had no other child to

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inherit what they poflbfled, and were befides very af- 
fedUonate parents, I was one of the mod indulged 
girls that ever father or mother fondled. 1 was the 
mirrour, in which they beheld themfelves,. the ftafF of 
their old age» and fhe whofe happinefs was the fole 
objed of all their wifhes, under theguidance of heaven; 
to which, being fo good, mine were always entirely con- 
formable. And, asl wasmifbefsoftheir afFedions, i<y 
was I of all they pofTefTed. As I pleafed, fervants were hir- 
ed and difcharged ; through my hands pailed the account 
and nianagement of what was fowed and reaped. The 
oil-mills, the wine- preiTes, the number of herds, fiocks,^. 
smd bee-hives ; in a word, all that U) rich a farmer as 
my father has,, or can be fuppofed to have, was en- 
trufted to my care : I waS both ileward and mifb*efs^ 
with fo much diligence on my part, and fatisfa£lion on 
theirs, that' I cannot eafily enhance it to you. The 
hours of the day that remained, after giving diredi- 
ons, and aligning proper talks to the head-fervants, 
©ver-feers, and <lay-labourers, I employed in fuch ex- 
crciies as are not only allowable, but neceflary to 
young maidens, to wit,, in handling the needle, mak- 
ing lai^, and fofioetunes fpinning : and if now and' 
then to recreate my mind, I quitted thefe exercifes, I 
entertained myielf with reading fome book of devoti-. 
on, or touching the harp ; for experience fhewed me, 
that muilc compofes the mind when it is difordered, 
and relieves the fpirits after labour. Such was the life 
I led in my fathec*s houfe ; and if I have been fo paf-^ 
ticnlar in recounting it, it was not out of oftentaticm, 
j)0f to give you to underfland that I am rich, but that 
you may be apprized how little I deierved to fall froni 
that fbte into the unhappy one I am now in. W^hile 
I paired my time in fo many occupaticMis, and in a kind 
of voluntary confinement, that might be compared to 
that of a nunnery, without being feen, as I imagined^ 
by any one ,beiides our own fervants, becaufe, when I 
went to mafs, it was very early in the morning, and 
always in company with my mother, and fome of the- 
maid-fervants, and I was fo clbfely vailed and referv- 
^, that my eyes fcarce faw more ground "^han the 
^ace I fet my foot upon j it fell out> I fay> notwith- 

Handinj; 
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ftanding all this, that the eyes of love, or rather of 
idienefsy to which thofe of a lynx are not to be compar- 
ed^ difcovered me by the isdufinous curk>fity of Dw 
Firnando : for that ia the name of the duke's younger 
fon, whom I told you of. 

She had no fooner named Don Tirnando, than Car* 
denio*s colour changed, and he began to fweat with 
fuch violent pertu^ation, that the pneft and the bar« 
ber, who perceived it, were afraid he was falling into 
one of the mad fits, to which they lu|d heard he was 
now and then fubjed. But Cardtnio did nothing ba( 
fweat, and fat IHll, fixing his eyes moft attentively oa 
the countiy-maid, imagining who fhe muft be ; who^ 
taking no notice of the emotions of Cardemo, conti- 
nued her flory, faying ; 

Scarcely had he feen me, when (as he afterwards 
declared) he fell defperately in love with me, as th« 
proofs he then gave of it fufficiently evinced. But^ 
to ihorten the account of my misfortunes, which arc 
endleis^ I pafs over in iilence the diligence Don Fer* 
nando ufea in getting an opportunity to declare hift 
|affion to me. He bribed our whole family ;. he fiavc 
and offered prefents, and did favours to feveral Of mjr 
relations. Every day was a fefUval and day of rcr, 
joicing in our ftreet : no body could fleep o* nights for 
ferenades. Infinite were the bille€>doux that came^ 
I knew not how, to my hands, filled with amorous 
expreflions, and offers of kindnefs, with more promi- 
fes and oaths in them, than letters. All which was fo 
^r from foftening me, that I grew the more obdurate^ 
as if he had been my mortal enemy, and all the mea« 
fures he took to bring me to his lure had been defign- 
ed for a quite ^contrary purpofe ; itot that I difliked 
the galantry of Don Fernando, or tfoought him too im- 
portunate : for it gave me I know not what fecret fa- 
tisfadion to fee myfelf thus cour^ and ;%fjpeded by 
fo confiderable a cavalier, and it was not diugreeable 
to me to find my own praifes in his letters : for, let 
ns women be never fo ill-favoured, I take it, we are 
always pleafed to hear ourfelves called h^idfome. But

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with the repeated good advice of my parents, whd 
plainly law through Don Ftmaudi^ d^gn ; for m- 
deed he took no pains to hide it from the world. 
My parents told me, that they repofed their credit 
and reputation m my virtue and integrity alone : they 
bid me confider tfale difproportion between me and 
Don Firnandoy from whence I ought to conclude, 
that his thoughts, whatever he niight fay t& the 
contrary, were more intent upon his own pleafiire, 
than upon my good : and if I had a mind to throve 
an obftacle in the way of his defigns, in order to make 
him defift from his unjuft preten^ons, they would 
marry me, they faid, out of hand, to whomfoever I 
pleafcd,. either of the chief of our town, or of the 
whole neighbourhood around us \ fince their confide- 
rable wealth, and my good charader, -put it in their 
power eafily to provide a fuitable match for me. With 
this promife, and the truth of what they faid, I for- 
tified my virtue, and would never anfwer Don Fernanda 
the leaft word, that might afford him the mod difiant 
hope of facceeding in hu defign. All this refervednefi 
of mine, which he ought to have taken for difdain, 
ierved rather to quicken his lafcivious s^petite ; for I 
can give no better name to the pa£ion he (hewed for 
me. which, had it been fuch as it ought, you would 
not now have known it, fince there would have been 
no occafion for my giving you this account of it. At 
length Dmt Fernando difcovered, that my parents were 
k>oking out for a match for me, in order to deprive 
him of all hope of gaining me, or at lealk were re-^" 
fblved to have me more iiarrowly watched. And thi& 
news, or fufpicion, put him upon^ doing what yoa- 
Ihall prefently hear : which was, that, one night, as I 
was in my chamber, attended only by a maid that 
waited upon me, the doors being faft locked, left by 
any negled my vhtue might be endangered ; without 
my knowing or imagining how, in the midfl of all- 
this care and precaution, and the folitude of this fi- 
lence and redufeneis, he flood before me ; at whofi? 
fight I was ftruck blind and dumb, and had not power 
to ciy oat; nor do I believe: he^ would have fimered 
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me to bave done it : for he inilantlv ran to me, and, 
taking roe in his arms (for, as I fiua, I had no power 
to ftruggle, being in fuch confufion^ he began to £17 
fuch tlungs, that one would tliink it impoflible fidf- 
hood fhould be able to frame them with fuch an ap* 
pearance of truth. The traitor made his tears gain 
x:redit to his words, and his fighs to his defign. I, an 
innocent girl, bred always at home, and not at all 
^erfed in affairs of this nature, began, I knew not 
Jiow, to deem for true ib many and fo great falfities : 
not diat his tears or figha could move me to any cri« 
minal compaffion. Md fo, my firft furprize beins; 
4>ver, I began a little to recover my loft fpirits ; wad, 
with more courage than I thought I couU have had, 
(aid : If, Sir, as I am between your arms, I were be* 
'tween the paws of a £erce lion, and my deliverance 
ilej>ended upon my doing or faying any thing to the 
prejudice of my virtue^ it would be as impoffible for 
me to do or fay it, as it is imooflible for that, which 
has been, not to have been : io that, though you hold 
my body confined between your arms, I hold my 
.mind retrained within the bounds of virtuous inclina- 
tions, very different from yours, as you will iee, if 
you proceed to u(b violence. I am your vaflal, but 
not your Have : the nobility of your blood neither has, 
nor ought to have, the privilege to diihonour and in^ 
fult the meanneis of mine ; and though a country girl, 
and a farmer^s daughter^ my reputation is as dear to 
me, as yours can be to you, who are a noble cavalier. 
Your employing force will do little with me ; I fet no 
^alue upon your richest your words cannot deceive 
me, nor can your fighs and tears mollify me. Any 
of thefe things would move me in a perfon, whom 
my parents (honld affign me for a hulband, nor fhould 
my inclination tranfgms the bounds which theurs pre- 
fcribed it. And therefore. Sir, with the fafety of my 
honour, though I facrificed my private fatis&^n, I 
•might freely l^fbw on you what you are now endea- 
vouring to obtain by force. I have faid all this, be- 
caufe 1 would not have you think, that any one, who 
is not my lawful huiband, (hall ever prevail on me. 

IF 
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If that be all you ftick at, moft beautiful Dorothea 
(for that is the name of this unhappy woman) faid the 
treacherous cavalier, lo ! here I give you my hand to 
be yours, and let the heavens, from which nothing is 
hid, and this image of bur lady you hav« here, be 
Witneffes to this truth. When Cardenio heard her call 
herfelf Dorothea, he fell again into his diibrder, and 
was thoroughly confirmed in his fiHl opinion : but he 
would not interrupt the ftory, being defurous to hear 
the event of what he partly knew already ; only he 
faid. What ! Madam, is your name Dorothea ? I have 
Jieard of one of the fame name, whofe misfortunes 
very much refemble yours. But proceed ; for fome 
time or o^er I may tell yon things, that will equally 
move ypur wonder and companion. Dorothea took 
notice of Cardenio'^ words, and of his ftrange tattered 
drefs, and defired him, if he knew any thing of her 
i^fiairs, to tell it prefently 5 for, if fortune.had left hfer 
imy thing that was good, it was the courage fhe had 
to bear any difafter whatever that might befal her, fe- 
cure in this, that none could poffibly happen, that 
could in the lead add to thoie fhe already endured. 
Madam, replied Cardenio^ I would not be the means 
of deflfoying that courage in you, by telling you what 
{ think, if what I imagine fhould be true ; and hi- 
therto there is no opportunity loft, nor is it of any im- 
portance that you fhould know it as yet. . Be that as it 
will, anfwercd Dorotheas I go on with my ffory. 
Don Fernando taking the image that flood in the room, 
and placing it for a witnefs of our efpoufals, with all 
the folemnity of vows and oaths, gave me his word to 
be my hufband ; although I warned him, before he had 
fdone, to confider well what he was about, and the un- 
eafinefs it muft needs give his father to fee him niar- 
ried to a farmer^s daughter, and his own vaffal ; and 
therefore be ought to beware left my beauty, fuch as 
it was, fhould blind him, fince that would not be a 
fufHcient excufe for his fault ; and, if he intended me 
toy good, I conjured him^ by the love he bore me^ 
that he would fufFer jtiy lot to fell equal to what ray 
^^mk could pretend to; for fuch di^roportionate 

matches 
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jnatches are fddom happy, or continae long in diat 
ftate of pleafure, with which they fet out. 

All thefe reafons Jierc recited, and many more which 
X do not remember, I th^n urged to him ; but they 
availed nothing towards making him defift from pro^ 
iecating his ddign ; juft as he, who never intends to 
pay, fticks at nothing in making a bargain. Upon 
that occaiion I reafoned thus with myfeff. Well ! I 
Ihall not be the firft, who by the way of marriage, has 
rifen from a low to an Jiigh condition, nor will Don 
Fernando be the £rft, whom beauty, or rather blind 
affedion, has induced to take a wife beneath his^ quality. 
Since then I neither make ^ new world, nor a new 
rcuftom, furely I may be allowed to accept this honouiv 
lAfhich fortune throws in my way, even though the in- 
jdination he fhews for me fhould laft no longer than 
the accompEfhment of his will j for, in fhort, in the 
£ght of god, I fhall be his wife. Befides, ihould I re< 
fciSt him w^^^ difdain, I fee him prepared to fet aiide 
all fenfe of duty, and to have rccourfe to vicAence ; 
jmd fo I fhall remain diflKmoured, and without excuie^ 
when I ara cenfured by thofe who do not know how , 
-innocently I came into this ihaiL Por what reafons 
can be fufiicient to perfuade my parents, and others, 
that this cavalier got into my apartment without my cMi- 
ient ? All thefe queftions and anfwers 1 revolved in x^j 
imagination in an inftant. But what principally inclined 
and drew me, thoughtlefsas I was, to my ruin, was, Don 
Fernando*^ oaths, the witncffes by which he fwore, the . 
tears he ihed, and, in fine, his genteel c^iriage and addrefs, 
which, together with the many tokens he gave me of un- 
feigned love, might have captiirated any hevt, though 
before as much difengaged, and as refervedasminewas. 
I called in my waiting-maid, to be a joint witnefs on 
earth with thofe in heaven.. Don Fsrnando repeated 
and confirmed his oaths. He attefled new faints, and 
imprecated a theufand curfes on himfelf, if he failed in 
the performance of his proraife. The tears, came again 
into hfs eyes ; he redoubled his fighs, and prefled me 
clofer between his arms, from which he had never 
once loo&d me. And with this and my i|UMd*s.goii)g 

again 
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again out of the room, I ceafed to be one, and he be-- 
came a finiihed traitor. 

The day, that fucceeded the night of my misfortune, 
came on, but not fo fail as, I bdieve, Don Femandi 
wiihed. For, after the accompliihment of our defires,. 
the greateft pleafure is to get awiay from the place of 
enjoyment. I iay this, becaufe Dqh Fernando made 
haile to leave me ; and, by the diligence of the fame 
maid, who had betrayed toe, was got into the ftreet 
before break of day. And, at parting, he faid,^ough 
not with the fame warmth and vehemency as at his 
coming, I might entirely depend upon his honour, 
and the truth and iincerity of his oaths : and, as a con*

luelBrom hb finger, and put it on mine. Jn ftiort, he 
went away, and I remained I know not whether iad 
or joyful : this I can truly iay, that I remained con- 
fufed and thoughtful, and almoil diftraQed at what had 
pafled ; and either I had no heart, or I forgot to chide 
my maid for the treachery ihe had been guilty of in 
^conveying Don Fernando into my chamber : for, in* 
deed, 1 had not yet determined with myfelf whether 
what had befallen me was to my good or harm. I 
told Don Fernando^ at parting, he might, if he plea> 
fed, iince I was now his own, fee me on other nights 
hy the fame method he had now taken, till he ihould 
be pleafed to publiih what was done to the world. 
But he came no more after the following night, nor 
could I get a fight of him in the ftreet, or at church,^ 
in above a month, though I ^ed myfelf with lookr 
ing after him in vain ; and though I knew he was in 
the town, and that he went sumoil every day to 
hunt, an cxercife he was very fond of. Thofe days, 
and thofe hours, I too well remember, were fad and 
diimal ones to me ; ioxy^j^tm I began to doubt, and 
at laft to diihdieve, the fidelity of Don Fernando. I 
remember too, that I then made my damfel hear thofe 
reproof for her prefumption, which fhe had efcaped 
bdPore. I was forced to fet a watch over my tears, 
and the air of my countenance, that I might avoid 
giving my parents occafion to enquire into the caufe of

my difcontent, and laying myfelf under the neceffity 
of inventing lyes to deceive them. But all this was 
foon put an end to by an accident, wliich bore down 
all refpeft and regard to my reputation, which depri- 
ved mc of dl patience, and expofed my moft fecret 
thoughts on the public ftage of the world : which 
was this. Some few days after, a report was fpread 
in the town, that Don Fernando was married, in a 
neighbouring city, to a young lady of furpafling beauty, 
and whofc parents were of confiderable quaGty, but 
not fo rich, that her dowry might make her afpire to 
fo noble an alliance. Her name, it was faid, was Lu' 
cinda^ and many ftranee things were reported to have 
happened at their wedding. 

Cardenio heard the name of Luanda^ but did no- 
thing more than fhrug up his fhoulders, bite his lips, 
arch his brows, and foon after let fall two ftreams of 
tears from his eyes. Dorothea did not, however, dif- 
continue her ftory, but went on, faying : This fad 
news foon reached my ears ; and my heart, inftead of 
being chilled at hearing it, was fo incenfed and inflamed 
with rage and anger, that I could fcarce forbear run- 
ning out into the ftreets, crying out and publiihing 
aloud, how bafely and treacheroufly I had been ufed. 
But this fury was moderated, for the prefent, by a

I immediately 
put up, in a pillow-cafe, a woman's drefs, with fome 
jewels and money, to provide againfl whatever might 
happen : and, in the dead of that very night, without 
letting my treacherous maid into the fecret, I left our

4one it. In two days and a half I arrived at the place, 
and, going into the town, I enquired where LucituU% 
faXhtx lived ; and the £rft perfon I addrefTed my felf to 
anfwered me more than I defired to hear. He told 
me whore I might find the houfe, and related to nse 
the whole ftory of what had happened at the yousg 
lady's wedding ; all which was fo public in the towo, 
that the people aflembled in every fbeet to talk of it 
He told me that, on the night Don Fernando wasmar- 
Tied 10 Lucinda^ after fhe had pronounced the 7>j, by 
^hich (he became his wedded wife, (he fell into a

them to underftand, that fhe defigned killing herfelf as 
ibon as the ceremony was ^ver, and contained like* 
Mrife her reafons for fo doing : all which, they fay, 
'was confirmed by a ponyard they found about her, in 
^ome part of her cloaths. Don Fernando, feeing aU 
this, and concluding himfelf deluded, mocked, an^ 
^efpifed by Lucinda, made at her, before fhe recover- 
^'from her fainting fit, and, with the fame ponyard 
diat was found, endeavoured to Hab her; and had cer- 
^inly done it, if her parents, and the reft of the com- 
|>any, had not prevented him. They laid farther, that 
Don Fernando immediately abfented himfelf and that 
Lncinda did not come to herfelf 'till the next day, 
when fhe confefTed to her parents, that the was really. 
5!rifc to the cavalier aforefaid. I learned mor^cover, it 
«va3/umpurfid tlmt CarMnh wasjprelientat theceremo' 
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^, and that, feeing her married, which he could ne* 
Ver have thought, he went out c£ the town in defpair^ 
leaving behind him a written paper, in which he fet 
forth at large the wrong Lucinda had done him, and 
kis refotntion of ^oing where human eyes ihould ntvet 
more behdid hi«i« All this was- public and Dotoriout 
over the town, and in every body's vmouth ; bat the 
talk encreaied, when it was known that Lucinda alfa 
was miffing from her father's houfe ; at which her pa^ 
rents were almoU diftraded, not knowing what meawi 
to ufe, in order to find her. This news rallied mf 
Scattered hopes^ and I was better pleaied not to find 
Don Firnandof than to have found him married, flat- 
tering myfelf, that the door to my reHef was not quke 
ihut $ and hoping that, pofiibly, heaven might have 
laid this impediment in the way of his fecond mar- 
riage, to reduce him to a fenfe of what he owed to 
the firft, and to make him refied, that he was a 
chriilian, and obliged to have more regard to his foul^ 
than to any worldly confiderations. All thefe things 
I revolved in my imagination, and, havine no real 
confolation, comforted myfelf with framing ^me faint 
and diHant hopes, in order to fupport a life I now 
abhor. 

Being then in the town, i^ithout knowing what to 
do with myfelf, fince I did not find Don Ttrnandoi I 
heard a public cryer promifing a great reward to any 
one who ihould find me, telling my age, and defcri- 
bing the viery garb I wore. And, as I heard, it was 
reported, that I was run away from my father's houfe 
wifh the young fellow that attended me : a things 
which ftruck me to the very foul, to fee how low my 
credit was funk ; as if it was not enough to iky that 
• I was gone oflF> but it muftbe added with whom, and 
he too a perfon fo much below me, and fo unworthy 
of my better incjinations, ' At the inftant I heard the 
ciyer, I went out 'of the town with my fervant^ who 
already began to difcover fome figns of fbiggering in 
^is promifed fidelity ; and that night we got intp the 
thickeft of this mountain, for fear of being found. 
Sttt, as it is commonly faid, that one evil calls upon

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another, and that the end of one difaller is the begin- 
ning of a greater, fo it befel me; for my good fer- 
vanty 'till then faithful and trufly, feeing me in this 
defert place, and incited by his own bafenefs rather 
than by any beauty of mine, refolved to lay hold of 
the opportunity this foiitude feemed to ^ord him;

And then, with inore nim- 
blenefs than could be expedted from my furprize and 
wearinefs, I entered into this defert mountain, with- 
out any ether thought or defign, than to hide myfelf 
kere from my father and others, who, by his order^ 
were in fearch after me. It is I know not how many 
months, -fince, with this dcfign, I came hither, where 
I met with a fhepherd, who took me for his fervant 
to a place in the very midft of thefe xocks. I ferved 
him all this time as a fhepherd*s boy, endeavouring to 
be always abroad in the field, the better to conceal 
my hair, which has now fo nnexpeftedly difcovered 
me. But all my care and folicitude were to no pur- 
pofe ; for my inafter came to difcover I was not a 
man, and the fame wicked thoughts (prung up in hb 
bre^, that had pofTeflcd my lervant. But, as for- 
tune does not always with the difficulty prefent the 
remedy, and as I had no rock nor precipice to rid me 
of the matter, as before of the fervant, I thought it 
more advifeable to leave him, an4 hide jnyfelf once 
more atnong thefe brakes and difFs, than to venture a 
trial of my fh-ength or dilTuafions with him. I fay 
:fhen, I again betook myfelf to thefe deferts, where, 
without moleflation, I might befeech heaven, with 
/ighs and tears, to have pity oa my difconfolate ilate,

IVhich treats of the heautiful Dorothea'/ difcretioftr 
nvttb other 'very ingeniout and entertaining parti- 
cularsi 

T'H rs, gentlemen* is*the true hiftory of my tra- 
gedy : fee now, and judge, whether you might 
not reafonably have expeded more iighs than thofe 
you have liftened to, more words than thofe you have 
heard, and more tears than have yet flowed from my 
«yes: and the quality of my misfortune confidered^ 
you will perceive that all counfel is in* vain, fmce a 
remedy is no where to* be found. AUJ defire of you 
is (what with eafe you can and ought to Ao\ that yoa 
would advife me where I may pafs my, life, without 
the continual dread and apprehenfion of being difco- 
vered by thofe, who are fearching after me ; for, 
though I know I may depend upon the great love of 
my parents towards me for a kind reception, yet fo 
great is the fhame that overwhelms me at the bare 
liiought of appearing before them not fuch as they 
cxpedled, that I choofe rather to banifli myfelf for 
ever from their fight, than to behold their face under 
die thought,, that they fee mine eflranged from that 
integrity,, they had good reafon to promife thcmfelvet 
from me. 

Here fhe held her peace, and her face was ovcr- 
fpread with fuch a colour, as plainly difcovered the 
concern and fhame of her foul. The hearers felt in 
theirs no lefs pity than admiration at her misfortune*. 
The prieft was juft going to adminifter to her fome 
prefent comfort arid' counfel : but Gardenia prevented 
him, faymg : It feems then. Madam, you arc the 
F 3 beautiful 
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)>eaiitiful Doroibea, only daughter W the rich €1^^

flate you are in, have brought to the pafs you fee, to 
be thus ragged, naked, deilitute of aU human com- 
iort, and, what is worft of all, deiprived of reaiba j 
lor I enjoy it only when heaven is pleaied to befU>w k 
on me for fome fhort interval I, Dorothea^ am he^ 
«rho was an eye-witnefs of the ^x^ong Don Fernando did 
jne ; he, who waited to hear the fatal Tes^ by'^which 
Lucintfa confirmed herfelf his wife. I am he, wh^ 
had not the courage to flay, and fee what would be 
the confequence of her fwooning, nor what followed 
Ac difcoveiy of the paper in her bofom : for my fool 
could not bear fuch accumulated misfortunes; and 
therefore I abandoned the hou& atd my patience to- 
gether ; and, leaving a letter with my hoil, whom i 
entreated to deliver it into Luanda s own hands, I be- 
took myfelf to thefe folitudes, with a refolution of 
ending here my life, which, from that moment^ I ah> 
horred as my mortal enemy* But fate would not de- 
prive me of it, contenting Jtfelf with depriving me of 
my fenfes, perhaps to preferve me for the good for* 
tune I have had in meeting with you ; and^ as I have 
no reafon to doubt of the truth of what you have re- 
lated, heaven, peradventure, may have referved us 
both for a better iffue out of our misfortunes th^ we 
think.

to each of us our own, fince it is not yet alienated^ 
nor paft recovery. And* fince wa have this confo- 
lation, not arifing from very diiUnt hopes, nor founded 
in extravagant conceits, I intreat you, madam, toen« 
tertain other refolutions in your honourable thoughts, 
as I intend to do iii mine, preparing yourfelf to exve€t 
better fortune. For I fwear to you, upon the faitn of 
a cavalier and a chridian, not to forfakeyou, till I fee 
you in poffeffion of Don Fernando, and, if I cannot, bjr 
fair means, perfuade him to acknowledge what he owes 
to you, then to take the liberty, allowed me as a gen- 
tleman, of calling him to an account with my fwonl 
for the wnmg he has done vou, without refledHng on 
the ii^uries done to myfelf, the revenge of which I 
leave to heaven, that I may the fooner ^drefs youn on 
earth. 

Dorothea was quite amazed at what Cardinio (aid 1 
and, not knowing what thanks to return him for fuq)» 
great and generous ofl^rs, ihe would have thrown her- 
felf at his feet, to have kified them ; but Cardinio 
would by no means fuffer her. The licenciate an-* 
fwered for them both, and approved of Cardenio'i ge- 
nerous refolution, and, above all things, befought smd 
advifed them to go- with him to his vilkge, where th^ 
might fumifh themfelves with whatever they wantea» 
and there confult how to find Don Fernando, or to cany 
back Dorothea to her parents, or do whatever they 
thonght moil expedient.

He then recounted to Cardenio and Dorothea what 
they had contrived for Don S^uixoti^ cure, or at leaft 
for decoying him to his own houfc.

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ner, that (he had all the appearance of a rich and great 
lady. All thefe, and more, fhe faid, fhe had brought 
from home^ to provide againft what might happen; but 
till then fhe had had no occaiion to ma^e ufe of them.

Thb 
beautiful lady, intxi^- Sancho^ anfwered the prieft, is,

I repeat it, that 1 grant your re^ 
dueft, aRfwerea Don ^ixott ; and therefore, lady,,

Z>^» ^ixoti to the deviL However, he was fc fi-ighfe- 
«d, that he tumbled to the ground, with> fo< little heed 
of bis beard, that it fell on r and, perceiving himfelT 
'Without it, he had no othei; ihift but to> caver his face 
'with both hands, and to cry out that his jaw-bone was 
broke. Don ^ix^te, feeing that bundle of a beard» 
«athoat jaws, and without blood, lying at a diftance 
from the face of the fallen fquire, {aid : As god fhalL 
ikve me, this is very wonderful ! no barber could have 
ihaved oS his beard more clean and fmooth. The 
pdrieft, who faw the danger their proj.ed was in of being 
difcovered, immediately picked up the beard, and 
ran with it ta mafter Nicholas^ who ftill lay bemoaning 
Jiimfelf I and holding his head clofe to his breaft, at

and in this he told the truth; for it never entered into 
my hi^ to many this giant, nor any other, though 
never fo huge and unmeaiurable. My father faid alfo, 
that, after his death, when I fhould £nd Pandafiland^, 
begin to invade my kmgdom, he advifed me not to 
ftay to make any defence, for that would be^y ruin ; 
but, if I would avoid .death, and prevent the total de^

Don ^ixote^ you would fay,^ Madam, quoth 
Sane bo Pa»fa^ or, as others call hinx^^ the knight cf the 
fortonvful figurti You are in the right, (sdd Dorotbia* 
He faid farther, that he was to be tadl and thin-vifased, 
and, that, on his right fide, under the left fhoulder, 
or thereabouts, he was to have a grey mole with hairs 
like briflles. 

Don !^ixou, hearing this, faid to his fquire : Here, 
fon Sancbc, help me to fb-ip : I would know whether I 
am the knight prophefied of by that wife king^ Why 

would 
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would you pull off your cloaths. Sir? faid Dorothea. 

, To fee whether I have the mole your father fpoke of, 
anfwered Don fixate. You need not ftrip, faid ^ancho j 
I know you have a mole with thofe fame marks on the 
ridge of your back, which is a fign of being a ftrong 

man. It is enough, faid Dorothea ; for, among friends, 
*we muft not (land upon trifles ; and whether it be on 
the ihoulder, or the back-bone, imports little ; it is 
fuiHcient that there is a mole, let it be where it will, 
fii^e it is all the fame flefh : and doubtlefs my good 
Either hit right in every thing, and I have not aimed 
amifs in recommending myfelf to Signor Don ^ixott\ ^ 
for he muft be the knight of whom my father 
fpoke, fince the features of his face correfpond ex- 
adly with the great fame he has acquired, not 
only in Sfain^ but in all la Mane ha * ; for I was 
haiily landed in OJfuna^ before I 'heard fo many ex- 
ploits of his recounted, that my mind immediately gave 
me, that he muft be the very perfon I came to leek. 
Bat, dear madam, how came you to land ?xOJJuna? 
aidwered Don ^ixotey fince it is no fea-port town. 
But, before Dorothea could reply, the prieft, interpo- 
fing, faid; doubtlefs the princefs meant to fay, that, af- 
ter (he had landed at Malaga, the firit place where (he 
heard news of your worfhip, was OJfuna, That was 
my meaning, faid Dorothea. It is very likely, quoth 
the prieft ; pleafe your majefty to proceed.

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him ; which ihatl be only where he may have a £g^ 
of Pandafilando of the gloomy figbi ^ that he may flay 
him, and reftore to me what is fo unguilty uibrped from 
me : for all this is to come about with the greateil eafe,, 
according to the prophecy of the^^i/^ ^inatrio^ my 
^ood father ; who, moreover, left it written in Chal- 
dean^ or Greek (for I cannot read them) that, if this 
loiight of the prophecy, after he has cut off the giant** 
head, fliould have a mind to marry me, I fhould un^ 
mediately fubmit to be his lawful wife, without any re- 
ply, and give him po(re£ion of my kingdom, together 
with my perfbn. 

What think you now, friend Satuho F quoth Dom 
Quixote : do you not hear what paffes ? did not I tell 
yon fo ? fee whether we have not now a kingdom to 
command, and a queen to marry? I fwear it is fo^ 
quoth Sanchoy and pox take him for a fon of a whore, 
who will not marry as foon as Signor Pandafilando''^ 
weafbn is cut. About it then : her majefty^s a daimy 
bit ; I wifh all the fleas in my bed were no worfe* 
And fo faying, he cut a couple of capers in the air, with 
figns of very great joy ; and prefently, laying hold of 
the reins of Dorothea^ mule, and making her Hop, he 
fell down upon his knees before her, befeeching her to 
£ive him her hand to kifs, in token that he acknow- 
fcdged her for his queen and mit^refs. Which of the 
by-flanders could forbear laughing to fee the madnds 
of the mafter and the iimplicity of the man ? In ihort^ 
Dorothea held out her iiand to him, and promifed him 
to make him a great lord in her kingdom, when hea- 
ven (houU be fo propitious, as to put her again in pof- 
feflion of it. Sancho returned her thanks in fuch expcef^ 
fions, as fet t]^^ company a^ain a laughing. 

This, gentlemen, continued Dorothea^ is my hiHo- 
ly ; it remains only to tell you, that, of all the attend- 
ants J brought with me out of my kingdom, I have 
none left but this honeft fquire with the long beard i 
for the reft were all drowned in a vi<^ent ftoran,. which 
overtook us in fight of the port. He and I got aihore 
on a couple of planks, as it ^ere by miracle ; fo that 
the whole progrefs of my life is all mitacle and m^ftery^ 
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isyoa may have obferved. And if I have exceeded in

you, and I fwear to bear you company to the end o£ 
the world, till I come to grapple with that fierce enemy 
of yours, whofe proud head 1 intend, with the help of 
god, and of this my arm, to cut off, with the edge 
of this (I will not fay good) fword j thanks to Gtnes d$ 
FaJfamonUy who carried off my own *. This he mut- 
tered between his teeth, and went on faying ; And, after 
having cut it off, and put you into peaceable poiTefiion 
of your dominions, it fliall be left to your own will to 
difpofe of your perfon as you fhall think proper 5 fince, 
while my memory is taken up, my will inthralled, and 

my underftanding fubjeded to her I fay no more, 

it is impoffible 1 ftiould prevail upon myfelf fo much as 
to think of marrying, though it were a phoenix. 

What Don ^ixote faid lall, about not marrying, was 
fo difpleafing to Sane ho, that, in a great fury, he faid, 
xaifmg his voice : I vow and fwear, Signor Don ^ix- 
0U9 your worfhip cannot be in your right fenfes : how 
>^fe is it poffiblc you fhould fcruple to marry fo high a 
princefs as this lady is ? Think you fortune is to offer 
you, at every turn, fuch good luck as (he now offct&? 
Is my lady DuUinea, think you, more beautiful ? No, 
indeed, not by half; nay, I could almoft fay, fhe is not 
worthy to tie this lady's Ihoe-ftring, I am like, indeed, 
to get the earldom I expeft, if your worihip ftand* 
^ing for muihrooms in the bottom of the fea. Marry, 
marry out of hand, in the devils name, and take this 
kingdom that is ready to drop into^ your mouth ; and,^ 
when you are a king, make me' a marquis or a lord-

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Bcutenant, and then the devil take all the reft if he will. 
Don ^ixotey hearing fuch blafphemies againll his lady 
Du/ctnea, could not bear it, and lifting up his launce, 
without fpeaking a word to Sancbo, or giving him the 
Icaft warning *, gave him two fuch blows, that he laid 
him flat on the ground ; and, had not Dorothea called 
out to him to hold his hand, doubtlefs he had killed him 
there upon the fpot. -Think you, faid he to him, af- 
ter fome paufe, pitiful fcoundrel, that I am always to 
iland with my hands in my pockets, and that there is 
nothing to be done but tranfgreffing on your fide, and 
pardoning on mine ? never think it, you excommuni- 
cated varlet ; for lo you are without doubt, fince you 
have dared to fpeak Ul of the peerlefs DuUinea* And 
do you not know, ruftic, flave, beggar, that, - were it 
not for the force fhe infufes into my arm, I fhould 
not have enough to kill a flea ? Tell me, envenomed 
icoffer, who, think you, has gained this kingdom, and 
cut off the head of this giant, and made you a mar- 
quis (for all this I look upon as already done) but the 
valour of Duicinea^ employing my arm as the inftru- 
ment of her exploits ? fhe fights in me, and overcomes 
in me ; and in her I live and breathe, and of her I 
hold my life and being. O whorefon villain ! what 
ingratitude, when you fee yourfelf exalted from the 
di3l of the earth to the title of a lord, to make fo 
bafe a return for fo great a benefit, as to fpeak con- 
temptuoufly of the hand that raifed you ! ^ancho was 
not fo much hurt, but he heard all his mafler faid to 
him ; and, getting up pretty nimbly, he ran behind 
Dorothea's palfrey, and from thence faid to his ma- 
iler: Pray, Sjr, tell me, if you are refolved not to 
marry this princefs, it is plain the kingdom will not 
be yours, and then'what favours will you be able to 
beftowonme? This is what I complain of Marry 
her. Sir, once for all, now we have her, as it were, 
rained down upon us from heaven, and afterwards you 
may converfe with my lady Dukima j for, I think, it 
i% no new thing for kings to keep mifles. As to the

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matter of boauty, I have nothing tohy to tUsfiX s for, 
if 1 mufi fpeak the truth, I really^ think them both very

How I never (aw her, blafphemou6 traitor ! faid Don 
^txote .* have you not joft brought me a meflage 
from her ? I fay^ I did not fee her fo teifurely> faid 
ZaMcho\ as to take particular notice of her beauty^ 
and her features, piece by piece ; but ihe looks well 
enough at a bluih. Now I excufe you, iaid Den 
^ixotir and pardon me the difpleafure I have givea- 
you ; for the £rft motions are nqt in our own power. 
I have fouFkd it {o, anfwered Sancho ; and fo, in me^ 
the defire of talking is always a firft motion, and I . 
cannot forbear uttering, for once at leaft, whatever 
coAies to my tongue's end. For all that, quoth Den 
^ixotiy take heed, Suntbo^ what It is you utter; for 
the pitcher goes fo often to the wel l - ■■! fay no more. 
Well then, anfwered Sancho^ god is in heaven, who 
fees all guiles, and ihall be jud^ who does mod harm, 
I^ in not fpeaking wdl, or your worihip in not doing 
fo. Let there be nd more of this, (aid Dorttbea i 
roa. Sandfly and Idis your mailer's hand, and dk him 
fbrgivene^ ; and henceforward go more warily to work 
with your praifes and difpraiies ; and fpeak no ill of 
that lady Tohofo^ whom I do not know any otherwife 
than as I am her humble fervant; and pufyour truft 
in god, for there will not be wanting an eftate for you 
to live upon like a prince. Sancho went hanging bis 
head, and begged his mafter's hand, which he gave 
himr with great gravity ; and, when he had kifTed it, 
D^H ^ix9U gave Sancho his blefiing, and told him he 
would have him ge( on a little before, for he had 
fome queftions to put to him, and wanted to talk with 
him about fome matters of great confequence. San" 
chodid fo ; and, when they were got a littlie before 
the reft.

Becauie, replied San- 
tbo^ the blows you were pleafed to beftow on me, 
even now, Vere rather on account of ihe quarrel the . 
devil raifed between us the other night, than for what I 
laid againft my lady DuiciHea^ whofla I love and reve- 
rence, like any relic (though fhe be not one) only at 
ihe belongs to your worfhip. No more of thefe dif- 
courfes, Sancho, on your Mc, tud Don Quixote ; for 
they ofiend me -: I rorgave you before, and you know . 
ahe common faying. Tor a ntnjiffin m m^w penance. 

While they were thus talking, they faw coming along . * 
the fame road, in which th^ were going, a man ri- ^ 
ding upon an ais ; and, when he came near, he feemed 
to be a gypfy : but Sancho Pan^a, who, wherever 
lie faw an afs, had his eyes and his foul iixed there,, 
had fcarcefeen the man when he knew him to be Gines 
de FaffamonHy and, by the due of the gypfy, found .

tkig afide the fdlies this honeft gentleman utters 'v\ 
every thing relating to his madnefs, he can difcourfe 
very fenfibly upon other points, and fcfems to have a 
dear and fettled judgment in all things ; infomuch that, 
if you do not touch him upon the fubje^t of chivalries^ 
yoa would never fufpedt but that he had a found under- ^ 
ftanding. 

While the vtSt w«nt <m in this converfotion, "Bon 
^mxott poceeded in his, and (aid to Sane ho ; friend

of beaaty doing ? Without doubt, you found her ftring-

She laughed heartily^ when I told her how 
you called y^urfelf tht knight oftht forronAjful figure » 
J aiked her whether the Bi/caimr of t' other day had 
i>een there with her : (he told me, he had/ and that 
be was a- veiy honeft fellow * : ^ I aiked her alfb after 
tiie galley-ilaves ; but fhe told me fhe had not yet feen 
any of them. AU goes wdl, as yet, faid Don ^uixottm 
Hut tell me, what jewel did- fhe give you at your de- 
parture, for the news you had brought h*^ of me ? 
JFor it is an ufual and ancient cuflom among knights^ 
atid ladies-errant,^ to beflow fiame rich jewels on the 
Squires, damfels^ or dwarft, who bring them news of

BiiC tbig i& no negligence in oar author, but rather a fine ftroke of' 
humour, as it fupporet Sancbo foKlroogly poflHTed with the tiiongh^ . 
that he does not difiiogQiA. whether hi had faid it to his mailer^ cf' 
Id juaifcif oolj* 
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knees before her, and declare they come from you to 
pay their obeyfance to her, how can yoiur mutual ia^ 
clliiations be a ftcret ? How dull and fooliAi you are! 
-laid JDott fixate. You perceive not, Sanchy that all 
.tills redouMs the more to her exaltation. For, youk 
jauil know, that, in this our ilyle of chivaify, it is a 
great honour for a lady to have many knights-erran^ 
i^ho ferve her merely for her own fake, without expec-

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liiilory of the grand captain Gftfol^ Hernandez of 
Cwrtlouat with the 1^ of Diewo Garcim de P^redes. 
When the prieft had read the titles of the two ktk, he 
turned about t» the barber, and iaid : We want here 
our friend's houfe-k^per mi niece.

I4. is true, replied the inn-4ceepeiri but if you intend 
to bum any^, let it be this of ^e Grand Captahir and 
diis of jyiego de Garcia ; lor I will focmer let you 
bum one or my children, than, either of the others. 
Dear brother, faid the prieft, thefe two books are 
great lyars, and fiill of extravagant and foolifh con* 
ceils ; and this of the Grand Captain is a true hidory, 
and contains the exploits of G^nfalo Hernandex of 
Ccrdena, who, for his many and'.biave adions, dder- 
Vfd to be called by all the world the Grand Captain i 
a name renowned and illoftmas,^ and merited by him 
alone. As for Diego Garcia de Paredety he was a 
gentleman of note, bom in the town of TruxiJJo in 
£firemadnra, a very brave foldier, and of fuch great 
natural ftrength, that he could ftop a mill-wheel^ in 
its greateft rapkiity, with a fingle finger ; and, being 
once pofted with a tworhanded fword at the entrance 
upon a Inridge, he repelled a prodigious army, and 
prevented their paflage over- it. And he performed 
other fuch things, that if,* ihfi^ead of being related by^ 
himfelf, with the modefty of a cavalier who is his' 
own hiilorian, they had been written by fome other 
difpaffionate and unprejudiised author, they woald have 
ecbpfed the adions of the HeBors, /iehiUefesy and Or- 
iandos, Perfuade my grandmother to that, quoth the 
inn-keeper J do but &c what it is he wonders at, 
the (lopping of a mill-wheel ! before god your wor- 
&lp ih^ttld have read, what I have read, concerning

Httle puppet- friars ♦. At another thnc he encountered 
a, very great and powerful army, confiiling of above 
a xnlifbn and fix hundred thoufand foldiers, all armed 
from head to foot, and defeated them all, as if they 
had been a flock of fheep. But what will y0n (ay oF 
the good Don CirongiHo of Thrace^ who was fo ftout 
and yaliant, as you may fee in the book, wherein is 
related, that, as he was failing on; a river, a fiery fer- 
pent appeared above water ; and he,, as foon as he 
iaw it, threw hhnfelf upon it, and, getting aftride up- 
on its fcaly (houlders, fqueezed its throat with both 
bis hands, with fo much forces 4hat the ferpent, find- 
li^ itfelf in danger of being choaked, had no other 
remedy, but ta let itfdf fimc to the bottom of the ri- 
ver, carrying along with him the knight, who woukL 
not quit his hold : and, when they were got to the 
bottom, he found himfelf in a fine palace, and in fa 
pretty a garden, that it was wonderful j and prefcndy 
the ferpent turned to a venerable old man, who faid 
fo many things to him, that the like was nevei" heard.. 
Therefore, pray, fay no more. Sir j for, if you were: 
but to hear aH this» you would runmad with pleafure. 
A fig for the Grand Captain^ and ifor that Diego^ Gof* 
cia you fpeak of. 

Dorothea^ hearing this^ faid foftly to Cardeni$ ^: 
Oor landlord^ wants out little to make the fecond part 
of Don ^ixote. I think fo too,^ anfwered Cardenioi 
for. according to the indications he gives,, he takes 
all t^at is related in thefe books for gofpel; and nei- 
ther \more nor lefs than matters of fad 5 and the bare- 
footed friars themfelves could^ not make him believe 
edierwife. Look you, brother j faid theprieft 5 there 
never was in the world fuch a. man as telixmartt Of 

^ Chi'dren xnSfaitty we are toli^, make puppets refembling friart 
out of bean cods by' breaking as much of the upper end as difcovera 
part of the firft bean, wbidi is to reprefent the bald head, and Itt- 
%n\ the bcoken cod hang back like a.cowi«. 
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Hyreania^ waDonCirotmUeoiJhrafff nor any other 
kiughtSy fuch as the books of chivalry mention : for 
141 is but the contrivance and mvention of idle wits, 
who compofed them for the purpofe of whileing away 
time, as yon fee your reapers do in reading them ; for 
1 vow and fwear to you, there never were ai|^ fuch 
knights in the world, nor did fu^ch fblts, or emava- 
gant things, ever happen in it. To another dog with 
this bone, anfwered the hoft ; as if I did not know 
how many make five, nor where my own fhoe pinches : 
do not think. Sir, to feed me with ^ap ; for, before 
god, I am no fuckling. A good jcft indeed, that 
your worfhip fhould endeavour to make me believe, 
that all the on^tents of thefe good books are lyes and 
. extravagancies, being printed with tberlicence of the 
Jcing's privy-council ; as if they were people tl^t 
iwould allow the impreflion of fuch a pack of lyes, 
.battles^ and enchantments, as are enough to make 
one diffarafted^ I have already told you, n-iend, ref^i* 
cd the prieft, that it is done for the amdement 
of our idle thoughts: and as in all well-inftitutrd 
commonwealths, the games of chefs, tennis, and biK 
liards, are permitted for the entertaino^ent of thde 
who have nothing to do, .and who ought not, or can- 
not work ; for the fame reafon they permit fuch books 
to be written and prmtecL prefummg, as they well 
may, that nobody can be 10 ignorant as to take them 
for true hiilories. And, if it were proper at this time, 
and my hearers required it, I could lay down fu^ 
rules for the compofing books of chivdiy, as fhould* 
perhaps, make them agreeable, and even ufeful to 
many perfons : but I hope the time will come that I 
may communicate this defign to thofe who c^ ren^- 
dy it J and, in the ipean while, Signor inn -keeper, 
believe what I have ^old you, and here take your 
books, and fettle the point, whether they contain truths 
or lyes, as you pleafe ; and much good may do you 
with them, and god g^^ntyou do not halt on the f^e 
foot your gueft Don ^ixoie does. Not fo, anfwered 
the mn-keepcr, I fhall not be fb mad as to turn kni^t- 
errant ; for I know very wciU that times are altered 

fince 
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ft\ce thoTe famous knights-errant wandered about th« 
world. 

Sancho came in about the middle of this conveHa- 
tion, and was much confounded, and very penfive, at 
vAi2Lt he heard faid, that knights- errant were not now 
in faih^, and that all books of chivalry were meer 
lyes and fooleries ; and he refolved widi himfelf to 
wait the event of diis expedition of his mailer's ; and, 
if it did not fucceed as happily as he expected, he de- 
termined to leave him, and return home to his wife^ 
and children, and to his accuftomed labour. 

The inn-keeper was carrying away the cloak-bag 
and the books ; but the priefl (aid to him : Pray fbtyy 
for I would fee what papers thofc are that are written 
in fo fair a charader. The hoft took them out, and 
having given them to him to read, he found about 
dght (heets in manufcript, and at the beginning a large 
title, which was, The Novel of the Curioms Imfiritneni.- 
Hie prieft read three or four lines to himfelf, and faid : 
Hu truth I do not dillike the title of this novel, and 
I have a mind to read it all.

CHAP. VI. 

In, luhicb is recited The Novel of the Curious 
Impertinent ♦. 

IN fhrence^ a rich and famous city of Ualy^ in the" 
province called Tufcany, lived An/elmo and Lotba- 
riof two gentlemen of fortune and quality, and fuch 
great friends, that all who knew them ftiled them, bjr 
way of eminence and diilin6Uon, the tijuo friends.

mony, that no pendulum clock kept fuch exad time. 
Jnfeltko fell defperately in love with a beautifal young 
lady of condition in the fame city, called Camil" 
la^ daughter of fu^ good parents,, and herfelf fo 
good, that he refolved, (with the approbation of his 
mend Lothario^ without wh^no lie did nothing^ to de*

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mand^her of her fatiier in marriage ; which he accordf 
ingly dicL It was Lothario^ who carried the meflage ; 
'land it was he, who concluded the match, fo much to the 
good liking of his friend, that, in a little time, he found 
himfelf in the poiTeffion of what he deiired, and Camii-^ 
. la {o fatisfied with having obtained Jnjelmt for her hof- 
band, that Ihe ceafed not to give thanks to heav^n, and 
to Lothario, by whofe means fuch great good fortune 
had befallen her. For fome days after the wedding, 
days ufually dedicated to mirth, Lothario frequented 
his friend Anfelmo*s houfe as he was wont to do, fbiv- 
ing* to honour, pleafe, and entertain him to the utmoft 
$f his power : but the* nuptial feafon being over, and 
coi^pliments of congratulation at an end, Lothario be- 
gan to remit the mquency of his vifits to Anfelmo^ 
thinking, as all difcreet men fhould, that one ought not 
to viiit and frequent the houfes of one*s friends, whm 
married, in the fame manner as when they were batche- 
lors. For, though true and real friendlhip neither can 
nor ought to be fufpicious in any thing, yet fo nice is 
the honour of a married man, that it is thought it may 
iv^x even by a brother, and much more by a friend*. 
jin/iimo took notice of Lothario^ remiifiiefs, and com- 
plained gr^y of it, telling him, that, had he fufpeft- 
ed, that his b^ing married would have been the occaiiott 
of their not converfing together as formerly, he would ' 
never have done it ; and lince, by the entire harmony 
between them, while both batchelors, they had acquir- 
ed fb fweet a name as that of the two friends j he de- 
fired he would not fulFer fo honourable and fo pleafing 
a title to be loft, by overa£ling the cautious part ; 
and therefore he befoeched him (if fuch a term might 
be ufed betwieen them) to return, and be mafter of his 
houfe, and come and go as heretofore ; aiTuring him, 
that his wife Camilla £id no other pkafure, or will, 
than what he defired (he fhould have j and that, know- 
ing how fincerely and ardently they loved each other, 
ihe was much furprized to find him fi> ib^. To all

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thefe, and many otHer reafons, which Anfelmo urged to 
Lothario^ to perfuade him to ufe his houfe as before, 
Lothario replied with to much prudence, difcretion, 
and judgment, that Anfehno relied fatisfied with the 
good intention of his friend ; and they agreed, that 
two days in a week, befides holidays, Lothario fhould 
come arid dine with him : and, though this was con- 
certed between them two, Lothario refolved to do what 
helhould think moft for the honour of his friend,who(e 
reputation was dearer to him than his own. He faid, 
and he faid right, that the married man^ on whom hea- 
ven has beftowed a beautiful wife, fhould be as careful 
what men he brin9;s home to his houfe, as what female 
friends (he converfes with abroad ; for that, which can- 
not be done, nor concerted, in the markets, at churches, 
at public (hews, or affembhes (things, which hufbands 
snuft not always deny their wives), may be concerted 
and brought about at the houfe of a fhe-friend or rela- 
tion, of whom we are moft fecure. Lethario* faid alio, 
that a married man ftood in need of (bme friend to ad- 
verdfe him of any miftakes in his condud ; for it often 
happens, that the fondnefs a man has at firil for his wife 
makes him either not take notice, or not tell her, for 
fear of offending her, that fhe ought to do, or avoid 
• doing, fome things, the doing, or not doing, whereof 
may refled honour or difgrace ; all which might eafi- 
ly be remedied by the timely admonition of a friend. 
But where fhall we find a friend fb difcreet, fo faithful, 
and iincere, as Lothario here feems to require ? indeed 
I* cannot tell, unlefs in Lothario himfelfi who, with the 
utmoil diligence and attention, watched over the ho- 
nour of his friend, and contrived to retrench -)-, cut 
Ihort, and abridge the number of vifiting-days agreed 
upon, lefl the idle vulgar, and prying malicious eyes, 
ihould cenfure the free accefs of a young and rich ca- 
valier, ■ fo well born, and of fuch accomplifhments, 
as he could not but be confcious to himfelf he Vas

And thus 
the time pafied on in complaints on the one hand, and 
•excufes on the other. 

Now it fell out one day, as they two weire waiting 
in a Bfie^w without the city, Anfelmo addreiled! Lo- 
thario in words to this efFed. I know very well» 
iriend Latbario^ I , c^ never be tiiankful enoug)i to 
^od for the ble£ings he has bellowed upon me, £ft In 
making me the fon of iuch parents as mine were, and 
giving me with fo liberal a hand what men call the 
^oods of nature and fortune ; and efpecially in having 
^iven me fuch a friend as yourfelf, and fuch a wife as 
Camilla ; two jewels, which, if I , value not as high ^ £ 
ought, I value, at leafl, as high as tamable, Tet, no(- 
'withibnding all thefe advan^agesj, yuhich ufua]ly are fuf- 
£cient to make men live cpntented, I Uve the moft uneaiy 
^and diiTatisfied nun in the whole world ; having been for 
ibme time nail harrafTed and opprefTed with a defire, fo 
^ange, ana fo ^uch out of the common track of other 
soen, that I wonder at myfelf» and blame and rebuke 
ciyieif for it when I am ajone, endeavouring to, ftifle 
•and conceal it even from my own thoughts : and yet I 
iiay^e fucceeded no better in my ende^avours to Hifle and 
conceal it, than if I had made it my bufmeis to publiih 
it to aU the wofld. And ftnce, in ihojt, it muft one day 
^reak out, I, would fain have it lodged in the ar- 
<:hives of your breaft ; not -doubting but that, through 
your fecrccy, and friendly appUca,tion to relieve me, 
J flail fooa be freed from the vexation it gives me, 
■and that by your diligence, my joy will rife to as 
Jugli a pltcl},^ as my difgontent has done by my own 
ff9tty. Ilathfirrs was in great fufpence at ^nfeimo*^ 
(di^oufic^ .^d finable to guefs at what he aimed by fd 
tedious a preparation aiid preiamble ; and though he 

V«L, U, o .^ ,. , a revolved 
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levolvcd fn his hnagjnttibn ^what defire it could be 
'that gave His friend fb much djfturbance, lie ftill ihot 
wide of, thy truth : and, to be quickly rid of the pcr- 
T)tcxity into which this fufpence threw him^ he (aid te 
himt that it was doing a notorious injury to their great 
iriendfhip to feek for round-about ways to acquaint 
him with his moft hidden thoughts, fince he might de- 
pend upon him, either for advice or affiftance in yAol 
concerned them. It is very true, anfwered jtn/elm', 
^and in this confidence I give ,you to underfhmd, £iend 
Lothario^ that the thing whibh difquieu mc is a dcfire 
to know, whether my wife Camilla be as good and 
as perfedl as I imagine her to be ; and I cannot be 
thoroughly informed of this truth, but by ^ying her 
in fuch a manner, that the proof may manifeft the 
perfe^on of her goodnefs, as fire does that of goM. 
For it is my opinion, my friend, that a woman is ho- 
neft only fo far as fhe is,or is not, courted and follidt- 
ed * : and that (he alone is reaily chafle, who has not 
yielded U> the force of jjromifes, prcfents, and tean, 
nor to the continual foUicitations ofimportunat* lovers. 
Fdr, What thanks, faid he, to a woman for being vir- 
tuous, when no body Jperfuadcs her to beotheiwife? 
whatniighty matter it fhe be referved and cautious, 
who has no opportunity given her of going affaay, and 
Icnows fhe has a hulband, who, the firft time he catches 
her tranfgr'effing, will be fure to take away her life? 

'The wpnl^n, therefore, who is honeft out of fear, or 
for waftt of opportuility, I'fhall not hold in the fame 
degree of efteem with her, who, after foUicitation and 
importunity, comes off with the crown of vidoiy. 

"So that for thcfe reafons, and for many more I could 
affign infupport d'my o|5inion, my defire h^ that my 
wife Camilla may jpafs through thefe tryals, and be 
purified and refined in the fire of courtfhip and foUici- 
tation, and that by fome perfon worthy of placing his 
defires'on her : and if 'flie comes cff from this conflid, 
as I believe fhe will, with the palm' of viftory, I ihafl 

\applaud jfiy matchlefs fortune : 1 ihall then have 4 to

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(ay, that I have attained the utmoft of my wiHies, 
and may fafely boafl^ that the virtuous woman is M* 
len to my lot, of whom the wife man fays, fTJI^o cam 
fnd her ? And if the reverfe of all this ftrould happen, 
the fatisfadion of being confinned in my opinion will 
enable me to bear, without regret, the trouble fo cbil« 
\y an experiment may reafonably give me. And, a* 
nothing you can urge againft my deiign can be of TBKf 
avail towards Jbindeiing me from putting it in execu* 
tion, I would have you, my friend Lothario^ difpof* 
yourfelf to be the inftrument of performing this work 
of my fancy ; and I will give you opportunity to do 
it, and you fhall want for no means that I can think 
neceflary towards gaining upon a modefb, virtuous* 
referved, and diiintereiled woman. And^ among other 
reafons, which induce me to truft this m'ce a^ur to 
your management, one is, my being certain, that, if 
CiMw/7/<7 ihould be overcome, you will not pufh th« 
vidtory to the laft extremity, but only account that for 
done, which, for good reafons, ought not to be done t 
and thus I fhall be wrcmgled only in the intention, and 
^e injury will remain hid in the virtue of your fiknce» 
which, in what concerns me, will, I am aiTured, be 
eternal as that of death. Therefojpe, if you would 
have me enjoy a life that deierves to be called. fuch, 
you m\i£t immediately entM upcm this amorous com- 
bat not languidly and lazily, but with all tht fervour 
and diligence my deiign requires, and with the con- 
.fidence our frieminiip afTures me of. ' 

This was what Anfslmo faid toLotbarioi^ to all which 
Jie was fp attentive, that, excepting what ht is already 
xn^ttioned to have faid, he opened not , his lips ^till 
his friend had done : but now, pjo-ceiving that he was 
iilent, after he had gazed at him eameftly for fome 
time, as if . he had b^eLlPOlung.af fonaathing he.had 
never feen before, and which occafioned in. him won- 
der and amazement, he faid to him : I caovot pei-fnide 
jnyfclf, intxA AnfiJmo^ but that what you have .been 
faying to me is all in jeft j for, had I thoi^h^you in 
.earned, . I.wdoldnothave: fjifFered yo»» to proceed fo 
far 5 aiid, by not Uftsning to ypu, Ifliould hgve pi^-

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▼ented your tedious harangue. I cannot but think, 
either that you do not know me, or that I do not 
know you. But no : I well know that you are An- 
filnf^ and you know that I am Lothario : the mifchief 
J3, that I think you are not the Anfelmo you ufed to be, 
and you muft imagine I am not that Lothario I ought 
to be : /or neither is what you have {aid to me be- 
coming that friend of mine, Anfelmo ; nor is what you 
require of me to be afked of that Lothario whom yoa 
Icnow^ For true friends ought to prove and ufe their 
friends, as the poet exprefies it, ufqia ad aras ; as 
0iuch as to fi^, they ought not to employ their fnend- 
ihio in matters againft die law of god. If an heathen 
had thb notion of friendihip, how much more ought 
a chriftian to have it, who knows that the divine 
fiiendfliip «ught not to be forfeited for any human 
friendihip whiuever. And when a friend goes fo far, 
as to fet afide his duty to heaven, in com|diance with 
the interefts of his friend, it muft not be for light and 
trivial inatt^3, but only when the honour and life of 
his fcicBid are at (lake. Tell me then, Anfibno, which 
«£ thefe two are in danger, that I iliould venture to 
compliment you with doino; a thing in itfelf fo detefta- 
Ue, as that you requine of me ? Neither, affuredly : 
on the contrary, \S I underHand you right, yoa would 
have sue Cake pains to deprive vou of honour and 
life, ahd« at the (ame time, myfelf too of both. For, 
if I mail do that which will deprive you of your ho- 
nour, it is plain I take away your life, fince a man, 
Ividiout honour, is worfe than if he were dead : and 
I beit^ the inibument, as you would have me to be, 
^of doing vou fo niuch harm, /hall I not bring diihonoar 
upon myielf, and, by confequence, rob myfelf of Dfe? 
Hear me, friend Anfelmo^ and have patience, and fbr- 
Jiear anf wering *titt Lhave done ui^ing what \ have to 
iay, as to w£it your d^re exadh of me ; for there 
mU be time enough for you to reply, and for me to 
hearyoH^ -With all my hearty faid i/s/iiSm ; iay what 
jrou pleafe. • 

Then L^thaHo went oa laying : Methinks, O Jn- 
ftb$op yoaareatthistimeiii t^iSunediipofition that 
... the 
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the Moors are always in, whom you cannot convince 
of the error of their fed, by citations from holy fcrip- 
tiire,^ nor 1^ arguments drawn from reafon, or found • 
ed upon articles of faith i but you muft produce ex- 
amples that are plain, eafy, intelligible, demonfb-a- 
tive, and undeniable, with fuch mathematical demon- 
ibrations as cannot be denied ; as when it is faid : if 
from equal farts <we take equal parts, thofe that remain 
are alfo equal. And, when they do not comprehend 
this in words, as in reality they do not, you muft ftiew 
it to them with your hands, and fet it before their ve- 
rf eyes ; and, after ally nothing can convince them of 
the truths of our holy religion. In this very way and 
method muA I deal with you ; for this deiire, which 
pofTeiTes youy is fo extravagant and wide of all that 
has the leaft ihadow of reafon, that I l^k upon it as 
mif-fpcnding time to endeavour to convince you of your 
folly ; for at prefent I can give it no better name : and 
I am even tempted to* leave you to your indifcretion^ 
as a pmiiihment of your prepofterous dciire : but the 
friendfhip I have for you will not let me deal fo rigo- 
roofly with you, nor will it confent that I fhould de- 
Scxt you 10 fuch manifeft duiger of undoing yourfelf. 
And that you may clearly fee that it is fo, fey, Ai/el- 
mo, have you not told me, that I muft follidt her that 
Is referved, petfuade her that is virtuous, bribe her that 
is difinterdfted, ^d court her that is prudent ? yes^ 
you have told me fo. If then you know that you 
have a referved, virtuous, difinterefted, and prudent 
wife, what is it you would have ? And, if you are of 
opinion (he will come off victorious from all my attacks^ 
as doiibtlefs fhe will, what better titles do you think 
to beftow on her afterwards, than thofe (he has already ? 
or what will (he be more then, than (he is now? Either 
you do not take her for what you pretend, or you do 
not know what it is you a(k. If you do not take her 
for what you fay you do, to what purpofe would you 
try her, and not rather fuppofe her guilty, and treat 
her as fuch ? But, if (he be as good as you believe 
ihe is, it is impertinent to try experiments upon truth 
itfelf, fince> when that is done, it will remain but in 
H 3 the 
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the fame degree of efleem it liad before^ And theit^ 
fore we muft conclude, that to attempt things, ivtm 
whence mlfchief is more likely to enfue, than any ad- , 
vantage to us, is the part of rafh and inconflderase 
men ; and efpecially when they are fuch as we are no 
way forced nor obliged to attempt, and when it may 
be eaiily feen at a diftance,. that the ent^rprize itfelf is 
down-right madnefs. Difficult things are undertaken 
for the Take of god, of the world, or of both toge- 
ther : thofe, wluch are done for god's fake, are fuck 
as are enterprized by the faints, while they endeavour 
to live a life of angels in human bodies : thofe, whick 
are taken in hand for love of the world, are done by 
thofe, who pais infinite oceans of water, various di- 
jnates, and many foreign nations, to acquire what are 
ufually calle<^ the goods of fortune : and thofe, which 
are undertaken for the fake of god and the world to- 
gether, are the adions of brave foldiers, who no fo<Hier 
efpy in the enemy's wall fo much breach as may be 
made by a fingle cannon-ball, but, laying a£de all 
fear, without deliberating, or r^arding the manifeft 
danger that threatens them, and borne upon the wings 
of defire to a6l in defence of their faith, their coon- 
try, and their king, they throw themfelves intrepidly 
into the midil of a thoufand opposing deaths that await 
them. Thefe are the difficulties, which are commoa- 
ly attempted j and it is honour, glory, and advan- 
tage, to attempt them, though fo full of dangers and 
inconveniencies. But that, which you fay you would 
have attempted and put in execution, will neither pro- 
cure you glory from god, the goods of fortune, nor 
reputation among men. For, fuppofing* the event to 
aniwer your defires, you will be. neither happier, 
richer, nor more honoured, than you are at prefent : 
and, if you ihould mifcarry, you will find yourfelf in 
the moft miferable ccMidition that can be imagined ; 
for then it will avail you nothing to think, that no 
body elfe knows the misfortune that has befkllen you : 
it will fufficiently afflict and undo you, to know it 

Jourfelf. And, as a farther confirmation of this truth, 
will repeat the following iUnza of the fanious poet 

L'ms 
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touts Tanfilo, at the end of his firft part of the Tears 
tf faint Petir *. 

tFhen conjciout Peter fanx> tie blujbing eafi^ 
tie felt redoubled anguifh in his breaft^ 
And^ though by privacy fecurd from blame ^ 
Safw his oivn guilty and feeing dyd <witb fhume* 
For generous mindsy betrayed into a faulty 
No luitnefs ivantf hut felf-conde^nning thought : 
To Juch the con/cious earth alone and fkies 
Supply the place of thoufand prying eyes* 

And therefore its being a^ fecret .will not prevent 
your forrow, but rather make it perpetual, and be a 
continual fubjed for weepings jf not tears frona your 
eyes, tears of blood from your heart, fuch as that fim- 
ple doctor wept, who, as the poet f relates of him, 
made trial of the cup, which the prudent Jtinalda 
more wifely dedined doing. And, though this be a 
poetical fidion, there is a concealed moral in it, wor- 
thy to be obferved, underftood^ and imitated. But I 
have flill foniething more to fay upon this iu^ed ; 
which, I hope, will bring, you to a full co^vii^on of 
the great error you ar6 go/ng X0 commit. 

Tell me, Anfelmo ; if heave^, or good fortune, had 
made you mailer and lawful poflefTor of a fuperlatively 
£ne dkmond, of whofe goodnefs and beauty all the 
jewellers, who had feen it, were fully fatisfied, and 
ihould unanimoufly declare, that in weight, goodpefs, 
and beauty, it came up to whatever the nature of fuch 
a ftone is capable of, and you yourfelf fhould believe 
as much, as knowing nothing to the contrary \ would 
it be right that you fhould take a fancy to lay this 
diamond between the anvil and the hammer, aqd by 
mere dint of blows, try whether it was fo hard and fo 
fine, as it was thought to be ? And further, fuppofing 
this put in execution, and that the Hone reilils fo foolim 
a trial, would it acquire thereby any additional YJduc

er rtputation ? and, if k (hoM break, as it nught^ 
would not all be loft ? Yes, certaiQly, and make it9^ 
owner to pafs for a fimple fellow In every body's 
opinion. Make account then, friend Jn/e/mo, that 
Camilla is this exquifitely fine diamond, both in your 
own opinion, and m that of other people, and that it 
is unreafonable to put her to the hazard of being bro- 
ken, fince, though ihe fhoold remain entire, fhe can- 
not rife in her value ; and, fhould ihe fail,, and not 
lefift, confider in time what a condition you would be 
in without her, and how )ufHy yon might blame your 
felf for having been the caufe both of her ruin and 
your own. There is no jewel in the world fo valu- 
able as a chftfte and virtuous woman ; and all the ho-^ 
iiour of women confifts in the good opinion the world 
has of them : and fince that of your wife is unqueftio^ 
Bably good, why will you bring this truth into doubt I 
Confider, fHend, that woman is an imperfedV ckieature,, 
«nd that one ihould not lay ftumbling- blocks in her 
way^ to make her trip and bl\, but rather remove 
.them^ and clear the way before her, that (he may, 
withotKf hindrance, advance towards her groper pcr- 
ffeftioB^ whith confifts ht being virtuous. NaturaKfts 
inform us, that the entiin is a little white creature 
with a fibe fur, and that when die hunters have a 
^md to catch it^ they make ufe of this artifice : know- 
ing the way it ufualJy takes, or the places it haunts,, 
they lay all the paflcs with dirt^ and then frighten the 
creature vwth noife^ and drive it towards thole places \ 
ftnd when the ermm comes to the dirt, it ftands fitlf, 
ihfittring iifelf rather to be taken, than, by pafiTme 
through the mire, deftroy and fully its whitcnefs, which 
it valvies more than liberty or life. The vhtuous and 
moddt woman is an ermin, and the virtue of chaflity 
if whiter and cleaner than fnow ; and he who would 
not have her lofe, but rather-guard and preferve, it, 
muft take a quite different method from that which is 
«£n1 with the ermin : for he muft not lay in her way 
the mire of the courtihip and afliduity of importunate 
lovers^ imce po'h^ps, and without a perhaps,^ (he may 
mot have virtue and n^%\ix2^ ftrength enough to enable 
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her, of hcrfdf, to trtmpk down and get deir c/tet 
tbofe impediments ; it is neccflary, therefore, to remove 
fnch things out of her way, and fct before her jnire 
and nnfpotted virtue, and the charms of an unblemifli* 
ed reputation. A good woman may*aUb be compared 
to a mirrour of cryftal, ftrining and bright, but liabte 
to be foUied and dimmed by every breath that come» 
nau" it. The virtuous woman is to be treated in dio 
fame manner as relics are, to be adored* bat not 
handled. The good woman is to be lo<*ed after and 
mzed, like a fine garden full of rofes and other 
flowers, the owner of which fuffcrs no body to walk 
among them, or touch any thmg, but only at a dlftance^ 
and through iron-rails, to enjoy its fragrancy and beau- 
ty. Laftly, I will repeat to you fome vcrfcs which I 
remember to have heard in a modem comedy, and 
which feem very applicable to our prefent porpofe. 
A prudent old man advifes another, who is fiither of- 
a young n^aiden, to look well after her, and lock her 
up i and, among other reafons, gives thefe foUowiiig,ft

All that I have hitherto faid, O A» felmo, rehtes only . 
to you : it is now fit I fhould fay fomething concerning 
myfclf ; andpardpnme if I am prolix ; for the labyrinth, 
into which you have run yourfelf, and out of which you 
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would have me extricate ydti, reqaires no Ids. Ycm 
look upon me as your friend, and yet, againfl all rules 
of friendih^), would deprive me of my honour : nor 
b this all ; you would have me take away yours. That 
you would rob me of mine is plain : for^ \^^n Camilla 
£nds diat I make love to her, as you deiire I fhoul^ 
it IS certain ihe will look upon me as a man^ ▼oid of 
lumouTy and bafe, fince I attempt, and do» a thing io 
ccmtrary to what I owe to myfelf, and to your friend- 
iUp. That you would have me deprive you of yours, 
ttJat^ is no doubt : for Camilla, perceiving that I make 
addrefib to her, muft think I have difcovered fbme 
mark of lightneils in her, which has emboldened me 
io declare to her my guilty paffion ; and her looking 
upon hcrfelf as diflionoured afFe^ you as being bar 
bufband. And hence arifes what we fo commonly find, 
that the hi^band of the adulterous wife, though he does 
not know it, nor has given his wife any reafon for 
tlramfgreffing her duty, and though his misfortune be 
Hot o^K^ng to his own negle£i, or want of care, is ne* 
verthelefs called by a vilifying and opprobrious name, 
and thofe who are not unacquainted with his wife's in- 
continence, arc apt to look upon him with an eye, ra- 
ther of contempt, than of pity. But I will tell you the 
reafon, why the hufband of a vicious wife is juflly dif- 
honoured, though he does not know that he is, nor 
has been at all in fault, or connived at, or given 
her occafion to become fuch : and be not weary <^ 
hearing me, fince the whole will redound to your own 
advantage. 

When god created oiu^firfl parent in the terrcftrial 

S' aradife (as the holy fcripture informs us) he infufed a 
eep into Jtlam ; and, while he flept, he took a rib 
«ut of his left fide, of which he formed our mother 
E^ui: and, when Mam awaked, and beheld her, he 
{9^^% 7bis isfliJhefmyJUJb^ andboneafmy hone. And 
god faid ; For this caufejhall a man leavi father and 
mother, and they two Jball he one ftejh. And at Aat 
time the holy lacrament of marriage was inflitatedt 
with fuch ties, as death only can looie. And this mi- 
laculous facrament Is of fuch force and virtve, that ft 

makfif 
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makes two diffiereat perfons to be but one flefli : tucy, 
it doth more m the properly married ; £>r though thqr 
have two (ouh, they have but one wiU. And hence it 
is, . that^ as^ the flefh of the wife is the very fame with 
that of the hufliand, the blemifhes or defe^ thereof are 
participated by the fiefh of the huiband^ though, at 
is ah'eady faid, he was not the occafion of them. For, 
as the whole body feels the pain of the foot, or of way 
other member, becaufe they are all one fleih ; and the 
head feels the fmart of the ancle, though it was not the 
caufe of it : fo the huflsand parudces of the wife*s dH*- 
honour by being the felf-iame tlung with her# And 
as the honours and difhonours of the world all pro- 
ceed from fle(h and blood, and tthoib of the naughty 
wife being of this kind, the hufband muft of necdity 
bear his part in them, and be reckoned diihonoured 
without his knowing it. Behold then, O Anfelmo^ the 
danger to which you expofe yonrfelf, in feeking to 
difturb the quiet your virtuous confbrt enjoys. Confi* 
der, through how vain and impertinent a curiofity^ 
vou would ftir up the humours that now lie dormant 
m the breaft of your ehafle iboufe. Refled, that what 
you adventure to gain is little, and what you may lofe 
will^be fo great, that I will pafs over in filence what t 
want words to e;^reis. But, if all I have iaid be 
not fufficient to diuuade you from your prepofterous 
defign, pray look out for fome other inftrument of 
your difgrace and misfortune : for I refolve not to ad 
this part, though I ^ould thereby lofe your friendflup, 
which is the greateft lofs I am able jto conceive.. 

Here the: virtuous and diibreet Lotbwrio ceaiied, and 
Jm/klMo'wzi £3 confounded and penfive, that, for fome 
time, he could not anfwer him a word ; but at laft he 
faid : I have lifteufsd^ friend Lothario, to all you have 
been ikying to me, with the attention you may have 
-obierved ; and in your arguments, examples, and com^ 
parifons, I plainly difcover your great difiinttion, and 
Che perfedion of that friendfhip you have attained to*: 
I fee alfo and acknowledge, that, in rejedkig your

and It may be done wkh eafe, only by your beginnii^: 
to court Camilla^ thoagh but coldly and &^edly». 
who cannot be fo yiel£ng and pliant, that her mo« 
defty ihould fall to the ground at the firft onfet ; and 
with this hint beginning I fhall refl fiuisfied,, and yoiL 
will hare conq>lied wick what you owe to our friendr 
flup, not only in xeftoriug me to life, but by perfuad^ 
ing me njot to be the caufe of my own difhoaour. And. 
there is one reafen efpeeially^ which obliges you to 
undertake this bufineis, which, is, that, whereas I am 
determined, as I am, ta put this experiment in pra^ce^ 
it behoves you not to let me di^dofe my frenzy to ano- 
ther peribn, and it> hazard that honour you ace endea* 
ironnng to oreierve r and though your own ihould loir 
ground in uaAvr//a^opini<^ while you are making love 
to her, it is c^litde or no confequence ; iince, in a fhort 
time,^ when we have experwnced in her the integrity 
wc exped, you may then difcover to her the purr 
truth of our contrivance; whereupon you will regain 
your fiormer credit with her. iAnd, fince you hazaid 
io litde, and may give me fo much pleasure by the 
jrifque, do not decline the taflc, whatever inconvenien- 
ciea may aj^ear to you in it, fioce, as I have already 
Sai^ if you will but let about it; I ihallgive up the 
caufe for determined^ 

. Lothario^ perceiving Jnfilmo'% £xed re(olution> and 
sot knowing what other examples to produce^ vaa what 
farther reafons to offer, to difluade him from his purr 

Sfe, and findmg he thmtened tain^art his extravagant 
Gre to fome other perfon, refolved, in order to avoid 
a greatet evU»^ to gratify him, smd undertake what he 
dSred ;, but widn a full purpofe and intention fi> to or- 
der the matter, that, without giving Camilla any dif- 
tafbance> Jnfelmo fliould reft fatisiied r and therefore 
lie retttfned/>for anfwer, that he defired he would not 
c mnmimkate his defi^ (o any other periim wfaateyer* 

foi 
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for he wouM n&e the bufinefi upon himfelf, and would 
begia it whenever he pleafed. Anfelmo embraced him 
v^ith great toiidemefs and afFedion^. thanking him for 
this ofiecy as if he had done him fome great favour;, 
and it was agreed between them, that he fhould fet 
about the^ work the very next day, when he would give 
biiu opportunity and leifure to talk with Camilla alone^ 
and would alio furnilh him with money and jewels tp 
prefent her with. He advifed him to give her 
aicfic, and write verfes in her praife,. and-ifhe did not 
care to be at the pains^ he would make them for him..

He alfo defired Ca- 
milla to bear Lothario company *till his return* la 
fhort, he knew fo well how to counterfeit a necefiity fot 
his abfence, though that neceffity proceeded only itottt 
his own folly *, th^t no one could perceive it was*

• The original it pipo tvn hienjtttgir ta neciffidaJ, 6 necedad do- 
fo ^tHiia, ftc* that ii^ bt knew fo well bow to feign tbeneeef^ 
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Jafelmo went away, and Camilla atid Lothario re^ 
wained by themfelves at table, the reft of the family 
being all gone to dinner. Thus Lothario found himfeU* 
entered the lifts, as his friend had defired, with an ene- 
my before him, able to conquer, by her beauty alone, 
a fquadron of armed cavaliers : think then, whether 
Lothario had not caufe to fear. But the firft thing he 
did, was, to lay his elbow on the chair, and his cheek 
on his hand ; and begging Camilla to pardon his ill- 
manners, he faid he would willingly repofe himfelf a 
little, till Anfelmo*s return. Camilla anfwered, that he 
might repofe himfelf more at cafe on the couch * than 
in the chair, and therefore defired him to walk in, and 
lie down there.

home for eight days, and to vifit a friend of his, who 
lived in a village not far from the .city> And, to ex< 
Cufe his departure to Camillay. he contrived that his 
friend fhould prefs earneftiy for his company. Ra(h and 
unhappy Anfelmo! what is it you are doing ? what. is it 
you intend ? what is it you are contriving? Confider^ 
you are adling againft yourfelf, defigning your ohh 
diihonour, and contriving your own ruin. Your fpoufe 
Camilla is virtuous ; you ppfTefs her peaceably and 
quietly J no body diihirbs your enjc^ment of her '^ her 
thoughts do hot ftray beyond the walls of her houfe y 
you are her heaven upon earth, the aim of her defires,. 
the accompliihment ot her wifties, and the rule by whic^ 
4i9 meafiires )x^ will, adjuftiDg it wholly according to 
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yours, and that of heaven* I£ then the mine of her 
honour,, beauty, virtue, and modefty, yield jfou, with* 
out any toil, all the wealth, they contain, or vou can. 
de&e, why will you ranfack thofe mines for other veint 
oF new and unheard-of treafures, and thereby put the 
ivhc^e in danger of ruin, £nce, in truth, it is fupported 
only by the ^eble props of woman's weak nature. 
Coniider, that he, who leeks after what is impoflible^ 
ought in ju^ce to be denied what is poffible, as a cer*r 
tain poet has better exprefied it in thefe verfes ;^ 

Iff death I life defire to fee^ 

Htalth in difeafe^ in tortures refi^ 

In chains andfrifons liberty y 
And truth in a dijtoyal hreafi. 

But adverfifate and hea'v'n^s decret

TKe next ^jAnfeimo went to his friend's houfe in the 
country, telling CamiUa, that, during his abfence, Lo- 
thario. would come to tsjcc care of his houfe, and dine- 
with hm'> and defeing hei^ totr^t hmi as ihe would 
do his awn gerfon. Camilla^ as a diicreet and Arirtuous 
woman (hould, was troubled at the order her hufband. 
gave her, and repreiented to him, how improper it was« 
tkatany body, in his abfence, fhould take his place at 
Bit table ; and if he did it, as doubtmg her ability xx>. 
inadage his family, flie defired he would try her for 
this time, and he (hould fee, by expeetence, that (he 
was equal to trofb of greater confequence. Anfebim 
replied, it was his pleaiure it (hould be fo, and that, 
(he had nothing to do but to acquiefce and be obedi- 
ent. Camilla faid, ihe. would, though much againft 
kcr inclination! Jnfilmo went away, and the next day^ 
tothario came to his houfe, where he was received by 
Camilla' with a kind and modeft welcome. But (he ne- 
ver expofcd herfelf to be left alone with Lothario, be- 
ing conftantly attended by her men and maid fervants^ 
e(pecially by her own^matd called I/0«#^,. whom, as 
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they had been brought up together from their infancy in 
her father*s houfe, ihe loved very much, and, upon her 
marriage with Anfelmoy had brought with her. Lotha- 
rio faid nothing to her the three firft davs, though he 
had opportunities when the cloth waa taken away, and 
the fervants were gone to make a hafty dinner \ for 
fo Camilla had dirked v and farther Leongla had or- 
ders to dine before her miftrefs, and never to ftir from 
her £de ; but (he, having her thoughts intent upon o- 
ther matters, of her own pleafure, and wanting to i em- 
ploy thofe hours and that opportunity, to her own pur- 
pofes, did not always obferve her miftrefs*s orders, but 
often left them alone, as if fhe had been exprefly com- 
manded fo to do.

^«/^//w« received this letter, and anderftood by it that 
Lothario had begun the attack, and that Camilla muf( 
have received it according to his wifh : and, over- 
joyed at this good news, he fent Camilla a verbal mef- 
fage, not to flir from her houfe upon any account, 
for he would return very fpeedily. Camilla was fur- 
prifed at Anfelmo's anfwer, which increafed the per- 
plexity (he was under v for now (he durft neither ftay^ 
m her own houfe, nor jretire to that of her parents ; 
fince in flaying fhe hazarded her virtue, and in going 
fhe fhould aft contrary to her hufbaiid's pofitive com- 
mand. At length, fhe refolved upon that, which proved 
the worfl for her j which was, to flay, and not to fhun 
Lothario^s company, left it might give her fervants oc- 
cafion to talk ; and fhe already began to be forry fhe

With thefe thoughts, more honourable than proper* 
or beneficial, the next day fhe fate ftill, and heard what 
Lothario had to fay to her; who plyedher fo warmly, 
that Camilla* t firmnefs began to totter ; and her virtue 
had much ado to get into her eyes, and prevent fome- 
indications of an amorous compaffion, which the tears 
and arguments of Lothario had awakened in her 
breaft.

^indermined the rock of her integri^ with fuch engines, 
that, though Ihe had been made of brafs, fhe mufl have 
:fallen to the ground: Lothario wept, entreated, flat- 
tered, and foUicited with fuch eameftnefs and demoniba- 
tions of fincerity, that he quite overthrew all CamiUa't 
referve, and at laft triumphed over what he lead ex- 
pected, and moft deiired. She furrendered, even Ca- 
miila furrendered ; and what wonder, when even Lo" 
fhario^s friendfhip could not fiand its ground ? A plain 
example, (hewing us, that the paffion of love is to be 
vanquifhed only by flying, and that we mufl not pretend 
to grapple with fo powerful an enemy, fince divine 
fuccours are neceflary to fubdue fuch force, though 
human. Leonela alone was privy to her lady's frailty j 
for the two faithlefs frimids, and new lovers, could not 
hide it from her. Lothario would not acquaint Ca- 
milla with Anftlmo'% prqjed, nor with his having de- 
fignedly given him the opportunity of arriving at that 
point, left fhe fhould efleem his paflion the lefs, or fhould 
tliink he had made love to her by chance, rather than 
out {^choice. 

A few days after, Anfelmo returned home, and did 
not mils what he had loft, which was what he took leafl: 
care of, and yet valued moft. He prefently went to 
make a vifit to Lothario^ and found him at home. They 
embraced each other, and th^ one enquired what news 
concerning his life or death. The news I have for you, 
O friend AnfelmOi faid Lothario^ is, that you have a 
wife worthy to be the pattern and crown of all good 
women.

Therefore, friend, take back 
your money : here it is ; I had no occafion to make ufe 
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©f it ; for CamiHa% integrity is not to be fliaken hf 
things fo mean as prefents and promifes. Be iatisfied, 
Jnfelmoy and make no ^rther trials ; and finc« you 
have fafely pafled the gulph of thoA; doubts and foipi- 
cions we are apt to entertain of women^ do not again 
expofe yourfelf on the deep fea of new difquiets, nor 
make a frefh trial, with another pilot, of the goodnefi 
and ftrength of the veflel, which heaven has allotted you 
for your pafiage through the ocean of this world : bat 
make account, that you are arrived iafe in port ; and 
fecure yourfelf with the anchor of ferious confidera- 
tion, and lie by till you arc required to pay that duty, 
from which no human rank is exempted. 

Anfelmo was entirely fatisfied with Lothario\ words, 
and bfelieved them as if they had been delivered by fome 
oracle. Neverthelefs he defired him not to give over the 
undertaking, though he carried it on merely out of cu- 
jriofity and amufement ; however he need not, for the

Camilla anfwered, that fhe then fan- 
cied Lothario looked at her a little more licentioufly than

rio difhonoured him moft, he then aiTured him his 
ht>nour was fafeft. So that every ftep of the ladder 
Camilfa defcendcd toward the center of contempt, flic 
afcended, in her halband's opinion, toward the upper- 
moil round of virtue and reputation.

411 this I am wejlacqua^ted with, and from experience 
rather tfean;hearf^yj,awd, one day or other, madam, I 
may let you fee, that I alfo am a girl of flefli and blood. 
Befides, nbadam, yoa'didnotlileclare your paflibn nor 
. Vox. II. 1 cngagt* 
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jengagcyourfclf fo Toon, but you had firft feen in his eyes, 
in his ughs» in his expreffions, in his promifes and his 
prefents, Lotharioh whole foul ; and in that* and all 
his accomplifhmentSy how worthy Lothario was of 
your love. Then, fince it is fo, let not theie fcrupu- 
loos and childifh thoughts diflurfo you, but reft aflured, 
that Lot bar tQ eileems you no lefs than you do him; 
and livje contented and fatisfied, that, fince you are fallen 
into the ihar: of love, it is with a perfon of worth and 
chara£ler, and one who poflcfles not only the four S's *^ 
which, they fay, all true lovers ought to have, but the 
whole alphabet.

S%^ is they fay ; laSly, true, valiant, and wife ; the 
X fuits him not, becauie it is a harfh letter; the Y, he 
is ypiung; the Z, zealous of your honour J. Camilla 
fihiled at her maid's alphabet, and took her to be more 
converfant in love matters, than fhe had hitherto own- 
ed ; and indeed now fhe confefled to Camilla ^^ that fhe 
had a love:aff^r with a young gentleman of the fame 
city.

^dnceaKher*s ; and I am tifraid of fome unlucky event 
from 'this Ciomer. At firft, when Camiiia faid this, 
'Lotkario believed' it a piece of cqnniag to miilead him, 
by perfaading him that the man, he ^w go out, was ' 
/'/tff^Ai's gallant, and not Camilla s\ but, perceiving

Camilla was aftoniih^ at hjsaring \fhat hotharia 
faid, and, with much refentm^t, repfoacl^ him for 
the ill thoughts he had entertained ot her ; and^ with 
many and £fcreet reafom,^ fef before him d)e folly and 
inconfiderateneis of the^rifidi^doi^ he had taken. But, 
gs Won^en have naturally a if^ip xeady turn of wit, ei- 
^er for good or bad purpofiss, th^.meii» thoogh it of- 
ten fails them» when tlM^ fet thianfelv^ purpofely uv 
deliberate; CamilU infUu^tlv hit upon a way to remedy 
an affair feemingly incapable of all remedy.

No ptherguaK(« iaid Cm^ 
milla, is necefiary, but only to anfwer me cUredly jto 
.what I (hall a(k you. Fpr ihe was iu>t willing to let 
him into die fecret of what ihe intended to do, 1^ ht 
^uld not come into that de£gn, which ibe thoaeht 
fo good, and ihould look oat for fomt other, not like* 
ly to prove fo fucceisfuL

be better, before I put that in execution, which I would 
keep fecret from you, left you (hould endeavour to pre- 
vent it, that yon fhould tsikc Jtt/elmo's dagger, and 
plunge it into this infamous breafl? But do it not; for 
It Is not reafbnable I ihould bear the puni(hment of an- 
other's fault. I will firft know, what the bold and wan- 
ton eyes of Lothario faW in me, that could give him- 
the aflurance todifcover fo wicked a defign, as that he 
has difcovered to me, in contempt of hb friend, and of 
my honour: Step to *the whidow^ Leonela^ and call 
him; for, doubtleis, he is waiting intheflreet, in hopes 
of putting his wicked defign in execution. But hrft 
my cruel, but honourable, purppfe ihall be executed. 
Ah, dear madam^! an(Wered the cumiing. and well in* 
ihiided Leonetay what fe it you intend to do with thii 
dagger? is it to take away'yOUf own ^t^oxLothari9\l 
Which ever of the two you do, will redoundto the ruia 
of your credit and fame. It is better you ihould dif- 
lemble your wrong, than to let this wicked mah now 
kto the houfe while we are alone. Confider, madam, 
we are weak women, and he a man, and refolute ; and 
as h& comes blinded and big with his wicked pjurpofe^ 
he may, perhaps, before you can execute yours, do 
what will oe worfe for you, than taking away your life. 
A miichief take my mafter Jnfelmo, for giving this im* 
ptident fellow fuch an afcendant in his houfe. But^ 
fjvy^ madam, if you kill him, as I imagine you intend. 
what (hall wedo with him after he is dead? What» child? 
anfwered CamiUm ; why, leave him here for /3nfe!m§ 
to bury him : for it is but juft he fhould have the agree- 
able trouble of burying his own infamy. Call him» 
without more ado ; for all the time I lofe in delating to 
take due revenge for my wrong, methinks I offend a- 
gainft that loyalty I owe to my huToand. 
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All this Anfelmo liftened to» and his thoughts were 
continually changing at every word Camilla fpoke. 
But when he underm>od that flie intended to kill Lo- 
tharioy he was inclined to prevent it by coming out 
and discovering himfelf, but was withheld by the Ibong 
defire he had to fee what would be the end of fo brave 
and virtuous a refolution ; purpofmg however to come 
out time enough to prevent mifchief. And now Ca- 
milla was taken with a fainting fit, and, throwing her- 
felf upon a bed that was there, Leonela began to weep

Be quick, run, fly ; let not the fire of 
my rage evaporate and be (bent by delay, and the jufi 
vengeance I exped pafs ott in empty threatnings and 
curies. I am going to call him,, fiud Leonela x bu^ 
dear madam, you rouil firft give me that dagger, lefl, 
when I am gone, you fhould do a thing which might 
give thofe who love you caiife to weep all their lives 
iQi^gt Go, dear Leonela^ and fear not, faid Ca^ 
milla \ I will not do it : for though I am refolute, and 
In your opinion, fimple in defending my honour, I 
fliall not be fo to the degree that Lucretia was, of 
whom it is faid, that (he killed herfelf, without having 
tommitted any fault, and without firft killing him, 
who was the caufe of her misfortune. Yes, I will die, 
if" die I muft \ but it (hall be after I have fatiated my 
revenge on him, who is the occailon of my being now 
here to bewail his infolence, which proceeded from 
no ^ult of mine. 

L tone la wanted a great deal of entreaty, before fhe 
would go and call Lothario i but at lafl fixe went, and, 

while 
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while fhe was away, Camilla^ as if (he was talking 
to herfelf, faid : Good god ! would it not have been 
anore advifeable to have difinifi*ed Lothario^ as I have 
done many other times, than to give him room, as I 
have now done, to think me di^neft and naught, 
though it be only for the fhort time I defer the ande* 
ceiving him ?

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Anfilmo obficrred all from behind the arras where he 
had hid himfelf^ and was^ amazed at all, and already 
thought what he had feen and heard fulHcient to ba- 
lance ftill greater fufpicions, . and began to wifh that 
lAthark mieht not come, for &ar t>f ibme fudden di- 
fader. And being now upon the point of difcovermg 
himfelf, and coming out to embrace and undeceive his 
4vife, he was prevented by feeing Ltonefa return with 
Lothario by the hand ;, and, as foon as Camilla (aw 
]iim» dtLt drew with the dagger alpng Unebetweoi her 
and him, and faid : Take notice, Lotharioy of what I 
iky to you : if you fhall dare to paiV this Ime you fee 
bere, ot but come up to it, thf moment I fee you at- 
tempt it, I will pierce my breaft with this dagger F 
liola in my hand: but, before. you anfwer me a word 
to this, hear a few more I ha.ve to fay to you, and then 
anfwer me as you pleafe.

Aafwer me to this, and be under no c(m^ 
cem, nor ftudy for an anfwer ; for they are no diBicult 
que^ons I a^ you, Lothario was not io ignorant^ 
but that, from the inftant Camilla bid him hide AnJtU 
mo^ he gueiTed what fhe intended to do, and accord* 
ingly humoured her defign fo well, that they were able„ 
between them, to make the counterfeit pals for fome* 
thing more than troth ; and therefore he anfwered 
Camilla in this manner.

If you acknowledge fo much, replied 
Camiilai mortal enemy of all that juftly deferves to be 
loved, with what face dare you appear before her^ 
whom you know to be the mirrour, in which Anfelmo 
looks, and in which you might have feen upon what 
flight grounds you injure him ? But ah f unhappy me f 
I now begin to find what it was that made you forget 
yourfelf ; it was doubtlefs Yome indifcretion of mine : 
for I will not call it immodefly, fince it proceeded not 
from defign, but from fome one of thofe inadvertcncieff,* 
which women frequently fall into unawares,, whea 
there is no body prefent, before whom, they think, 
titey need be upon the referve.

But knowing, that no one can ^ 
perfevere long in an. afiair of love, unlefs it be kept 
ajtve by fome hope, I take upon myfelf the blame of « 
your impertinence : fince, without doubt,, fome inad- 
vertency of iBtne has nourifhed your hope fo long : and ' 
tbtrefor^ I wHl chaitife, and inHii6t that puniihment cmi 
aoyfelf, which your otfence deferves. And to convince 
you, that, being; fafcverc to myfelft I could not 4)<)i> 
fibly be otherwife to y0u, I bad a mind you fhould* 
come hither ta>be a witnefs to the facrifice I intend Xx^ 
make to the oHFen^ed hc^nour of my worthy ,hun)and»:

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what difturbs me the moft, and what I moft^ defire to 
punifli with my own hands : for fliould fome other ex^

already, as I fhall have b^ore m] 
ibever I go^ the vengeance of im 
executed on him, who has reduc 
rate coitdition. 

At thefe^words ihe flew upoi 
drawn dagger, fo fwiftly, and wit

Ltoftela, as fhe was bidden, (launched 
her miftreis s blood, which was juft as much as might 
ferve to colour her fbratagem t and wafhmg the wound 
with a little wine, fhe bound it up the belt fhe could, 
ikying fuch things, while fhe was dtefling it, as were 
alone fufficient to make^ Anfelmo believe, that he had 
in Camilla an image of chaftity. To ihe words Leo- 
nela ftid CamiUa ^ded others, callmg hcrfelf <^oward 
and poor-f]^rite<^ in that {he v;ranted the rc^tition, at 
a time when fhe flood moll ret needi to deprive her- 
ielf of that life fhe fo much abhorred. ^ She alked her 
inaid*s advice, whether fhe fhould give an account of 
what had happened tocher beloved fpoufe, or no. Leo- 
nils perfuaded her to fay nothing about it, fince it 
woold hiy him tinder a- neceffity of revehging him^f 
on Lothario^ which he could not do without great 
danger to himielf ; and a good woman was obitiged to 
avoid all occafion of involving her hufbaihd in a quarrel; 
and iboald rather prcvenl att fuch as much as fhe pof^ 

fibly 
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S^Ay conld^ Camilla replied, flie approved of Jxer opi- 
xiion, and would follow it ; but tkat by all means they^ 
muft contrive what tafay^to y^»///;no about the woun^ 
which he muft needs fee. To which Ltonela anfwered^ 
that, for her pan, ihe knew not how to tell a lye, 
though but in jeft. Then, pr'ythee replied Camilla^ 
how fhould I know how, who dare not invent, or 
ftand in one, though my life were at flake ? If we 
cannot contrive to come well ofi^, it will be better to 
tell him the naked truth, than that he ihould catch us- 
in a falfe flory. Be in no pain, madam^aafwered I^a* 
htla ; for, between this and to-morrow morning, I wilt 
&dy what we fhall tell him ; and perhaps, the wound 
being where it is, you may conceal it from his £ght, 
and heaven may be/pleafed to favour ourioil and ho- 
nourable intentions. Compofe yourfelf, good madam \ • 
endeavour ta quiet your fpirits, that my mailer niay / 
not find you in fo violent a diforder : and leave the reft 
to my care, and to that of heaven^ which always fa.- 
yours honeft defigns. 

Anfelmo ftood^ with the utmofl attention, lilleni^g. 
to, and beholding represented, the tragedy of the death^ 
of his honour ; which ^ the a£h>rs performed with fuch. 
firange and moving paflions, that it (eemed as if they . 
were transfonned into the very charadlers they per- 
fonated. He longed for the night, and for an (^^r- 
tunity of ^pping out o£ his houfe, that he might fee ^ 
his dear fi-iend Lotharioy and rejmce with him on the- 
finding. fo precious a jewel, by. the peife£tly deanng 
up of nis wife's virtue. They both took care to give 
mm a convenient opportunity of going out \ which he 
made ufe oC and immediately went to- feek Luhario ^ 
and, having ibund him, it is impoffiUe to. vecoiltet the 
embraces he gave him, the fatisfa^Uen he ^xpre^Sed^ 
and tl)^ praif^i he beftowedofi Qamilla, AU. which 
Lothario hearkened to^ without being able to fhew 9^]^ 
figns of joy ; for he could not but refief^ iiew much hie^ 
fhend was deceived, and how ungei^eroufly he tr^ted 
iMni. And though Anftlmo peiceived llhat Ifothurio did 
not exprefs any joy, he believed it wa$ becaufe C«« 
«»//« was wounded^ and h^ had bee^ th^ q^o^q of 
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It. ^And therefore, amoi^ other things, he deiired 
him to be in.no paia about CamiUa ; for, without doubt,, 
the wound muft be very flight, fince her naid and fhe 
had agreed to hide it from him i and, as he might 
depend upon it, there was nothing to be feared, he 
deiired that thenceforward he would rejoice and be

his means, he found himfelf raifed to the higheil pitch 
of happinefs he could wifh to arrive at; and, for 
himfelf he faid, h^ would make it his paftime and

|>etuate^ her oiemory to all future ages. Lothario ap- 
plauded hb good refoludon, and find,, that he toa 
would lend a helping hand towards rai£ng fo iUuftrious 
an edifice. 

Anfilmo now remained the man of. the world the 
moft agreeably deceived. He led home by the hand 
the infbument, as he thought, of his gloiy, but in rea« 
lity the ruin of his fame. Camilla received Lothario 
with a countenance feemingly fhy, but with inward 
£ladne(s of heart. This impofture lafled fome time,, 
'till, a ftw months after, fortune turned her wheel, 
and the iniquity, 'till then fo artfully concealed, came 
to light, and his impeitiaeat conofiQr coft poor Anfilmo.

nothing. And it feemed as if he ^ve ieveral hacks 
and fmbts againft the walls. There is naneed of your 
Jftanding to Men, qafkhSanchti go in and part the 
hay, or aid my mafter : though by this time there wiU 
be no occafion ; for doubde& the pant is already dead» 
and giving an account to god of hb paft wicked life ; 
for I faw die blood rtm about the floor, and the head cot 
off and fallen on one fide, and as big as a great wine- 
(kin *. I will be hanged, quoth the inn-keeper at this 
jundure, if Don ^ixou^ or i>Mr Dt^ily has not given 
a gafh to feme of the wine-fluns that ftand at his bed'^s- 
head, and the wine he has let out nuift be what thi$ 
honeft fellow takes for blood : and fo iaying Jie went 
into the room,, and the whole company a^er hint; and 
they found Uon Sluixou in the ftrarigdl iituation in the 
world. He was in his ihirt, which was not quite long 
enough before to cover his thighs, and was fix inches 
fhorter behind : his legs were very long and lean, full 
of hair, and not over clean : he had on his head a lit- 
tle red cap, fomewiiat greaiy,. which belonged to the 
inn-keeper.

The inn-keeper, perceiving it, fell into fuch a rage, 
that he fet upon Don fixate, and, with his clenched 
Ms, began to give him fo many cuffs, that, ifCardfnh 
and the pried had not taken him off, he would have 
put an end to the war of the giant ; and yet, notwith- 
&mding all this, the poor gentleman did not awake, 
'till the barber brought a large bucket of cold water 
from the well, and foufed it all over his body at a 
dafh ; whereat Don fixate awaked, but ndt fo tho- 
roughly as to be fenfible of the pickle he was in.

5lied the citizen, thongh the governor has ordered di- . 
igent fearch to be made after them. God be with you, 
aid Anfelmo : and with you ^Ifo faid the citizen, and 
•vent his way. 

This difmal news reduced Anfilm9 almoft to the 
lofing not only his wits, but his life. He got up a»> 
kV'ell as he could, and arrived at his friend*s houfe, who 
bad not yet heard of his misfortune ; but feeing him 
come in pale, fpiritlefs, and faint, he concluded he 
was opprefled by fome heavy afHi^on. Anfelmo beg- 
ged him to lead him immediately to a chamber, and 
to let him have pen, inlg and paper. They did fo, 
and left him alone on the bed, locking the door, as- 
he defired. And now, finding himfelf alone, he fo 
overcharged his imagination with his misfortunes, that 
he plainly perceived he was drawing near his end 5 
and therefore refolved to leave behind him fome ac- 
count of his ftrange death : and, beginning to write, 
before he had fet down all he had intended, his breath 
failed him, and he yielded up his life into the hands 
of that forrow, which was occafioned by his impcrti-- 
nent curiofity.

Thus far Anfelmt wrote, by whicH it appeared, that 
at this point, without being able to finiih die fentence, 
he gave up the ghoft. The next day his friend fent 
his relations an account of his death ; who bad alrea- 
4y heard of his misfortune, and of Camilla*^ retirii^ 
to a Convent, where fhe was almoft in a condition of 
bearing her hufband company in that inevitable journey; 
not. through the news of Jus death, but of ber lover's 
abienting himfelf. It is (aid, that though ihe was now 
% widow, flie would neither quit the convent, nor take 
the veil, *till, not many days after, news being come 
af Lothario's being killed in a battle, fought about that 
time between Moniieur de Laufrec, and the great cap- 
tain Gonxalo FemandeK of Cordoua^ in the kingdom of 
Naples^ whither the too-late repenting friend had made 
his retreat, fhe then took the religious habit, and foon 
after gave up her life into the rigorous hands of grief 
and melancholy. This was the end of thena all, fprui^ 
from indifcretion at the beginning. 

I like this novel very well, laid the prieft ; but I 
cannot perfuade myfelf it is a true flory ; and if it be a 
iidion, the author has erred againft probability : for 
it cannot be imagined, there can be any hufband fo 
fenfelefs, as to deiire to make fo dangerous an expe- 
riment, as Anfelmo did : had this cafe been fuppofed 
between a gallant and his mifb-efs, it might pafs ; bat, 
between hufband and wife, there is fomething impc^- 
iible in it : however, I am not difpleafed witb the 
manner of telling it.

And fometimes his nakednefs is 
fnch, that his ilaihed bofF-doabkt Genres him both for 
finery wad fturt ; and in the midft of waater, being m 
Che open field, he has nothing to warm him but, the 
breath of his mouth, which, ifliiing from an empty 
place, fmifl needs come out ct^d, againft all die rules 
of nature. But let us wait *dll night, and fee whether 
kis bed will make amends for thefe inconveniencies ; 
and thau, if it be not his own fault* will never offish 
in pomt of narrownefs ; for he may meafure out as 
many foot of earth as, he pleafes, and roll himfelf 
thereon at pkafure, without fear of rumpling the iheets« 
Sttppoie now the day and hour come of talung the de- 
gree of his prof<^on ; I (ay, fuppofe the day of batde 
come, and then his dodoral cap will be of lint^ tp 
core fome wound made by a muiket-fhot, which, per- 
lia^ has gone through his temples, or laimed him a 
leg or an arm. And though this ihould . jaot ha|^n, . 
but merciful heaven fhould keep and preferve him ^ive 
and unhurt, he (hall remain, perhaps, in the fame po- 
verty as before; and there mud happen a fecond and 
«a third engagement, and battle after battle, and he 
. muil.come off vidtor from them all, to get any thing 
coniiderable by it. But thefe miracles are feldom feen. 

And 
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And tell me, gentlemen, if you have obferved it, how 
much fewer are they, who are rewarded for their fer- 
vices in war, than thofe who have peiiOied in it f 
Doubtlefs, you muft anfwer that there is no compari- 
4bn between the numbers ; that the dead cannot be 
reckoned up, whereas thofe, who live and are re- 
warded, may be numbered with three figures *. All 
this is quite otherwife with fcholars, who from the 
gown (I am loth to (ay the fleeves) f are all hand- 
u>me]y provided for. Thus, though the hardfhips of 
the foldier are greater, Jiis reward is leis. But to thit 
it majr be anfwered, that it is eafier to reward two 
thou4nd icholars, than thirty thouland foldiers : for 
the former are rewarded by giving them employ ments» 
which muft of couiie be given to men of thehr pro* 
ieflbn; whereas the latter cannot be rewarded bat 
with the veiy property of the mailer whom they ferve; 
and this impoffibility ferves to flrengthen my aflertioik 
But, fettmg afide thi^ which is a very intricate 
point, let us turn to the pre-eminence of arms over 
letters; a controverfy hitherto undecided, (o flrong 
are the reaibns, which each party alledges on its own 
Me : for, befides thofe I have already mentioned, 
letters fa}r, that, without them, arms could not fubfift: 
for, war aUb has its laws, to which it is fubjed^, and 
laws^are the province of letters, and learned men. To 
this arms anfwer, that laws cannot be fupported with- 
out them : for by arms republics are defended, king* 
doms are preferved, cities are guarded, highways are 
fecured, and the feas are cleared from corfairs and py- 
vates; in ihort, were it not for them, republics, kmg^ 
^oma, monarchies, cities, journies by land, and voyages 
by fea, would be fubjed to the cruelties and confufion, 
which war carries along with it, while it lads, and is 
at liberty to make ufe of its privileges and its power.

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Befidea, 4t is paft difpute, ^c what cofts moft the «t« 
tainingy is, and ought to be, moil efteemed. Now, 
in order to arrive at a degree o£ eminence in kaming, 
itcoftstime, watching, hanger, nakednefs, dizzineis 
in the head, weaknefs of the ftoraach, and other fuch 
like inconveniencies, as I have alrea^ mentioned in 
{Kirt. But for a man to rife g^doalty ro be a good 
ibldier, cefts him all it can coil the fcbokr, and that 
in fo much a greater decree, that there is no compari- 
fon» fince at eveiy ftep he b in imminent danger of his 
life. And what dread of neceffity and poverty can 
9iSMi 6r difb-efs afcholar, eqoal to that which a ibldier 
feels, who, being befieged in fome forbrfs, and placed 
as a centinel in fome ravelin or cavalier *, perceives 
that the •enemy is mining toward the place where he 
fiands, and yet maft on no account flir from his po^ 
or fhun tiie danger that fo neariy threatens him : aH 
chat he can do, in fuch a cafe, is, to give notice to Ins 
officer of what paiTes; that he may remedy it by fome 
conntermine, and, in the mean time, he muft ftand hii 
ground, fearing and expeding ^en of k fudden he is to 
mount to the clouds without wings, and then defcend 
headlong to the deep againft his wffl. Ami if this be 
thought but a trifling £tnger, let us fee whether it be 
«quaUed or exceeded by the encounter of two gallie% 

?>row to prow^in the midfl of the wide fea ; which bemg 
ocked and grappled together, there is no more room 
left for the (oldier than the two-foot plank at the beak- 
liead : and though he fees as many threatening miniilers

and another fucceeds wi^iout any intermifllon between 
their deaths ; an inibnce of bravery and intrepidity 
-the greateft that is to be miet with in all the extremities 
of war. A bleflkig on thofe happy s^es, firansers to * 
the dreadful fury of thofe deviliih tnfinimeats qT artil- 
lery, whoie inventor, I ver^y believe, is now in hell • 
receiving the reward of bis diabolical invoitioo ; by 
means of which k is in ^e |M>wer of a oowardly txA 
bafe hand to take away the Mc of the iwaveil cavalier, 
and to which i» owing^ that, without knowing how, 
or from whence, in the midft of that refoluticm and 
bravery, which enflames and animates gallant fpirits^^ 
comes a <hance ball, fhot off by one, who, perhi^ps, 
fled and was frightcid at the very flafh in the pan, and . 
in an inftant cuts (hbrt, and puts an end to the thoughts 
and life of him, who defend to have lived for many 
ages. And therefore, when I confider this, I could 
sSm^St (ay, I repent of having undertaken this pro&f- 
fion of knight-errantry in fo detdbd)le an age, as this * 
is in which we live ; for though no danger cam daunt .

the Fenetians ; a fad and unfoi^uaate lofs indeed to 
Chriftendons ! It was kiiown for certain, that the mofl: 
ferene Don John of Auflriay natural brother of our 
^od king Philip, was appointed eeneraliflimo of this 
league, and great preparations for war. were every 
where talked of. All which incited a vehement defire 
In me to be prefent m the battle that was expected s

wiihed-for liberty. They carried inc to CotiftantinopU^ 
Mthe Grand Signor <^//fM made my mauer general 
*fea, for having done his duty in the fight, and 
Ing brought ofF* as a proof of his valour, the flag 
' the order of Malta.^ The year following, which 
' was feventy-tnxjOy' I was at Navarino^ rowing in the 
captain galley of the ^hm Lant horns; and there I faw 
and obfcrved the opportunity that was then loft of tak- 
ing the whole 7urkifi navy In port. For all the 
Lroantines and Janixaries On board took it for grant- 
ed' they ihoald be atucked in the very harbour, and 
had their baggage and paflamaques (or (hoes) in readi- 
nefs for running away immediately by land, without 
fUying for an engagement : fuch terror had .our navy 
firuck into them.- But heaven ordered it ocherwiie, not 
through any &ult or negle^ of the general, who com- 
manckd onr men, . but for die fins ot Cbriftindom^ and 
bccaufe gpd permits and ordains, that there (hould al- 
ways be Tome fconrges to chaftiie as. In ihort, Ucbm^ 
it got into ModofTy ah ifland near Navarino^ and, put- 
ting his men on ihore, he fortifiied the entrance of the 
port, and lay ftill till die feafbn of the year forced Dm 
Jbim to return home. In this campaign, the galley^ 
called the Prixe^ whole captain was a fon of ue A- 
mous corfair Barharojfa^ was taken by the captam- 
galley ofNaplts^ called the Sbe-tuff//, commanded by 
that thundeibolt of war, that father of the foldiers, 
that fortunate and invincible captain. Den Ahato it 
Bafany marquis of Santa Crux, And I cannot for- 
bear reladng what happened at the taking of the 
Frixe. 

The fon of Barharoffff was fo cruel, and treated his 
flaves fo ill, that, as foon as they, who were at the 
I oar, faw that the Sh-wo/fw^ ready to board and take 
[them, they all at once let fall their oars, and, laying 
I hold on their captain, who ftood near the poop *, cal- 
ling

. gave him fuch bites, that he had paiTed but little beyond 
Sie maft, before his foul was paiTed to hell ; fuch was 
the cruelty wherewith he treated them> and the hatred 
they bore to him. 

We returned to ConftantmdpU, and the yearfollow- 
V ing, which "w^s J^ointy-three^ it was known there that 
D§n John had taken ^unit and that kingdom from the 
Tiiri/y and put Muley Hamit in poifeffion thereof, cut- 
. ting off the hopes that Muley Hamida had of reigning 
again there,who was one of the cruellefl, and yet braveft. 
Moon that ever was in the world. The grand 7mrk felt 
this lofs very fenfibly, and puttings in pra£Uce that ia<' 
gacity, which is inherent in the Ottoman family, he 
clapped" up a peace with the Fguetiansy who defired it 
more than he : and the year following^ beii% that of 
fivnuyfourt^ he attacked we fbrtrefs of Go/eta, and the 
fort, which Don John had left half-fini(bed near Tjmt//^ 
During all thefe tranfa^tiont, I was Hill at the oar, 
. without any hope of redemption : at leaft I did not ev- 
. pe6l to be ranfomed ; for I was determined not to 
. write an account of my misfortune to my father. In 
fhort, the Goleta was loft, and the fort alfo ; before 
which places the Turki had feventy-five thouiand men 
.in pav, hefides above four hundied thou&nd Moor$ 
and Arabi from all parts of Africa : and this vail mul- 
titude was fumiihed with fuch quantities of ammunition, 
and fuch large warlike ftores, together with fo many 
pioneers, that, each man bringing only a handful of 
.earth, they might therewith have covered both the Go- 
/ita and the fort. The Golna, till then thought im- 
pregnable, was firft taken, not through de&ult of the 
' befieged, who did all that men could do, bat becaufe 
experience had now (hewn, iiow eafily trenches might 
be raifed in that defert fand ; for though the water ufed 
to be wkhin two f|>ans of the furface, the Turks now 
met with none within two yards ; and fo, by the help

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^f 4 great nuiqber pf facki of fand, they rzikd their 
works fo high as to overlook and command the fbrti£- 
canons ; and fi> levelling ftom a cavalier *, they put 
it Qfxt of the power of the befi^ed to make any defence. 
It w|is the gjNiaad opinion, that our troops ought not 
to hf v^ fiuu th^mielyes up. in the Goiefa^ but have met 
dia enemy tin toe open field, at the place of debark- 
ment : but ^ey, who talk thus, fpeak at random, and 
like men little experienced in affairs of this kind. For 
if there were fcarce feven thou&nd foldiers in the Go^ 
lita and in the fort, how could fo fmall a number, 
though ever fo refolute, both take the field, and garri- 
ft>n the forts, againft fuch a multitude as that of tho 
^nerny ? And how can a place be maintained, which is 
jBOt relieved, and efpecially wh.en Befieged by an army 
that is both numerous and obflinate, and befides, in 
their own country ? Bat many were of opinion, and I 
was jpf the number, that heaven did a particular eracfr 
and favour to Spain^ in fuffering the deftrudion of that 
forge and refuge of all iniquity, that devourer, that. 
ijponge, aad that moth of infinite fums of money, idly 
ipeat there, to no other purpofe, than to preferve the 
memory of its having been a conauell of the invincible. 
emperor Charles tbg fifth y as if it were neceflary to 
the m^ing that memory eternal, as it will be, that. 
thofe ftones (hould keep it up. Tlie fort alfo was ta- 
ken at laft : but the ^urks were forced xo purchafe it/ 
inch by inch ; for the foldiers, who defended it, fought 
with fuch bravery and refolution, that they killed, above 
twenty-five thoufand of the enemy in two -and- twenty 
gpneral ai&ults. And of thceec, hundred that were 
l^ft alive, ];iQt one was taken prifbner unwounded ; an 
evident proof of their courage and bravicry, and of iHc • 
vigorous defence they had maide. A little fort a!fo> ' 
or tower, in the middle, of, the lake,, commanded by 
Bon John Zanoguera^a, cavalier of Faienciay and a fa- 
jnoos foldier,. iurrendered upon terms^ They took pri- 
fpner Don Pedro Portocarrero^ general of Goletit^ who . 
did all that was poifiblc for the defence of his fortreii^

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and took the loft of it femacK t^hcMtt^ tluirhe dieA 
for grief on the way to Confi^nitMofU, whither thcjr 
were carrying him frifoncx- They took alibthecom^;

gentleman, a great ei^eerv and a moft gnHantfol^erl 
Several perfon) of^^ftinftiqii loft-theh^ Ims m tlieft 
two garriA)hs ; among whom was P)agan itOriikt knight 
of Malta f a 'genclemaii of great generofty/'as- ap^ 
peared bv his excc^eding liberaKty to his brother the 
famous John Andrea fOria : and wh^t made his death 
the more lamented, was his dying by the hands 
of fome jffrican Arabs, who/ upon feeii^ that th^ 
fort was loft, offered to convey hin^ dHguifed as a 
M»$r, to Taharca, a finall haven, or fettlement^ which 
the Gtnoefi have on that coaft iat the coral-fifhing. 
Thefe Af^ahs cut dff" his head, and carried it to the ge- 
neral of the Turkijh fleet, who made good upon them our 
Caffilian proverb, that, thoueb we Uve the trea/oHp nve 
bate the trajtor : for it is faid, the general ordered that 
thofe, whabroaght him the prefent, fhould be infbmt- 
1/ hanged, becaufe they had not brought him alive. 
Among the chrifHans who were taken in the fort, war- 
one Don Pedro d*Agusiar, a native of fome town in 
AndaluRa^ who haiUbeen ad enfign in the ^uiifon, a 
fi;ood foldier, and a man ofexcdlent parts : m particu- 
lar he had a happy talent in poetry. I mention this, 
becaufe his fortune brou^ hmi to be ilave to the fame 
mafter widi me, and we ferved in the ^une galley, and 
at the fame oar t and before we parted from that port, 
this cavaUer made two fonpeti, by way of epita{^, 
one upon Gfl/^/tf, and the other npon thie fort. And 
indeed' I have a min4 to repeat them ; for j^have them 
by heart, and I believe they :wi^i be gather entertaining 
than difagreeable to you. i 

At the inftant the captive named DmFedr^ d*4guilgr^. 
Dam Te^rnando looked at his companions, and all three 
finiled ; and when he mentioned the fonnets» one of 
them h^di : Pray, Sir, before you go any further^ I bd- 
ieech you^to tell me what became of that Ihn Pedr9 
fAguilar you talk of ? All I know, anfwered. the cap* 
tij^e,^ is, tha^ after he had. been two years at Confiaw 
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tinopUi he went ofFin the habit of an Jmaut*, with 
a Gretk fpy : and I cannot tdl whether he recovered 
his Vhtrtj ; though I believe he did : for, about a year 
after, I faw the Gretk at ConftanttnopU^ but had not 
an opportunity of aflung him the fuccels of that journey. 
Then I can tell vou, (aid the gentleman ; for that 
Don Pedr$ is my brother, and is now in our town in 
health, and rich, is married, and has three children* 
Thanks be to god, faid the captive, for the bleflings 
beftowed on him; for, in my opinion, there is not 
•n earth' a fatis£gi£lion equal to that of recovering one*s 
liberty. Befidee, replied the gentleman, I have by heait 
the fbnnets my brother made. Then, pray. Sir, re- 
peat them, iaid the captive ; for you wilt be able to 
do it better than I can. With all my heart, anfwered 
the-gentleman : that upon G^ta was thus.

their thick and dofe lattices. It fell ont then, that one 
day, as I was upon a terras of oar priibn, with three 
of my companions* tfyinj^. bywi^of paftitne, who- 
could leap fartheft with his chahis on, being by our* 
fiHves (for all the reft of Hie diriftians were gone ont to 
woiic) by chance I Jooked up;r snd (aw from out of one 
•f thofe iitde wm^ws, . I hare mentioned^ a cane ap* 
pear, widx ahandkerdiieftiedatthe end of it: the- 
cane moved up and down^ as if it made figns for us t(^ 
come and take if. .

Hereby w» 1 
onderftood, or fancied, that it moft be ibsle woaaiv 
who lived in that hoafe, who had been thas r1iar;ty% 
to us ; and, to eiqpreis our thanks, we made our rein^" 
rences after the AUofiJb faihion, inclining the head^ 
bendins the body, and laying the hands on the breal 
Soon ^r there was put out of the fame window a lit.

We made the 

iame tryal as before, each of my three companions 

going before me ; but the cane was not let down to 

either of them ; but when I went up to it, it waa 

let fall. I untied the knot, and found in it forty 

Spsnijb crowns in eold, and a paper written in Arabic, 

and at the , top of thie writing was a large crois. I 

)6Std, the crofs, took the crowns, and returned to the 

terras : we all made our reverences ; the hand appeared 

again 1 I made iigns that I would read the paper; the 

hand fhut the window, and we all remained amaz^, 

yet oveijoyed at what had happened : and as none of 

us uuderfiood Arabic^ great was our'defire to know 

what the paper conuined, and greater the difficulty to 

find one to read it^ In fhort 1 raolved to confide in a 

renegado, z naAvt o( Murcia^ who proMed himfelf 

very much my friend, and we had exchanged fudi 

pledges of our mutual confidence, as obligM him to 

ke^ whatever fecret I ihould commit to him. For it 

is uiiial with renegadoes, when they have a mind to 

return to Cbriftindomy to carry with them certificatea 

from the moft confiderable captives, attefling in the 

moft ample manner, and bed form they can get, that 

fnch a reneeado is an honefl man, and has always beat 

kind and obliginfi; to the chriffians, and that he had a 

defire to make his efcape the Ml opportunity that 

offered. Some procure Uiefe certificates with a good 

intention : others make ufe of them occafionaOy, and 

out of cunning only ; for going to rob and plunder on 

the chriftian coafts, if they happen to be fhipwrecked 

or taken, they produce their certificates, ana pretend 

that thofe papers will (hew the defign they came upon, 

ii^unely, to get into fome chriftian country, which 

was the reafon of their going a pirating with the TWri/. 

By this means they efcape the ftrft fury, and reconcile 

themfelves to the church, and live unmolefled 1 and» 

when an opportunity offers, they return to Barbarj^ 

and to their former courfe of life. Others there are» 

who procure, and make ufe of thbfe papers with a 

food defign, and remain in the chriftian countries. 
fow this friend of mine was a renegado of this fort, 

and 
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and had gotten certificatis from aU of n% wBerck vr 
recommended him as mach as poffible ; and tf (k 
M09rs had found diefe papers about him, diey woi^ 
xenamty have bomt him dive. I kAew he andeffiott 
Jrahic verv well, and could not only ipeak It, bt 
write it.

So t bat you may voitbont fear give us nntice of your to- 
teniions* As to vabatyoufay ofbecomit^ ney 'wifn, inhn, 
yon get into a cbrij^ian country, 1 promije ynu^ on tbt 
voord of a gyod cbrifiiany.itfiall be Joi mmd hsamt thet 
tbe ekriftians keep tbeir words better tbam ibe Moon 
AI4 audhUnta bis motber bane you im their be^iif, 
dear lady. 

This letter being written and folded up, I wsutri 
two days ^tiU the bath wai emptjr, as before, and tbet 
prefently 1 took!m7 accaftomed poft upon tbe ternu^ 
to fee if the cane appeared, and it was not l<nig befav 
it appeared. A^ foon as I iaw it, though I could not 
difcem who held it out, I fhewed die- paper^ aa giving 
thfcm notice to put the thread, to it ; but it was aueady 
fkilaied to the cane, to which I tied the letter, aod, 
in a fhorttime after, our ftar apjpeared again with die 
white flag of peace, the handkerchief. It was let 
drop, and I took it up, and found in it, in all kiiub 
of coin, both filver and gold, above fifty crowu; 
which multiplied onr joy fifty times, coiifinimi|tiie 
hopes we hao conceived of regainu^ our liberty. Tbtt 
fame evening, our renegado returned, and told os he 
had learned, that the fame M$fir^ ' we were befo^ in<> 
formed of, dwelt in that hoafe, ^ that hb name wai 
Jlgimorato ; . that he was extnemely.rich, and had one 
only daughter, heirefs to all he had ^ that it wai die 
general opinion of the whole city, that ihe was the 
beautifuUeft woman in all Barbary ; and that Several 
of the viceroys, who had been fent thither, had fought 
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her to wife, but that flic never would coiifcnt to many: 
and he alfo learned, that flie had a chriftian woman 
ilave, who died fome time before : all which agreed 
perfeftly with what was in the paper. Wc prefentl/ 
confulted with the lenegado, what method we flxould 
take to cany off the Moorifh lady, and make our ef-. 
cape into Cbriftendom : and in fine it was agreed for 
that time, that we fliould wait for a fecond letter fronl 
Zoraida ; for that was the name of her, who now de* 
fires to be called Maria : for it was eafy to fe^ that 
file, and no other, could find the meant of furmount* 
ing the difficulties, that lay in our way. After we 
were come to this refolution, the renegado bid us not 
be uneafy ; for he would (et us at liberty, or lofe hit 
life. The bath, after this, was four days full of peo- 
ple, which occafioned the cane^s not appearing Sn all 
that time; at the end of which, the bath being empty^ 
as ufual, it appeared with the handkerchief fo preg« 
nant, that it promifed a happy birth. The cane and 
the Hnen inclined toward me : I found in it another 
paper, and an hundred crowns in gold only, without 
any other coin. The renegado being prefent, we gave 
him the paper to read in our cell, and he told us it 
fitid thus. 

I fh not knonv, dear Sir, ipw to cotttrivi a method 
for our going to Spain, nor has Lela Marien informed 
me, though* I ha*oe ajkedtt of her. What may he done, 
isi ' 1 woiH eonnji^^ to jou through this nvindonv a large 
fsetk of moriey in ^old: redeem yourfelf and your friends 
th&j^th, atidiet one^tfjfou.go /^ Oxriftendom, and 
bay n bark, and reium for the reft ^ and be will find 
net in my fatber^s nnlla, at thiNhsLZon-gate ek/e t0 
/Be ^/ea-fidei wherVram to he aU this fummer with 
my father and my fer*oants. Thence you may carry mi 
wh ^^ght^tiositfyat:, etnd put me on hoard the hark.

Thefe were the contents of the Cecond letter ; which 
i^eing heard by them all, every one offered himfelf, 
apd would fain be the ranfomed perfon^ promising to 

fo and return very punfinally. I aUb offered. Qiyfelf s 
ut'th^ renegado oppofed, tiefe offers, faying, he 
would in no wife content, that any one of u» mould 

S;t his liberty before the refl, experience having taught 
m^ how ill men, when free, kept the promifes they 
had made while in flavery ; for feveral confiderable 
captives, he faid, had tried this expedient, ranfoming 
foroe pnc to go to ^aiencia or Majorca with money, 
Co buy and arm a veffel, and return for thofe who ran- 
somed him, but have never come back : for liberty 
ooce regained, and the fear of loimg it again, effaces 
out of the mennory all obUgationt in the worhL And, 
in confirmation of thi^ truth, he told, us briefly a cafe, 
^ich.had happened very lately to certain chriflian gen- 
tlemeii, the flrangelb that had ever fidlen out even in 
,thofe parts, where every day the mofl furprixing and 
wonderful things come to pafs. He concluded with 
faying, that the bed wa/ would be^ ^'^S^^ ^^ ^ 
jnpney defijpied for th^ ravfom of a chrifHao, to buy 
a vene) there in Algiers^ ,upoa pretence, of tuminff 
xoerchan^ and tra4ii\g to Xr/i^zs ana on that coaft, and 
that, being mailer dt the vefieV ^ could eafily cqn* 
triv^ 1m)w to ^y 
them on board*, 
ftoutd furniih mon

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rin * Mow^ for partner of the veflel, and in the profits 
ai the merchandize : and under this colour he fliould 
become mailer of the veflel, and then he reckoned the 
reft as good as done. Now though to me and my 
companions it feemed better to fend for the vefTel to 
Majorca-, as the Moortjh lady faid, yet we did not dare 
to contradidl him ; fearine, left, if we did not do as he 
would have us, he fhould betray our defign, and put * 
us in danger of. lofing our lives, in cafe he difcovered 
Zoraida^s correfpondence, for whofe life we would all 
have laid down our own : and therefore we refolved 
to commit ourfelves into the hands of god^ and thofe ' 
of the renegado. And in that inftant we anfwered * 
Zqraida, that we would do all that fhe had advifed ; 
for (he had directed as well as if Lela Marten herfelf 
had infpired her ; and that it depended entirely upon 
her, either that the buiinefs ihould be delayed, or fet 
about immediately. I again promifed to be her huf'> 
band : and fo the next day, the bath happening to be 
clear, (he at feveral times, with the help of the canc 
and handkerchief, gave us two thoufand crowns in 
gold, and a paper, wherein (he faid, that the firft Jnma^ 
that is Friday, (he was to go to her 6ather*s villa, ind 
that, before (he went, flie would give us more money : 
and if that was not fu£icient« (he bid us let her know^ 
and (he would give iis as much as we defired ; for her 
father had fo much, that he would neyer mifs it ; and , 
befides (he kept the keys of all. We immediately gave 
five hundred crowns to the renegado, to buy the vefifel. 
With eigjht hundred I ranfomed my felf. depofiting the , 
m<^ney with a merchant of Valencia, then at Algiers, 
who redeemed me from the king, paffinshis woi^ for 
me, that, the firft (hip that came from Falencim, my 
ranfom fiiouid be paid. For if he had paid d^e money 
dpwn, it would have made the king fufped, that the 
money had been a great while in his bimds, and that 
he bad employed it to his own ufe. In ihort, my 
mafter was fo jealous, that I did not dare upon any; 
account to pay the money imroediatelf • The vrkitr/day

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preceding the Friday 9 on which the fair Zoraida was to 
go to the villa, (he gave us a thoufand crowns more, and 
mdverttfed us of her going thither^ and entreated me, 
if I ranfonied myfelf firft, immediately to £nd out her 
fiuher^s villa, and by all means get an opportunity of 
goine diither and feeing her. I anfwered her in few 
woi^t that J would not fail, and defired that fhe 
would take care to recommend us to htla Marten^ 
ufing all thofe prayers the captive had taught her. 
When this was done, means were concerted for re* 
deeming our three companions, and getting them out 
of the bath, left, feeing me ranfomed, and themfelvet 
not, knowing there was money fufficieiit, they fhould 
be unetfy, and the devil Ihould tempt them to do any 
thing to the prejudice of Zcr^ida^ for, though thdr 
being men of honour might have freed me from fuch 
an appreheniion, I had no mind to run the hazard, 
and io got them ranfomed by the fame means I had 
been ranfomed myfelf, depofiting the whole money 
with the merchant, that he might fafely and fecurely 
pafs hb word for os: to whom neverthelefs we did 
not difcover our management and fecret, becauie of 
the danger it would have expofed us to. 

CHAP. XIV. 

Wbifiin thi cmptivi Jill C9ntinuis the fiory 0/ his ad* 
n)tntunu 

IN le(s than fifteen days our rene^do hud bought 
a very good bark, capable of hdding above thirty 
perfons; and to make fure work, and give the boiine^ 
a colour, he made a fhort voyage to a ]^ace called Sar* 
gtly thirty leagues from Algiers towards Orun^ to which 
there Is a great trade for dried figs. Two of three 
times he made this trip, in company of the Tagarin 
aforefaid. The M^ors of Arragpn are called in Barbary 
T^agarins, and thofe of Granada Mudajans ; and 
in the kingdom of Fesc the Mudajans are called El- 
tbes, who are the people the king makes moft^ ufe of in 
hb wan. Yoa snift know^ that;, each time he pafled 

witk 
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y^h his bark, he caft anchor in a little creek, not two 
bow-ihot diftant from the garden where Zoraida ex^ 
pededus : and there the renegado deiignedly fet himr 
felf, together with the Mo§rs that rowed, either to ad 
the faia *, or to pra£life by way of jeft what he in- 
tended ^o execute in eamelt 4 and with this view he 
would go to ZoraUd's garden, and beg fome fruity 
which her father woold give him, wit£M>ut knowing 
wha he was. His defign was, as he 4ifterwards told 
me, to {peak to Zoraidu^ and to tell her that he was 
&e perfon, who, by my diredion, was to cikrry her to 
Cbrijiendom, and that fhe might be eafy and iecure ; 
bat It was impoffible for hkh to do it, the Moorijb wo- 
men never fuffering themfelves to be feen cither by 
Moor or ^urk^ unlefs when commanded by their huf- 
bands or fathers : chriftian ilaves indeed are allowed to 
keep company and converfe with them, with more ^ee« 
dom perhaps than is proper. Bat I fhoald have been 
forry if he had talked to her, becaufe it might have 
frighted ^ec, to fee that the bufinefs was entrufted with 
a renegado. Bat god, who ordered it otherwife, gave 
the renegado no opportunity of effeding his gooa de- 
fign :^ who finding how fecurely he went to and from 
Sargely and that he by at anchor, when, how, and 
where he pleafed, and that the Jagarin his partner had 
no will of his own, bat approved whatever he dired- 
ed ; that I was ranfomed, and that there wanted no- 
thing but to find ibme chriftians to help to row ; he 
bid me xonfider, who I would bring with me, befides 
thofe already ranfomed, and befpeak them for the firft 
Friday ; for that was the time he fixed for our departure. 
Hereupon I fpoke to twelve Spaniards^ all able mcfi 
at the oar, and fuch as could mod eafily get out of the 
city unfufpedted : and it was no eafy matter to find i^ 
many at that Jundure j for there were twenty corfairs 
out a pirating, and they had taken almoftall the rowert 
with them ; and thefe had not been found, but that 
their mader did not go out that fummer, having a gal- 
leot to finiih that Was then upon the ftockt. I &id no«

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tking ipore t<^ them, but that they fhonld fleal out of 
the town one by one, the next Friday in the dii& of 
the ^vcming, and wait for me fomewh^e about jigimd- 
raio*s gankn. I gave this direction to each of them 
£bpu'ately, with &s caution, that, if diey fhoiild £ce 
^ny other chriftians there, they (hoold only fay, I or- 
dered them to flay for me in that place. This point 
being taken care of, one thing was yet wanting, and 
, th^i the mdk neceflary of all i whidi was to advertife 
\ Zaraufa how matters ftood, that ihe might be in readi- 
nefs, and <A) the watch, fb as not to be. afifiighted if we 
rafted upon her on a fuddcn, before the time fhe cooJd 
th^ that the vxffd from Chrifiendam could be arrived. 
And therefore I refolved to go to the garden, and try 
if I could (peak to her : and, under pretence of ga- 
thering fome herbs, one day before our departnr^ I 
went th^her, and the firil perfon I. met was her Ei- 
ther, who fpoke to me in a language, which, aU orcr 
Sarbarj^i BBde^v€nSLt.OiMfia»eino^if, is fpoken among 
captives and Moprs* and is neidier Morifeo nor Cmfi- 
luuty nor of any 4>ther nation, buk a medley of all lan- 
guages, and gi^nesally underHood. He, I fay, in tlot 
j^gon/a&ed me, ^hat I came to look, for intktt 
^nlen, and to whom I belonged ? I anfwered him, I 
was a ikve of Amaute Mami^ who, I knew, was a 
"vety great £iend of his, and that I came fcnr a few 
}\erbs of feveral forts to make a fallad. He th^i aiked 
me, if I was upon ranfom, or not, and how much my 
jnafter dem^uided for me ? While we were thus talking, 
the fair Zsraida, who had efpied me fome time befcMe, 
.came out of the houfe : and as the Mo9rifo women soake 
^o icruple of appearing before the chriftians, nor are 
at all ihy towards them, as I have already obierved, 
,ihe made no difficulty: of coming where I ftood with 
her father, who, feeing her walking flowly towards as, 
called to her, and bid, her come on. It would be too 
hard a talk for me to exprefs now the great beauty, 
the genteel air, the finery and richnefs of attire, widi 
which myi beloved Zoraida appeared then before my 
eyes. More pearls, if I may fo fay, hung about h«r 
beauteous neck, and more jewels were in her ears and 

hair. 
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hair, than fhe had hairs on her head. About her an-. 
clesy which were bare, according to cuftom, (he had 
two Carcaxes (fo they call the enamelled foot-braceleti 
in Mori/co) ^ of the pureft gold, fet with fo many dia- 
monds,* that, as (he told me fmce, her father valued 
them at ten thoufand piftoles ; and thofe fhe wore oa 
her wrifts were of equal valuer The pearls were iit 
abundance, and very good; for the greatefb finery and 
magnificence of the 'A^o^r^ women coniifts in adorning 
themfelves with the fineft feed-pearls : and therefore there 
.are more of that fort among the Moors ^ than aiiiong 
all other nations ; and Z^raidas father had the reputa-% 
tion of having a great many, and thofe the very beft 
In Algiersy and to be worth beiides above two hundred 
thouumd Spanijb crowns ; of all which, ihe, who i% 
now mine, was once miftrefs. Whether, with all thefe 
ornaments, ftie then appeared beautiful or not, and 
what (he muft have been in the days of her profperity, 
may be conjeftured by what remains after fo many 
&tigues. For it is well known, that the beauty oC 
fome women has days and feafons, and depends upoa 
accidents, which diniinifh, or incrcafe it : nay, the 
very paflions of the mind naturally improve or impair 
it, and very often utterly deftroy it. In Ihort, fhe came, 
extremely adorned, and extremely beautiful ; to me at 
lead' fhe feemed the moll fo of any thing I had ever 
l>eheld : which, together with, my obligations to her, 
made me think her an angel from heaven, defcended 
for my pleafure and relief. When fhe was come up to 
ns, her fether told her, in his own tongue, that I was 
a captive belonging to his friend Amaute MamU and 
that I came to look for a fallad. She took up the dif- 
courfe,and, in the aforefeid medley of langdages, afked 
me whether I was a gentleman, and why 1 did not 
ranfom myfelf. I told her I was already ranfomed,* 
and by the price fhe might guefs what my mailer thought 
of me, fmce he had got fifteen hundred pieces of eight 
for me. To which fhe anfwered. Truly, had you be- 
longed to. my father, he fhould not have parted with 
you for twice that fum : for you chriflians always fal- 
{iS^ in your accounts of yourfclves, pretending to be 
M 2 poor. 
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poor, in order to cheat the Moors» It may Ytry wetf 
•e fo, madam, anfwered I ; but, in truth, I dealt fin- 
cerely with my mailer, and ever did, and ihall do the 
iame by every body in the world. And when go yoa 
away ? iaA&^Qraida. To-morrow, I believe, faid I: 
for there i8,a Fr^ncb veflel, which fails to-morrow, and 
J intend to go in Jier. Would it not be better^ replied 
ZaraiiUt to day till fome fhips come from Spain, and 
^o with th^, and not with thofe of France, who are 
not your friends? vNo, mackm, anfwered I ; but fhould 
the news we have of a Sfanijb fliip's coming iiiddenly 
prove true, I would perhaps ftay a little for it, though 
It is more likelv J fhall depart to-morrow : for the de- 
Are I hav;e to be in n^y own country, and with the 
' perfons I love, is ,fo great, that it will not fufFer me 
€0 wait for any other conveniency, though ever fo much 
]>etter. You are married, doubtlefs, in your own coub- 
try, (aid Zoraida^ and dierefore you are fo defirous t9 
I>e gone.and be at home with your wife ? No, xeplied X, 
I am not married ; but I have given my word to many, 
as foon as I get ^ther. And is the lady, whom yon 
liave promifed, beautiful i (aid ZoraUa* So iteanti- 
fiil, anfwered I, that, to compliment iier, and teU yoa 
the truth, ihe is very Hkeyourfelf Her father laughed 
Jieartily at this, and faid: Really, chriftian, ihe muft. 
be beautiful indeed, if fhe refembles jny daughter^ 
nvho isaccounted the handfomeft woman in all this king^- 
dom : obferve her well, and you will fee I fpeak the 
truth. ZoraUa^s father ferved us as an interpreter to 
moil ofihis converfation, being beft ikilled in the Lin^ 
jgua Franca ; for though fhe fpoke that baftard language 
jn ufe there, as I told you, yet fhe exprefied her mean- 
ing more l^ figns than by words. 

While we were thus engaged in -difcourle, a Mo$r 
mzmc running to us, faying aloud, that four Turks had 
leaped over the pales or wall of die garden, and were 
gathering the fruit, though it was not y^t ripe. The 
€Ml man was put into a fright, and fo was Zoraida : 
for the Mo^rs are naturally afraid of the Turh, elpeci- 
^ly of their foldiers, who are fo infolent and imperious 
mu:r Xhc Maors^ who are fulgedl to them, that they treat . 

diea 
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them worfe than if they were their fkves. Therefore 

Zoraida^ father faid to her : Daughter, retire into the 

houfe, and lock yourfelf in,, while I go and talk to 

thefe dogs ; and you, chriftian, gather your herbs j 

and be gone in peace, and jiia fend you fafe to your 

owa country. 1 bowed myfelf, and he went his way 

to find the "turks, leaving me alone with Zor a iJa, who 

alfo made as if fhe was going whither her father bid 

her. But fcarcely was he got out of fight among the 

trees of the garden, when Returned back to me, wit& 

her eyes full of tears, and faid : Jmext^ Cbrifiiano, 

amexi ? that is. Are you going a^vay^ Chriftian f are you 

going away ?• 1 anfwered^ Yes, madam, out not without 

•you : exped me the next Juma^ and be not frighted; 

when you fee us ; for we fhall certainly get to Chri- 

fiendom. I faid this in fuch a manner, that (he under^- 

\ Aood me very well ; and, throwing her arm about my 

' 'neck, fhe began to walk foftly and trembling toward 

; the houfe : and fortune would have it (which might 

have proved fatal, if heaven had not ordained other- 

' wife) that while we were going in that podure and 

manner I told you, her arm being about my neck, her 

fether, returning from- driving away the 7«ri/, faw us 

in that podure, and we were fenfible that he difcover- 

\ ed us. BntZoraida had the difcretion and prefence of 

^ jnind not to take her arm from about my neck, but 

^ rather held me clofer ; and leaning her head againil my 

^ breafi;, and bending her knees a little, gave plain figns 

' of fainting away : and I alfo made as if I held her up 

' only to keep her from falling. Her father came run- 

i ning to us, and; feeing his daughter in that pofture^ 

I afked what ailed her. But ihe not anfwering, he faid : 

Without doubt thefe dogs have frighted her into a 

fWoon : and, taking her from me, he inclined her gent* 

ly to his bofom. And ihe, fetching a deep figh, and 

[ her eyes (till full of tears, (aid again ; Jmexi, Chrifti' 

ano, Amexi ; Be gone^ Chriftian^ he gone. To which 

' her father anfwered : It is no maitcr, child ; why ihould 

' he go away ? he has done you no harm, and the TnrJb 

' are gone off : let nothing fright you ; there is no dan- 

' gcr ; for, as I have aire«ly told you, the Turh, at my 

' M 3 re^ue4 
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requeft, are returned by the way they came. Sir, fiod 
I to her father, they have frighted her, as you&j; 
but, iince fhe bid me be gone, I will not diihub her: 
god be with you, and, with your leave, I will come 
again, if we have occafion^ for herbs to this garden ; 
for my mailer fays there are no better for a (albd 
any where than here. You niay come whenever yoo 
win, anfwered Jgimorato ; for my daughter does not 
fay this, as having been offended by you, or any ockr 
chriflian ; but, inflead of bidding the Turks be gone, 
Ihe bid you be gone, or becaufe fhe thought it time 
for you to go and gather your herbs. I now took my 
leave of them bbth, and fhe, feeming as if her foal 
2iad been rent from her, went away with her ftther. 
And I, under pretence of gathering herbs, walkerf 
'Over and took a view of the whole garden at my Jd- 
fure, obfbrving carefully all the inlets and outlets, and 
Che ftrength of the houfe, and every conveniency, wlud 
might tend to facilitate our bufinefs. 

When I had fo done, I went and gave an account to 
the renegado and my companions of all that had pa^ 
JOnging eagerly for the hour, when, without fear of 
furprize, I might enjoy the happinefs, which fortune 
prefented me in the beautiful Zoraida, In a word, 
time pafTed on, and the day appointed, and by us fo 
much wifhed for, came ; and we all obferving the or- 
der and method, which, after mature deliberation and 
long debate, we had agreed on, we had the defired 
fucceis. For, the Friday following the day when I 
calked with Zoraida in the garden, Morrenago (for that 
was the renegado's name) at the dofe of the evening, 
call anchor with the bark almoft oppofite to where 2«- 
r<i/V« dwelt. The chriftians, who were to be employed 
at the bar, were ready, and hid in feveral places there- 
abouts. They were all in fufpenfe, their hearts heat- 
ing, and in expedation of my coming, being eager to 
furprize the bark, which lay before their eyes : for 
they knew nothing of what was concerted with the re- 
negado, but thought they were to regain their liberty 
by mere force, and- by killing the Moors who were on 
board the veiTeL As foon therefore as I and my friends 

appeared, 
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appeared, all they that were hid came out, and joined 
us one after another* It was now the time that the ci- 
ty gates were • ihut, and no body appeared abroad in 
all that quarter. Being met together, we were in 
ibme doubt whether it would be better to go firft for 
Zorauia, or fecure the Moorjy who rowed ihe veflcK 
While we were in this uncertainty, oar r^negadocame 
to us, diking us, what we ftaid for ; for now was the 
time, 9X1 his Moors being thoughtlefs of danger, and 
mofk of them afleep. We tdd ium what we demurred 
about, and he (aid, that the thing of the moft impor- 
tance was, firft to feize the veffel, which might be done 
with all imaginable eafe, and without any manner of ^ 
jdanger, and then we might prefendy go and fetch Zo- 
rai4o. We all approved of what he faid, and fo with- 
out farther delay, he being our guide, we came to the 
veiTel ; and he, leaping in firft, drew a cutlafs, and 
(aid in Morifio : Let not om man of joujiir, unlefs ho 
has a mind it (houli coft bim bit lifo* By this time all 
the chriftians were got on board, and the A/mt/, who 
were timorous fellows, hearing the mailer fpeak thus, 
were in a great fright % and, without making any re- 
fiftance {for indeed they had few oi* no arms) filently 
fafered themfelves to be bound ; which was done very 
expeditiouily, the chriitians threatening the Moors^ that 
if they raifed any planner of cry, or made the Icaft 
noife, they would in that inilant put them all to the 
fword. This being done, and half our number remain- 
ing on board to guard them, the reSi of us, the rene- 
gado being ftill oar leader, went to Agimorato'^ garden^ 
and, as good luck would have it, the door opened as 
eaiily to us, as. if it had not been locked ; and we came 
up to the houfe with great Hillncis and iilence, and 
without being perceived by any one. The lovely Zo- 
raida was expeding us at a window, and, when (he 
Ibeard people coming, ih^ aiked in a low voice, whe- 
ther we w^e Naxarani, that is, chriftians ? I anfwer- 
ed, we were,, and deiired her to come down. When 
file knew^it was I, ihe ilaid not a moment, but, witK- 
. out anfwerii^ me a word, came down in an inilant, 
and openmg the door, appeared to us'all fi> beautiful, 
M 4 and^ 
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and richly attired* that I cannot eaiily exprefs it. As 
foon as 1 iaw her» I took her hatid and kified it : the 
renegade did the fanie, and my two comrades alfo ; 
and the re(i» who knew not the meaning of it, fbUow- 
cd our example, thinking we only meant to exprefs oar 
thanks and acknowledgments to her, as the inftrument 

. of oar deliverance. The reneeado a^ed her in Mori/coy 
whether her father was in tne houfe:'ihe anfwered» 

. he was» and afleep. Then we muft awake him, re- 
plied the renegado, and carry him with us, and all 
that he has of value in this beautiful villa. No, (aid 
ihe, my father muft by no means be touched, and thera 
is nothing confiderable here but what I have with me,- 

^ which is uifficient to make you aH rich and content : 
jlay a little, and you fhall fee. And fo faying, (he went 
in again, and bi^^us be quiet and make no noife, for 
ihe would come back immediately. I aiked the rene<- 
gado what ihe (iud : he told me, and I bid him be 
lure to do j^ as Z^raida would have him> who was 
now returned with a little trunk fo full of gold crowns^ 
that fhe could hardly lift it. Ill fortune would have it, 
that her father in the mean time happened to awake, 
and hearing a noiie in the garden, looked out at the 
window, and prefently found there were chriftians in it. 
Inunediately he cried out, as loud as he could, in Jra^ 
iicy Chriftians,. chriftians, thieves, thieves; which out- 
cry put us all into the utmoft terror and confufion. But 
the renegado, feeing the danger we were in,, and' co»- 
fidering how much it import^ him to eo through with 
the enterprize, befoce it was difcover^, ran up with 
the greateft fpeed to the room where Jgimorato was ; 
and with him ran up feveral others of us : but I did 
not dare to quit Zoraida^ who had funk into my arms 
almoft in a fwoon. In ihort they that went up acquit- 
ted themfelves fo well* that in a moment they came 
down with Agimorato^ having tied hlshMuls, andftop^ 
ped his mouth with a handkerchief, fo that he could 
not fpeak a word* and threatening him, if he made the 
leaft noife, it fhould coft him his life. When his 
daughter faw him, ihe covered her eyes, that flie might. 
Bot fee hinit W her father was aftoniftied at feeing^ 

her» 
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her, not knowing how willingly (he had put herfelf 
into our hands. But at that time it bein^ of the otmoft 
confequence to us to Ry, we got as ^eddy as wr could 
^ the barky where our comrades adready eiqpc^ed nt 
with impatience, fearing we had met with fome croft 
acddent. ScaKe two hours of the night were pafled, 
whes we were now all got on board, and then we vox* 
tied the hands of /craUa^s father, and took the hand« 
kerchief out of his month: but the renegado ^warned 
him again not to fpeak a. word, for^ if be did, ihef 
would take away ius life. When he faw his daughter 
there, he began to weep moft tenderly, and efpeciallv 
when he perceived that I held her clofely en^racec^ 
and that fhe, without making any (hew of oppofition^ 
or complamt, or coynefs, lay fo ftiU and quiet : nc- 
verthelefs he held his peace, left #« fliould put the 
renegado's ^threats in execution. ZoraiJa now find- 
ing herielf in the bark, and that we began t& handle 
our oars, and feeing her finther there, and the reft of 
the Moors, who were bound, fpoke to the renegade, 
to defire me to do her die favour to loofe thofe 
Moon, and'fet her father at liberty; for (he would 
fooner throw herfelf into the iea, than fee her fitther, 
who loved her fo tenderly^ carried away captive be- 
fore her eyes, and ui)on her account. The renegado 
told me what (he defired, and I anfwered that I was 
entirely (atisfied it (hould be fo : but he replied, it 
was not convenient ; for, (hould they be fet on (here 
theie, . they would prefently raife the country^ and 
alarm the city^ and caufe fome light frigates to be fent 
put in queft of us, and fo we (hould be befet both by 
Tea and land, and it would be impoffible for us to 
efcape : but what might be done, was, to give them 
their liberty at the mil chri(tian country we (hould 
touch at. We all came in to this opinion, and a^-> 
raii^a alfo was (atisfied, when we told her what we * 
had determined, and the rea(bns why we Could not at 
prefent comj^y with her requeft. And then immedi- 
ately, with joyful filence, and cheerful diligence, each 
of our brave rowers handled his oar, and, recommend- 
ing ouifelves to god, with all our hearts, we began 
Ms' fo 
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to fDlike towarcls the iflanct of Majorca^ which is the 
netreft chriftian land. But the noith wind beginning. 
to blow frefh^ and the fea being fomewhat rough, 
it was not poihble for us to fteer the courfe of Ma- 
jpreat and we were forced to keep along ihore to- 
wards Otaiiy^ not without great apprehenfions of being 
difcovered from the town of Sargel^ which lies on that 
coafty about fixty miles from Algiers, Wc were afraid 
likewiie of meeting in our paflage with fome of thoTe 

falleots, which come ufually with- merchandife froia 
'jetuaMi though, each relying on his own courage,, 
ind that of his comrades in genera!, weprefamed,. 
that, if we fliould meet a galleot, provided it were 
not a cruiser, we (hould be fo far from being ruined^, 
that we ihottld probably take a veiTel, wherein we 
might more fecirjiy purfue our voyage. While we 
proceeded in our voyage, Zoraida kept her head be- 
tween my hands, that ihe might not look on her &- 
ther ; and I could perceive (he was continually calling 
vpoa Lila MMritn to afiift us. 

' We had rowod about thirty miles,, when day-break, 
came upon as, a|id we found ouifelves not above three 
iBuiket-ihot ctifUint fi-om the ihore, whi^h feemed to 
be quite a deiert, and without any creature to difcoyer 
us : however, by mere dint of rowing, we made a little 
<Hit to fea, which was by this time become more calm ;, 
and when we had advanced about two leagues^ it was. 
ordered that they ihould row by turns *,. whilil we 
took a little refrefliment, the bark being weU provided t 
but the rowers &id, that it was not a time to take any 
reft, and that they would by no means quit their oars^. 
but would eat and row^ if tfaoie, who wete onemploy* 
cd, would bring the viduals to them. They did fb ;; 
and now the wind began to blow a brifk gale, .which 
forced us to fet up our ^Is^ and lay dowa our oars„ 
* and fteer diredly to Oran^ it being in^flible to hold 
any other ^orfe. All this was done with great expe*

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dition : and fo we failed above eight miles an hoar, 
without any other fear than that of meeting fome 
cruizer. We gave the Moeri/h prifoners fomet&ng to 
eat» and the renegado comforted them, telling £em 
they were not flave$, and that they fhould have theiir 
liberty given them the iirft opportunity : and he i^A 
the fame to Zoraida'B father, who anfwered : I might,, 
perhaps^ exped or hope for any other favour from 
your liberality and generous ui^^e, O chriftians; 
but as to giving me my liberty, thidc me not fo fimple 
as to imagine it ; for you would never have expofed 
yourfelves to the hazard of taking it from me, to re- 
iiore it me fa freely, eipecially fincc you know who I 
am^ and the advantage that may accrue to you by 
my ranfom ; which do but name, and from this mo- 
ment I promiie you whatever yo» demand, for my- 
^, TifA for this my unhappy daughter, or elfe fbr 
her alone, who is the greater and better part of my 
foul. In faying this, he began to weep fo bitterly, 
that it mov^ us all to companion, and forc^ed ZoraidU 
to look up at him ; who, feeing him weep in that 
manner, was fo melted, that ihe got up from me, and 
ran to embrace her father, and laying her face to his, 
they two began fo tender a lamentation, that many of 
TOU could not forbear keepbg them company. But 
^hen her father obfervcd that (he was adorned with 
her beft attire, and ^had (b many jewels about her» he 
laid to her in his language : How comes it, daughtei*, 
that yefterday evening, Wfore this terrible misfortune 
befbl u^, I faw you in your ordinary and houihold dndrefs, 
fuid now, without having had time to drefs yourfelf^ 
and without having received any joyful news, to be fo^ 
lemnizcd by adorning and dreffing yonrfclf out> I fee 
-you fet ofi* with the bdit doaths that I could pofliMy find 
to give you, when fortune was more favourable to us ? 
Aaiyttt me to this ; for it holds me in greater ftifpenfe 
and admiration, than the misfortune itfdf, in which t 
am involved f The- renegado interpreted to us all that 
the Moor fatd to his daughter, who anfw'ered him not 
A word : but when he faw in a corner of the boat tJie 
^tle trnnk> ia which ihe ufed to keep hpr jewels^ whlci^ 

he 
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he knew very well he had left in the town of Algiers^ 
and had not brought with him to the viOa, he was (till 
more confounded, and afked her, how that trunk had 
come to our hands, and what was in it ? To which 
the renegado, without ftaying till Z§raida fp<^e, an- . 
fwered ; Trouble not yourfelf^ Sienor, about afking 
your daughter fo many queftions ; ror with one word I 
can fatisfy them all : and therefore be it known to yoo, 
that (he is a chriftian, and has been the inftrument to 
file off our chains, and give us the liberty we enjoy : 
ihe is here with her own confent, and well pleafod, I 
believe, to find^herfelf in this condition, like one who 
goes out of darknefs into light, from death to life, and 
from fuffering to glory. Is this tnie, daughter ? iaid 
the Moor, ft is, anfwered Zoraida. In efFeft then, 
replied the old man, you are become a chriflian, and 
are (he, who has put her father into the power of his 
enemies ? To which Zoraida anfwered : I am indeed 
a chrilHan ; but not (he, who has reduced you to this 
condition : for my inclination never was to for£ike yon, 
por do you harm : my defign was only to do myfelf 
]good. And what good have yon done youHelf, my 
daughter ? Afk that, anfwered fhe, of Le/a Mariith 
who can tell you better than I can» 

The Moor had icarce heard this, when with mcre^ 
dible precipitation he threw himfelf headlong into the 
fea, and wtthput doubt had been drowned, had not 
the wide and cumberfc&ne garments he wore kept him 
a little while above water. Zoraida cried out, to fave 
Ikim, and we all prefendy ran, and, laying hold of his 
garment, dragged him out half drowned and fenfelefli 
at which fight Zoraida was fo a£Fe£ted, that fhe fet up 
a tender and forrowful lamentation over hkn, as if he 
had been really dead« We turned him widi his moutk 
downward,, and he voided a great deal of water, and 
in about two hours came to himfdf. In the mean 
time, the wind bekig changed, we were obliged to ply 
our oars to avoid running upon the fhore : but by good 
fortune we came to a creek by the fide of a fmall pro- 
montory, or head, which by the lS$9rs is called the 
€ape of CaijM Rtmitti, that is to fay, in our bnguag^ 
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TJ^ *wicM chrifiian «woman h for the Moors, have a 
Iradition, that Ca^va*, wha occaiioned the lofs of 
Spaifif lies buried there ; Cava fignifying m their lan- 
guage ZfwUked *womatt, and Rumia, a chrtftian ;. and 
farther,, they^ reckon it an ill omen to be forced to an^ 
choF there ; and otherwife they never do To ; though 
to us it poved, not the ihclter ©f a wicked woman^ 
but a faK harbour and retreat, confidering how high 
the fea ran^ We placed fcouts on ihore, and never 
dropped our oars : we eat of what the renegado had 
provided, and prayed to god and to our lady very 
devoutly for affifUnce and prote^ion, that we might 
give a happy endiii^ to fo fortunate a beginning. Or* 
der was given, at ZoraUas entreaty, to fet her father 
on fliore with the reft of the Moorr^ who *till now had 
been faft bound ; for ihe had not the heart, nor could 
her tender bowels brook, to fee her father, and her 
countrymen, carried off prifoners before her face. We 
promifed her it fhould be done at our going off, fince 
there was no danger in leaving them info deiblate a 
place. Our prayers were not in vain : heaven heard 
them ; for the wind prefently changed in our favour^ 
and the fea was calm, inviting us to return and profe- 
cute our intended voyage. Seeing this^ Ive unbound 
the Moorsy and fet them one by one on fhore ; at 
which they were greatly furprized : but, when we went 
to difembark Zoraida's father, who was now perfedUy 
in his fenfes, he faid ; Why^ chriftians, think you, is 
this wicked woman defirous of my being fet at liberty ? 
think you k is out of any filial piety me has towards 
me ? No, certainly : but it ia, becaufe of the diftur* 
bance my prefence would give her, when ihe has i| 
mind to put her evil inclmations in pradUce. And 
thmk not that ihe is moved to change her religion be- 
caufe ihe thinks yours is preferable to ours : no, but 
becaufe ihe knows, that libertinifm is more allowed in 
your country th^ ia ours. And turning to Zoraida 
(I and another chriftianr holding him faft by both, arms^

lef! 
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left he fliould ccnnmit fome oatrag^ he faid : O in& 
mom girly and ill-adrired maiden ! whither goeft'thoa 
blindfold and precipitate, in the power of thefe dogs 
our natural enemies ? Curfed be die hour, wherdn I 
begat thee, and curfed be the indulgence and luxury 
in which I brought thee up ! But perceiving he was 
not likely to give over in hafte, I hurried him afhor^^ 
and from thence he continued his execrations and wail- 
ingb, praying to Mahomet that he would beieech god. 
to deftroy, confound, and make an end of us: and. 
when, being under {ail» we could no longer hear he 
words, we faw his aftions ;. which were, tearing his 
beard, plucking off his hair, and rolling himfelf on 
the ground : and once he raifed his voice fo high, 
that we could hear him fay : Come back, beloved 
daughter, come back to ihore j for I forgive diee all :: 
let thofe men keep the money they already have, and 
do thou come back, and comfort thy di£confolate fa- 
ther, who muft lofe his life in this defert land, if thoa 
fbrfakeft him. All this Zoraida heard ; all this (he 
lelt, and bewailed, but could not fpeak, nor aofwet 
6iffl a word, only : May it pleafe Alar my dear Ei- 
ther, that hila Marieny who* has been the caufe of my 
turning chriftian,, may comfort you in your afflidUon. 
Jla well knows,., that I could do no otherwife than I 
have done, and that thefe chriftians are not indebted 
to me for any particular good-will to them, fince> 
^ough I had had no mind to have gone with them; 
but rather to have ftayed at home, it had been impof^ 
fible for me ; for my mind would not let me be at rcft^- 
^U I performed this work, which to me^^sems as good, 
ts you, my deareft father, .think it bad. This (he faid^ 
when we were got fo far off", that her father could not 
hear her, nor we fee him any more. So I comforted 
Zoraiday and we all minded our voyage, which was 
now made fo eafy to us by a favourable wind, that 
we made no doubt of being next motning up6ii the 

But, as good feldom or never comes pure and un* 
mixed, w^ottt being accompanied or followed by 
^9^ ^ !^ ^>^^^ and difiurb it^ €ttr fortune would. 
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have ir, or perhaps the carles the Moor bellowed on 
• his daughter (for fuch are always to be dreaded, let 
the father be what he will) I fay, it happened that, 
being now got far out to fea, and the third hour of the 
night well-nigh paft, and under full fail, the oars being 
laSied, for the fair wind eafed us of the labour of 
making ufe of them ; by the light of the moon, which 
ihone very bright, we difcovered a round veflcl, with 
all her iails out, a little a-head of us, but fo very 
near to us, that we were forced to ibike fail to avoid 
running foul of her ; and they alfo fteered, and, as 
they called it, put the helm hard up, to give us room to 
go by. The men had polled them^lves on the quarter- 
deck, to aflc, who we were, whither we were going, 
and from whence we came : but aflcing us in French^ 
our renegado faid i Let no one anfwer; for theie 
without doubt are French cor(ai|;s, to whom all is fiHi 
that comes to net. Upon this caution no body fpoke a 
word : and having failed a little On, their veffel being 
under the wind, on a fudden they let fly two pieces of 
artillery, and both, as it appeared, with chain-mot; for 
one cut our mail through the middle, both that and 
the fail falling into the fea, and the other at the fame 
inllant came through the middle of our bark, fo as to 
lay it quite open, without wounding any of us. But, 
finding ourfelves finking, we all began to cry aloud for 
help, and to beg of thofe in the fhip to take us in, for 
ive were drowning. They then flruck their fails, and 
hoifling out the boat or pinnace, with about twelve 
Frenchmen in her, well armed with mufquets, and their 
matches lighted, they came up dofe to us, and, feeing 
how few we were, and that the vefTel was finking, 
they took us in, telling us that all this had befallen us 
becaufe of our incivility in returning them no anfwer. 
Our renegado took the trunk, in which was Zoraida\ 
treafure, and, without being perceived by any one, 
threw it overboard into the fea. In fhort, we all paf- 
fed into the French fhip, where, after they had inform- 
ed themfelves of whatever they had a mind to know 
concerning us, immediately, as if they had been our 
capital enemies, they llripped us of every thing, and 
Vol. II. Zoraida 
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Zoraida they ftripped even of the bracelets fhe wore oa 
her ankles : but the uneafinefe they gave her gave me 
lefs than the apprehenfion I was in^ le^ they ihould 
proceed, from plundering her of -her rich and precious 
jewels, to the depriving her of the jewel of moll 
worth, and that which ihe valued moft. But the de- 
fires of this fort of men feldom extend farther than to 
money, with which their avarice is never fatisfied, as 
was evident at that time ; for they would have taken 
away the very cloaths we wore as flaves, if they had 
thought they could have made any thing of them: 
Some of them were of opinion, it would be beft to 
throw us all overboard, wrapped up in a fail : for their 
defign was to trade in fome of the Spanijh ports, pre- 
tending to be of J?r/>tf»y ; and, ihould they carry us 
with them thither, they would be feized on and pu- 
niihed, upon difcovery of the robbery. But the cap- 
tain, who had rifled my dear Zoraida^ faid, he was 
contented with the prize he had already got, and that 
he would not touch at any port of Spain^ but pafs the 
Sireigbts of Gibraltar by night, or as he could, and 
make the beft of his way for RocbeU from whence he 
came ; and therefore in conclufion they agreed to give 
us their fhip-boat, and what was neceflary for fo ihor^ 
a voyage as we had to make : which they did the next 
day in view of the spanijh coaft; at which fight all 
our troubles and miferies were forgotten as entirely as 
if they had never happened to us ; fo great is the plea- 
fure of regaining one's loft liberty. It was about noon, 
when they put us into the boat, giving us two barrels 
of water, and fome bifcuit ; and the captain, moved 
by I know not what compaflion, gave the beautiful 
Zoraida y at her going off, about forty crowns in gold, 
and would not permit his foldiers to ftrip her of thefe 
very cloaths ihe has now on. 

We went on board, giving them thanks for the fa- 
vour they did us, and ihewing ourfelves rather pleafed 
than dilTatisfied. They ftood out to ifea, fleering to- 
ward the Stnights, zxiA we, without minding any 
other north-flar than the land before us, rowed fo hard, 
that we were, at fun-£et^ fo near it, that we might ea- 

fii/» 
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fly, w€ thought, get thither before the night fhould 
be far fpent : but the moon not fhining, and the iky 
being cloudy, as we did not know the coaft we were 
upon, we did not think it fafe to land, as feveral 
among us would have had us, though it were among 
the rocks, and far from any town ; for by that means, 
they faid, we fhould avoid the danger we ought to 
fear from the corfairs of ^etuan, who are over- night in 
Barbary, and the next morning on the coaft of Spain^ 
where they commonly pick up fomc prize, and return 
to fleep at their own homes. However it was agreed 
at laft, that we ftiould row gently towards the £ore, 
and, if the fea proved calm, we fliould land wherever 
we could. We did fo ; and, a little before midnight^ 
we arrived at the foot of a very large and high moun- 
tain, not fa clofe to the fhoie, but there was room 
enough for our landing commodioufly. We ran our 
boat into the (and ; we all got on fhore, and kiffed the 
ground, and with tears o? joy and fatisfadipn gave 
thanks to god for our late providential deliverance. 
•We took our provifions out of the boat, which wc 
dragged on fhore^ and then afcended a good way up 
the mountain ; andj though it was really fo, we could 
not fatisfy our minds, nor thoroughly believe, that the 
ground we were upon was chriftian ground. We 
thought the day would never come r at laft we got to 
the top of the mountain, to fee if we could dScover 
any houfes, or huts of ftiepherds ; but as far as ever 
we could fee, neither habitation, nor perfon, nor path, 
TM>Y road, could we difcover at all. However we de- 
teimined to go farther into the countiy, thinking it 
ihipoffiblc but we muft foon fee fome body, to inform 
us where wc were. But what troubled me moft, was, 
to fee Zoraida travel on foot through" thofe craggy 
places ; for, though I fometimes took her on my . 
moulders, my wearinefs wearied her more, than her 
own refting relieved her : jind therefore file would not 
fuffer me to take that pains any more ; and fo went 
on with y^y great patience, and figns of joy, I ftill 
leading her by the hand. 

We had gqne itv thi&^maimer.little lefs than a quarter 

of 
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of a league, when the found of a little bell reached our 
ears, a certain fignal that feme flocks were neai us ; 
and all of us looking out attentively to fee whether any 
ajppeared, we difcovered a young (hepherd at the foot 
of a cork-tree, in great tranquillity and repofe^ fhap- 
fng a ftick with his knife. We called out to him, an4 
Ke, lifting up his head, got up nimbly on his feet ; and, 
as we came to underiland afterwards, the firfl who pre- 
fented themfelves to his fight being the renegado and 
ZoraUat he, feeing them in Moortjh habits, thought all 
the Moors in Barbary were upon him ; and, making to- 
ward the wood before him with incredible fpeed, be 
cried out as loud as ever he could ; Moors ! the Moorf 
are landed : Moors y Moors ! arm, arm ! Wfs, hearing 
this outcry, were confounded, , and knew not what to 
do : but, confidering that the fhepherd's out-cries jnuft 
needs alarm the country, and that the militia of the 
coaft would prefently come to fee what was the matter, 
f^e agreed, tiiat the reneg^o fhould ilrip off his Turkifi 
habit, and put on a jerkin or flave's cafTock, which one 
cf us immediately gave him, though he who lent it re- 
xnained pnly in his ihirt and breeches ; and fo, recom- 
mending ourfekes to god, we went on the fame way 
we faw the fhepherd take, expeding every moment 
when the coafl-guard would be upon us : nor were we 
deceived in our apprehenfion : for, in lefs than two 
hours, as we came down the hill into the plain, we d^- 
covered about fifty horfemen coming towards us on a 
half-gallop ; and, as foon as we faw them» we flood 
Hill to wait their coming up. But as they drew near, 
fuid found, inflead of the Moors they looked for, a 
company of poor chriflian captives, they were furprifed, 
and one of them afked us whether we were the occa- 
fion of the fhepherd's alarming the counciy ? I anfwered 
we were ; and beii^ about to acquaint him whence we 
came, and who we were, one of the chriltians, who 
came with us, knew the .horfeman who had afked us 
the queflion, and, without giving me time to fay any 
thing more, he cried : God be praifed, gentlemen, for 
bringing us to fo good a part ot the country ; for, if I 
am not miflaken* the ground we ftand upon is the ter- 
ritory 
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ritory of Vtlex Malaga^ and, if the length of my cap- 
tivity has not impaired my memory, you» Sir, who are 
afking us thefe quelHonSy are Pedro de Bufiamante^ my 
uncle. Scarce had the chriflian captive faid this, when 
the horfeman threw himfelf from his horfe, and ran to 
embrace the young man, faying to him : Dear nephew 
of my foul and of my life, I know you ; and we have 
often bewailed your death, I, and my filler your mo- 
ther, and all your kindred, who are (till alive ; and god 
has been pleafed to prolong their liVes, that they may 
have the pleafiire of feeing yoo again. We knew you 
were in Algiers^ and by the appearance of your drefs, 
and that of your companions, I guefs you muft have 
recovered your liberty in fome miraculous manner. It 
is fo, anfwered the young man, and we (hall have time 
enough hereafter to tell you the whole ftory. Asibon 
as the horfemen underftood that we were chriflian cap- 
tives, they lighted from their horfes, and each of them 
invited us to accept of his horfe to carry us to the cit^ 
of Vele% Malaga^ which was a league and a half off. 
Some of them went back to carry the boat to the town» 
being told b^' us where we had left it. Others of them 
took us up behind them, and Zoraida rode behind our 
captive's uncle. All the people came out to recede us, 
halving heard the news of our comine from fome who 
went before. They did not come to fee captives freed, 
or Moor J made flaves ; for the people of ^at coafl are 
accuftomed to fee both the one and the other $ but 
they came to gaze at the beauty of Zoraida^ which 
was at that time in its full perfection ; and what with 
walking, and the joy of being in Chriftendom^ with- 
out the fear of being led, fuch colours came into her 
face, that I dare fay, if my affedlion did not then de- 
ceive me, there never was in the world a more beau- 
tiful creature ; at leail none that I had ever feen. 
' We went diredUy to the church, to give god thanks 
for the mercy we had received, and Zoraida^ at firfl 
entering, Yaid, there were faces there very like that of 
Lela Marten.

if

though, confidering that heaven has given me Zoraida^- 
no other fortune could have befallen me, which I (hould 
have valued at fb high a rate. The patience with whicE, 
Zoraidahtzss the inconveniencies poverty brings along 
with it, and the defire fhe feems to exprefs of becom- 
ing a chriftian, is fuch and fo great, that I am in ad- 
miration, and. look upon myfelfas bound to fervcher 
all the days of my life. But the delight I take in 
feeing myfelf hers, and her mine, is fometimes inter- 
rupted and almoft deftroyed, by my not knowing whe- 
ther I fhall find any comer in my own country, wherein 
to ihelter her, and whether time and death have not 
made fuch* alterations, as to the affairs and lives of my 
father and brothers, „ that,, if- they are no more, I fhali 
Ijardly find any body that knows me. 

This, gentlemen, is my hiftory : whether it be an 
entertaining and unccmmon one, you are to judge, 
for my own gart I caa fay, I wouU willingly have re- 

latcd 
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lated it dill more fuccindUy, though the fear of tiring 

- you has. made me omit feveral circumftances, which 

- were at my tongue's end.

u The whole is extraordinary, uncommon, and full of 

E accidents, which aiioniih and furprize thofe who hear 

::: them. And {o great is the pleafure we have received 

: in liflening to it, that, though the ftory fhould have held 

. till to-morrow, we fhould have wifhed it were to begin 

: aeain. And, i^n faying this, C^z;:^^^/^/^ and the reft 

;. c>f the company offered him all the fervice in their 

:. power, with fuch expreffions of kindnefs and fincerity, . 

: that the captain was extremely well fatisfied of the^r 

- good- will. Don femandoy in particular, offered him, 
: that, if he would return with him, he would prevail 
t with the marquis his brother to Hand godfather at Zo- 
: raida\ baptifm, and that for his own part he would 
;i accommodate him in fuch a manner, that he might 
ij smpear in his own country with the dignity and dif- 
I tmdion due to his perfon; The captive thanked him 
[ jnofl courteoufly, but would not accept of any of his 
; generous offisrs. 

By this time night was come on. and about the duik 
\ :SL coach arrived at the inn, with fome men on horfe- 
l>ack.

This 
thought will make me continue my voyage, not with 
that fatisfadtion I began it, but rather with melancholjr 
and (adnefs. O my dear brother ? did I but know 
where you now are, I would go and £nd you, to de- 
liver you from your troubles, though at the expence of 
sny own repofe.

Here the voice ceafed, and Donna Clara began t^ 
figh afrefh : all which fired Dorothea's curioiky to know 
the caofe of fo fweet a fong, and fo fad a plaint.

And now^ every tkne I fee aibi^ 
or hear him fine, I tremble ait over, and am in ^ fr^t» 
left my father mould come to know him^ and fo diteo- 
ver our inclinations.

Say no more» my dear cUra^ iaid DBtotiia, ki£ii^ 
her a thouiand times t pray, iav no more, and ftay 'tiu 
to-morrow i for I h£^ in eod fo to manage ^our af- 
fiur, that the conduiion fhalfbe as happy as fo mnocent 
a beginning deierves. Ah ! madam, laid Domta Clara,, 
what concEifion can be hoped for, fince his father is of 
fttch quality, and fo wealthjf,. that he will not think me 
worthy to oe fo much as his fon^s fervant, and how 
much lefi his wife } and as to marrying, without my 
father^s confent . or knowledge, I would not do it for 
all the world. I woold/^^^^ iuii^ this young man go 
back, and leave me : perhaps, b]|jik>t feeing him, and 
by the great diftance of place and time, the pains I 
now endure may be abated ; though, I dare fay, this 
remedy is like to do me little goed. I know not what 
forcery this is, nor which way this love pofTeffed me, 
he and I being both fo youne ; for I verily believe we 
are of the fame age, and X am not yet full fixteen,, 
nor {hall be, as my father fays, *till next Micbaelmas.

O thou trilbrmed luminary, bring mc 
tidings of her: pcriiaps you are now gazing at her, en* 
iriotts of her beauty, as (he is walking through feme 
gallery ei her fumptuous palace, or leaning over ferae 
balcony, confidering how, without offence to her mo- 
defiy and grandeur, (he may affuage the tonnent this 
poor afHi&d heart of mine endures for her fake ; or 
ferhaps confideriM;, whatt glQry to beilow on my fuf- 
serings, what reft on my cares, and laftly, what life 
on my. death, and what reward on my fervkes. Ami 
thou, fun, who by dits time muft be haftening to har* 
nefs your fleeds, to come abroad early, and vi£t my 
mifbefs, I entreat you, as foon as you fee her, &lute 
her in my name : but beware, when you fee and falute 
her, that vou do not ki6 her face; for I ihall be more 
jealous of you, than you were of that fwift ingrate, 
who made you fweat, and run ib hSt over the i^ns of 
n^afyy or along the banks of Pemus (for I do not well 
remember over which of them you ran at that tim^ 
fo jealous^ and fo enamoured.

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Thus far D^n ^mix9te iuul proceeded in bis piteov 
lamentation^. wh» the iim-keeper's daughter b^ t» 
caU foftly to ]iim» and to fay ; jytzx Sk, pray, cone 
a little this way, if you plc^.

¥oice Ihn ^ixott turaedjiboot his bead^ and peicd- 
ved,. by the light of the moon^ which then ihone voy 
bright, that fcmie body called him from the fpike-hoi^ 
which to him Teemed a window with gilded bars, fit 
fi>r rich fafUes,. fuch as he fancied the inn to be: and 
inflantly it came again into his mad imaginatioDy as it 
had done before, that the &ir damfel, daagbter of the 
lord of the caftle, being mti^iSdh\Y in Iotc with hi% 
was retoraed to coart him again : and with this tbought, 
that he might not appeai; djfcourteous and upgiateH 
he wheeled ^p«/i»aff/f about, and came up to theboJc; 
and, as foon as he iaw the two wenches, heiaid: 1 
pity you, fair lady, for having placed yoor amoroitt 
ndinations, where \t is impoflible fo* y^J^ to meet 
with a fuitable return,, fuch as your great wwth and 
gentlenefi de^rve : yet ought you not to blame tli» 
unfortunate enamoured knight,, whom love has made 
incapable of engaging his afFe^ions to any other thaa 
to her, whom, the moment he. laid his €y€» on her, jte 
made abfolute mifbeis of his fcul.

which was all fnakes, or even the fun-beams cndofi^ 
in a viol. Sir, quoth Marinrnts, my lady waa^ n<^ 
thing of ajl this. What ia it then your lady wants, 
difcreet Duenna f anfwered Don ^tMote, Only one^ 
your beautiful bands, quoth M^itomesy, whereby part- . 
ly to fatisfy th^ longing, which brought her to thif 
window, fo much to the peril oi her honornv ^» ^ 
her k)rd apd father ihould come to know it, die Icaft 
ihce he would whip off would he one 0f her ears. 1 
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would fain fee that, anfwered Don ^ixott : he had- 
beft have a care what he doe9« unlefs he has a mind ta 
come to the mod difaibous end that ever father did in 
the world, for having laid violent hands on the delicate 
members of his beloved daughter. Maritornes made 
no doubt but Don ^ixote would give his hand, as 
they had deiired, and fo, refolving with herfelf what 
ihe would do, fhe went down into the flable, from 
whence fhe took the halter of Sancbo Pan^a^ afs, and 
returned, vtxy fpeedily to h%r fpike-hole, juft as Dott 
^jtixpte had got upon Roscinantis faddle, to reach the 
gilded window, where he imagined the enamoured 
^amfel ftood, and faid, at giving her his hand ; Take» 
madam, this hand, or rather this chaftizer of the evil- 
doers of the world : take, I fay, this hand, which 
no woman's hand ever touched before, not even her'a 
who has the entire right to my whole body. J do not 
give it you to kife^ but only that you miy behold the 
contexture of its nerves, and the firm knitting of its 
jnufcles, the largenefs and fpacioufnefs of its veins, 
whence you may gather what mull be the (bength of 
that arm, which h^ fuch a hand.

^ie anfweredy very leifurely, and with much flegm j 
JPair mdden, your petition cannot be granted at pr^fen^ 
l3ecaufe I am incapacitated from intermeddling in any 
other adventure, till I have accomplifhed one I have al- 
j'eady engaged my word for: but what I can do for 
3^ur fervice, is what I will now tell you : run, and bid 
your father maintain the fight the beft he can, and in na. 
ivife fufFer himfelf to be vanqnifhed, while I go and a& 
permiffion of the princefs Micomicana to relieve him inL 
his difbefs ; which if fhe grants me, reft aiTured I wilt 
bring him out of it. A^ I am a finner, quoth Maritor'^ 
nes^ who was then by, before your worfliipcan obtain 
tbe licence you talk of, my mailer may be gone into the 
other world. Permit me, madam, to dbtain the licence 
I fpcak of, anfwered Don ^ixote : for if fo be I have 
it, no matter though he be in the other wolrld 1 for from 
tl^ce would I fetch him back in fi)ite of the other work!

MarUornes, tke hoftefi , and her daughter, who were 
seady to run diftra^ked to behold the cowardice of Ihm 
^x$Uf and the kijaty thm doing to their niafier, 
hofband, and fiuher. 

But kt ut leave him there » whUt ; fin' he will not 
want ibme body or other to relieve him ; or^ tf not^ 
let him fufier and be filent, who is fo fool-hard^ as to- 
engage in what is abov^ his fbength ^ and let us tvunt 
fifor paces back, to fee what Dmt £#ivf/ replied to the 
jiii<%e, whom we left apart aiking the caofe of hiscom* 
ing on foot, and to m^ualy apparelled. To whom the 
youthy fqueezing him hard by both hands» as if fome 

Esat aAi^Bon was wringing his heart, and pouring^ 
wn tears in great aboi^nce, faid : All I can £iy^ 
dear fir, is, that, from the moment heaven was plea- 
led, by means of our neighbourhood, to give me a fight 
of D^Mma CImrap ^our daughter, from t&t very inftant 
I made her ibvereign mifbeis of my a£Fe6Hons ; and i£ 
you, my true lord and &ther» do not omtofe it, ^lit- 
Tery day (he (hall be my wife. For her I left m¥ fa* 
therms houfe, and for her I put myielf inta this drefs^ 
tO' follow her whitherfoever ihe wen^^ as the arrow 
to the mark, or the mariner to the north-Aar. Aft 
yet ihe knows no more of my paflion than what fhe 
may have perceived from now and then feeing at a dl- 
fiance my eyes full of tears. You know, mv lord, the 
wealthinefs and nobility of my family, and that I am 
fole heir : if yOu think thefe are motives fuffident for . 
you to« ventttie the making me entirdy happy, receive 
me immediately for your Ion ; for though my father, 
biafied by other views of his own, fhould not approve 
of thishappinefi I have found for myielf, time may 
work fome j&vourable change, and aker his mind.

(ii the.pannd, and with the other gave the barber 
ittch a dowfe, that he bathed hb mouth in blood« 
But for all that the barber did not let go his hold : on 
the contrary, he raifed his voice in fuch a manner* 
that all the folks of the inn ran toge&er at the neife 
and icttflle ; and he cried out ; lulp, in the king^a 
name, and in die name of juftice ; for this rogue and 
highway-robber would murder me for endeavouring 
to recover my own goods. You lye, anfwered Smncha, 
I am no hi^h way-robber : my matter Den ^xot9 
won thefe ^ils in hk war. Don Quixote was now 
prefent,aad not a little pleaded to fee how wdl his fqdre 
performed both on the defenfive and offenfive, and 
from thenceforward look hn for a man of mettle, and 

reioived 
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t^Astd, in kis mind to dab him z kni^t the fiiil op* 
portanity that ofEcred, thinking the oider of chivalry 
would be very well beftowed upon him. Nowy among 
other things, which the baiber iaid during the ikirmiih, 
Gendemen, quoth he, this pannel is as certainly mine 
at th^ death I owe to god, and I know it as well as if 
it were the child of my own body, and yonder Hands 
my a& in the ftable, who will not fufFer me to lye t 
pray do but try it, and, if it does not fit him to ahaii^ 
let me be infamous, and moreover by the fame token, 
the very day they took this from me, they robbed me 
likewife of a new brafs bafon, never hadelled» that 
would have fetched above ^ crown *. Here 2>«« 
Siuix9U could not forbear anfwering; and thrulUng 
lumfelf between the two combatants, and parting 
them, and making them lay down the pannel on the 
ground in pobltck view, *dll the truth fhould be de- 
cided, he faid : Sirs, you (hall prefently iee dearly 
and manife(Qy the error this honeft fquire is in, in 
calling that a bafon, which was, is, and ever (hall be» 
BiamSrMs helmet : I won it in fkir war, fo aun iti 
tight and lawful pofleft>r. As to the pannel, 1 inters 
meddle not : what i can fay of that matter is, that my 
foaire ^atfch^ aiked my leave to take the trappmgs of 
this conquered coward's horfe, to adorn his own with* 
al t I gave him leave i h^ took them, and, if from 
horfe-trappings, they are metamorphofed into an ais's 
pannel, I can give no other leafon for it, but that 
common one, that thefe kind of transformations are 
fre^ent in adventures of chivahy ': for confirmation of 
which, run, fon SancJ^^ and fetch hither the helmet, 
which this honeft man will needs have to be a bafon. 
In faith, Sir^ quoth Sanch, if we have no other proof 
of our caufe, out what your worihip mentions, JMam* 
trimiTt l^lmet wfil prove as arrant a bafon, as this^ ho^* 
neft man*$ tra^^ings are a pack-iaddle. Do what I 
bid you, replied Don ^kUte ; lor fure aU thmgs ia 
tius ca^ cannot be governed by enchantment. Simeb$ 
went for the bafon and brought it; and as fo<m asl>«a 
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^uix9ti faw 1% he took it In his hands, and faid ; 

^old, Gentlemen, with what face can this fquire 
pretend this to be a bafon, and not the hehnet I have 
mentioned ? I ftirear by the order of knighthood, which 
I profefsy this helmet is the very fame I took from 
him, without addition or diminution. There is no 
doubt of that, quoth Sancbo ; for, from the time my 
mailer won it *till now, he has fought but one battle 
in it, which was, when he freed thofe unlucky galley- 
Haves ; , and had it not been for this bafon-helmet, he 
had not then got o^F over-well ; for he had a power of 
fi((nes hurled at him in that ikirmifh.

PRAY,r*gentlemen, quoth the barber, what is your 
opinion of what thefe gentlefolks affirm ; ^or they 
perfiii in it, that this is no bafoa, but a helmet I A(kI 
whoever ft^ affirm xht contrary, faid Don ^xote,, I will 
4nake him know, if he be a knight, that he lyes, and, 
if a fquire, that he lyes and lyes again a thousand times. 
Our barber, who was prefent aU th^wMte, and wejl 
acquainted with Don ^uixote*s humour, had a mind to 
work up his madnefs, and cariy on the jeSt, to make 
the company laugb > and fo, addre^ng himfelf to the 
othei; barber, he faid : Signor barber, or whoever yo^i 
are, know, that I alfo am of your proJFeffion, and have 
had my cerd£cate of examination above thofe twenty 
years, and am very well acquainted with all the inibuf 
pients of barber-furgery, without miffing one. I have 
|ikewife been afoldier in ^lyyputhfKl.fUySy.aad thesoh 
lore ^now what is a helmet, and what amorion or fteel- 
cap,t and what a cafque with its bever, . as well a^ ot]^ 
matters relating to foldi^ry, I meai^ to siX kinds of armB 
commonly^ ufed by foldicrsu And I fay (wit^ fubn^O|i 
always to better judgments) that this piece here before us» 
ivbi^ this hoa«a ge&tkman: boI49 in ^imAh ^^ 
^ ' ' ^ - : V only. 
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€fily u not a4>aiber*f htSon, bat is as fo from bdng 
fo, as white is from black, and trath from £dfl)ood. 
I ^y-aHby that, though it be an helmet, it is not a 
4M>mpleat one. No certainly, faid Dpn ^xote $ for 
the bev'er that flioald make half of it is wanting* It 
IS fo, quoth the fn'jeft, who perceired his friend the 
barber^s defign ; and Cardenioy Don Firmamdo^ and iiis 
companions, conifihned the ianie : and even the judge, 
had not his thoughts been fo taken up about the bufii^ 
of Dw L$mst would have helped on the jeft $ but the 
coacem he was in (b employed his thoughts, that he 
attended but lirde, or not at all, to thefe pleafantries. 
Lord have mere/ upon me ! quoth the bantered bar- 
ber, how is it poffible fo many honeft gentlemen ihoukl 
matntain, that this is not a bafon, but an helmet ! a 
thing enough to aflorJih a whole vadytr&ty^ thbu^ 
never fo wife : well, if this bafon be an helmet, then 
this pannel muft needs be a horfe*s furniture, as this 
gentlenum has £ud. To me it feems indeed to be a 
pannel, quoth Dom ^xott ; but I have already told you, 
1 will not intermeddle with the difpute, wli^ther it be 
an ais^s pannel, or a horfe*s furniture. All that re- 
mains, faid the prleft, is, that Signor Don ^ixoti de- 
dare his opinion; for in nutters of chivalry all theft 
eentlemen, and myfelf, yield him abfolutely the pre- 
ftrence. Bf the living god, gentlemen, faid Don 
^ixote, to many, and (uch unaccountable things have 
befallen me twice that I have lodged in this caftle, 
that I dare not 'venture to vouch pofitively for any 
thing that may be aflced me about it : for I am of opi- 
nion, that every thing pafles in it by the way of enchant- 
ment. The firft time I was very much hairafTed by an 
enchanted Moor that was in it, atid Saticbo fared Uttle 
f)etter among fome of his followers ; . and to-night I 
Irang ahhpft two -hours by this arm, without being able 
to guefs libw I -tame to fall into that mifchance. And 
dierefbre, for me to meddle now In fo confufed a bufi- 
tKfs, and to be giving my epirj'oa, would be to fpend 
«iy judgment rafily. As to the queilion, whether this 
ht a baibn, or an hehnct, I have already anfwered : 
l^ttt as todtdaring, whether this be a pamiel oi a ca- 
' ' parifon^ 
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carifon, I dare not pronounce a definitive fentencc^ 
Imt remit it, ffentlemen, to your difcretkm : perluqn^ 
not being dubbed knights as I am^ the enchantmentt 
of this pkce may have no power over you^and you maf 
have your underfbmdings free, and fe may judge of the 
things of this cafUe, as th^ really and truly are» and 
not as they a|^>ear to me. There is no doubts an- 
fwered Bon Firnand^t but that Signor Don ShdxoHhaiM 
faid very right, that the decifion of this caie belongs 
to us : and that we may proceed in it upon better and 
more folid grounds, I will take the iwtes of thefe een« 
tlemen in fecret, and then give y€m a clear andfnlTac- 
count of the refult. 

To thofe acquainted with Don ^ixot^ all this was 
^natter of moft excellent fport; but to thofe, who

'&i barbells fimplicities caoiod no lefs laughter than 
die whimfies of Don ^ixott, who, at tliis jundure, 
4aid z tkcxt k now no more to be done, but for eveij 
one to take what is his own ; and to whom god luu 
jiven it, may St. Peter give his i)leifing ♦. One of 
Dm Limiis four fervants faid : If this be not a pre- 
tneditated Joke, I cannot perfuade myfelf, that men of 
ib good underfhmding, as all here are, or feem to be« 
ihould venture to (ay, and affirm, that this is not a 
lufon, nor that a pannel : but feeing they do actually 
iay, andvaffirm it, I fufped there muS be fome myflery 
in dbftinately maintaining a thing (b contrary to truth 
laad cjmerience : for, by > (and out he rapped 

a reuiMl oath) all the men 4n the world (hall never 
fecfuade ta% that this is not a barber*5 bafon, and 
that \a. jack-af^s pannel. May it not be a fhe-afs^s ? 

Juoth the prieft. That is all one, faid the fervant ; 
yc the queftion is^ty whether it be, or be not, a pan- 
nel, mi your worfhips fay^ One of tlte c^ioers of the 
holy brotherhood, who came in and had over- heard 
4he difpiite, full of choler and indignation, (aid : it it 
4tt muchArpannel as my fither is my father; and who- 
mever fays, or fiiall fay, to the contniry, muft be drunk. 
Ifou lye like a pitiful fcoundrel, anfwered Dan ^ixotei 
Jttid lifting up his launce, which he never had let go 
<outof his band, he went to give him fuch a blow over 
the Jiead, that, had not the officer flipped afide, he had 
%eeA laid flat on the fpot. Hie launce was broke to 
!^3snterB on the eround^ and the other officers, feeing 
thear ^comsade abufed, cried out. Help, help the holy 
lusetherhood. The inn-kfeeper, who was one of the 
droop, ^ran in that inflant for his wand and his fword, 
and prepared liimfelf to fland hy his eomrades. Den

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louts*s fervants got about h'm,. left he (hould cfcapt: 
during that hurly burly* The barber, perceiving the: 
houfe turned toj^y turvey, laid hold again of his pan- 
nel, and Sanchg did the fame. Don ^ix9ti drew hit^ 
fwordy and fell upon the troopers. Don Louis called 
out to his fervants, to leave him,, and aflift Don fixate, 
Cardenh^ and Don Fernandoy who all took part with. 
Don ^ixoie. The priell cried out, the hoftds fbriek- 
cd, her daughter roared, Maritomes wept, Dorothea 
was confounded, Lucinda ftood amazed, and Donna 
Clara fainted away. The barber cuffed Sancbo, and 
Sancbo pummeled the barber. Don Louis gave one 
of his fervants, who laid hold of him by the arm left he 
fhould efcape, fuch a dafh on the chops, that he bathed 
his mouth in blood. The judge interpofed in his de-* 
fence. Don Fernando got one of the troopers down,, 
and kicked him to his heart's content. The inn-keeper 
reinforced his voice, demanding aid for the holy bro- 
therhood. Thus the whole inn was nothing but weep* 
ings, cries, fhrieks, confufions, fears, frights, mif- 
chances, cuffs, cudgelings, kicks, and eftufion of Uoodl 
And, in the midft of this chaos, this mafs, and lab}r. 
rinth ofthings, it came into Don ^ixote\ fancy, that 
he was plunged over head and ears in the difcord of 
king Agramante'^ camp * ; and therefore faid, with a 
voice which made the inn fhake : Hold all of you ; all 
put up your fwords ; be pacified all, and hearken to 
sne, if you would all continue alive.

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Act. Come therefore, my lord judge, and you mifter 
prieft, and let one of you ftand for king Agramante^ 
the other for king Sobrino f , and make peace among 
us ; for, by the eternal god, it is a thoufand pities, fo 
many gentlemen of quality, as are here of us, fhould 
kill one another for fuch trivial matters. The troopers, 
who did not underftand Don ^ixotis language, and 
found themfelves rooghly handled by Don Fernando^ 
Cmrdtnio, add their companions, would not be pacified : 
bat the barber fubmitted ; for both his beard and his pan- 
nel were demollfhed in the fcuffle. Sancbo, as became 
9, dutiful fervant, obeyed the lead voice of his matter. 
Don Louis*^ four fervants were dfo quiet, feeing how 
little they got by being otherwise.

liimfelf illuded and difappointed, and how thin a crop 
he had gathered from that large field of confufion, re- 
solved to tiy his hand once more by contriving frcih 
brangks and difturbances. 

Now the cafe was tlus r the troopers^ upon notice 
©f the quality of ihofe that had attacked them, had* 
4eiifted and retreated from the fray, as thinkmg that, 
let matters go how they would, they were likely to 
come off by the worft. But one of them, namely, he 
who had ocen kicked and- mauled by Dan Fernando^ 
bethoueht himfelf, that, among fome warrants he had 
about him for apprehending certain delinquents, he 
had one againft Don ^ixote^ whcmi-the holy brother- 
hood had ordered to be tidcen into cutody fox ietting 
JU liberty the gallcy-flavcs, as SancBo had very juflljr 
feared. Having this in hia head, he had a mind to be 
fktisfied whether the perfon of Don ^ixote anfwered 
to the d^criptioo i and, pulling a parchment out of his 
bofom, he prefently found what he looked for 5 and 
fetting himfelf to read it leifurely (for he was no great 
clerk) at every word he read, he fixed his eyes e» 
Don ^uixoUy and then went on, comparing the marks 
in his warrant with the lines of Don fixates phyiic^- 
nomy, and found that without all doubt he muft be 
the perfqn therein defcribed : then, as foon as he had 
fetisfied himfetf, rolling up the parchment, and holding* 
the warrant in his left hand, with his right he laid fo 
faft hold on Don ^ixoU by the collar, that he did 
not fuffer him to draw breath, crying out aloud : Help 
the holy brotherhood f and, that every body may fee 
I require it in eameft, read this warrant, wherein it 
is exprefly commanded to apprehend this highway- 
yobber. The prieft tock the warrant, and found it all 
true that the trooper had faid, the marks agreeing ex* 
adly with Don ^ixote ; who, finding himfcB* fo rough- 
^ handled by- thi«icoundrel» hitcholer.bcii^mouii^ 
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to the tttmoft pitchy and all his joints trembling with 
rage, caught the trooper by the throat, as well as he 
could, with both hands ; and had not the fellow beea 
refcued by his comrades, he had lod his life fooner 
than Don ^ixou had looied his hold. The inn-keeper, 
who was indifpenfably bound to aid and afllA his bre* 
tliren in office, ran immediately to his affifbmce. The 
hoilefs, feeing her huiband again engaged in battle^ 
raifed her voice anew. Her daughter and Maritomes 
joined in the fame tune, praying aid from heaven, 
and from the ftanders by. Sancho, feeing what pafied, 
iaid, as god fhall iave me, my mailer fays true, con.- 
ceming 5kt enchantments of this caiUe ; for it is impo(- 
fible to live an hour in quiet in it. At length Don Per- 
nundo parted the officer and Don ^ixoie, and, to both 
their contents, unlocked their hands from the doublet- 
collar of the one, and from the wind- pipe of the other* 
Keverthelefs the troopers did not deM from demand- 
ing their prifoner, and to have him bound and deliver- 
ed up to them ; for fo the king^s iervice,. and that of 
the holy brotherhood, requiredt in whofe name tbey 
again demanded help and affiftance in apprehending 
that common robber, padder, and highwayman. D§m 
Quixote fmiled to hear thek cxpreffions, and wiib great 
calmneis faid : Come hither, bafe and ill-bom crew i, 
call ye it robbing on the highway, to loofe the chains 
ef the captived, to fet the imprifoned free, to fuccour 
the miferable, to raife the fallen and caft down» and ta 
relieve the needy and diib-eiied ? Ah fcoundrel race I 
imdeferving, by the meanneis and bafenefs of your un- 
derftandings, that heaven (hould reveal to you the 
worth inherent in knight-errantry, or make you fea- 
fible of your own fin and ignorance in not reverencing 
the very (hadow, and much more the prefence^ of any 
knight-errant whatever ! Come hither, ye rogues in a 
troop, and not troopers,^ highwaymen with the licence 
of the holy brotherhood, teU me, who was the block- 
head that figned the warrant for apprehending fuch ft 
knight-errant as I am? Who is he that can be ignorant 
that koightserrant are exempt from all judicial authot- 
n^, duu thckr fwocd is their law^ their bravery their 

privir 
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^privileges, and their will their edidls ? Who was the 
' madman, 1 fay again, that is ignorant, that no preamble 
to a nobleman^^ patent contains fo many priyijeges and 
exemptions, as are acquired by the knight-errant, the 
day he is dubbed, and fet apart for the rigorous exer- 
cife of chivalry ? What knight-errant €ver paidcuilom, 
poll-tax, fubfidy, quit-r^nt, porteridge, or ferry- 
boat ? What tailor ever brpaght in a bill for making 
his cloaths ? What governor, that lodged him in his 
caflle, ever made him pay a reckoning ? What king 
did not (eat him. at his table ? What damfel was not 
in iove with him, and did not yield herfelf up to his 
whole pleafure and wilH and laftly, what knight- 
errant has there ever been, is, or (hall be tn the worlds 
who has not courage iingly to bellow four hundred ba- 
(linados on four hundred troopers of the holy brother- 
hood, that ihall dare to prefent themfidves before 
iiimf 
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
